REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 1. 1918. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following 
report of its condition for the year ending January 31, 
1918. This is the fifty-fourth annual report of the 
Hospital Department, which consists of the main 
hospital, the South Department for infectious diseases, 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the East Boston 
Relief. Station, the Convalescent Home in Dorchester 
and the West Department (as yet unopened). 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 7, 1917, 
by election of Mr. A. Shuman as president and Mr. 
Joseph P. Manning as secretary. 

In February, 1917, Dr. Henry 8. Rowen was appointed 
a member of the Board of Trustees. 

In December, 1917, Mr. Conrad J. Rueter died, he 
having been a trustee since 1896. The resolutions of the 
Board of Trustees upon this sad event are recorded upon 
another page. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
$865,615.55. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$361,239.18 was expended upon personal service (see 
Table No. 1); $29,451.27 upon service other than 
personal; $48,132.25 upon equipment; $411,173.83 upon 
supplies; $20,065.92 upon materials; $553.10 upon 
special items, such as workingmen’s compensation. 

To the amount expended, $865,615.55, there should be 
added the difference in the amount of stock on hand 
February 1, 1918, which was $1,603 less than on January 
31, 1917, making the total amount properly chargeable 
as the expenditures for maintenance of all departments 
for the year $867,218.55. By deducting $92,620.86 
(the carefully estimated cost of the various out-patient 
departments) we get $774,597.69 as the gross cost of 
all ward patients. This sum was expended for 45,950 
weeks’ board of patients, at a cost per capita of $16.86 
per week, or $2.408 per day. 

If we deduct the money collected for paying patients, 
interest on trust funds and other income, the net cost 
to the city per capita per week was $13.92, or $1.98% 
per day. 

The cost of subsistence supplies was $213,061.90; the 
total weeks’ board for an average of 1,582 persons was 
$82,508. This gives a cost per person for uncooked 
food supplies of $2.58 per week, or 36$ cents per day. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected for the care 
and treatment of patients of all classes the sum of 
$129,805.99, itemized as follows: There was received 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the board 
of patients at the hospital proper, $29,446.02; at the 
South Department, $961; from various cities and towns, 
for hospital proper, $18,642.60; for the South Depart- 
ment, $177.14; collected at the superintendent’s office, 
on account of private room, ward and Out-Patient 
Department paying patients, $50,385.32, of which 
$6,628.36 was from insurance cases, and $3.75 from 
orthopedic appliances; for board of paying patients at 
the South Department, $4,775.61; on account of ward 
and Out-Patient Department paying patients at the 
Haymarket Square Relief Station, $1,451.28, of which 
$877.58 was from insurance cases; on account of ward 
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and Out-Patient Department paying patients at the 
East Boston Relief Station, $693.20, $429.01 of this 
being from insurance cases. ‘There has also been col- 
lected for the hospital, by the Health Department, for the 
care of infectious cases at the South Department, and 
paid to the City Collector, the additional sum of 
$23,273.82. |

The revenue was increased $13,505.55 by X-ray 
charges, salvarsan treatment, removal of tonsils and 
adenoids, issuing of certificates, circumcision and pay- 
ment of nurses’ board. 

A table showing the revenue received from paying 
patients, interest on trust funds, sale of old material 
and other sources, will be found on page 32 of the 
superintendent’s report. 


X-Ray DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year much new material has been 
provided. There has been a great increase in the 
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teaching clinic, both to medical students and to officers 
of the Medical Corps, U. 8. A. Most of the teaching 
in the army X-ray school, located in Boston, has been 
done in this department. Considerable assistance also 
was given to army students taking other courses in 
the hospital. 

The X-ray Department at the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station is serving its purpose of giving quick 
diagnoses and relieving the main department of con- 
siderable work. 

Dr. Samuel W. Ellsworth, head. of the department, 
joined the Reserve Corps in June, but fortunately was 
ordered by the War Department to remain at the clinic 
as instructor in the Boston School of Roentgenology, ° 
U.S. A. His work was here until December, when he 
was obliged to leave for military service. Dr. Paul F. 
Butler then became acting physician for X-ray service.

DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


The number of patients receiving bacterial vaccines 
was 264; number of nurses and members of the Hospital 
Unit inoculated against typhoid or paratyphoid, 419; 
total number of visits to the vaccine clinic, 2,842; 
curative inoculations given, 1,841; protective inocu- 
lations given, 1,069. The number of patients under 
antisyphilitic treatment was 241; cases of syphilis of the 
central nervous system treated by intradural injections of 
salvarsanized serum, 73; number of diarsenol injections, 
686; number of mercury injections, 267; number of 
intradural treatments, 263; specimens taken for Was- 
sermann tests, 471. The total number of patients in the 
department (including persons coming for protective 
inoculations) was 924, and the number of visits of 
patients was 4,271. 
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PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The laboratory this year has necessarily felt the 
influence of the great war. Three of the assistants 
enlisted in the Medical Officers Reserve Corps and have 
been on duty at Camp McClellan and Camp Devens. 
The present first assistant will probably have to go 
with the Hospital Unit when it crosses over to France. 
So far it has been impossible to get any other assistants 
and the prospects for the future are not at all bright. 
For internes we have had to depend on temporary 
appointments of recent graduates who have a few months 
to spare before entering on their clinical duties at the 
hospitals. 

Under these conditions research work is practically 
out of the question. All we can do is to attempt to 
perform the routine work in an acceptable manner and 
to keep the laboratory running in a serviceable condition. 

The work in the clinical laboratory is at a complete 
standstill, except for the ordinary routine, owing to the 
clinical laboratory assistant having been sent to one of 
the camps. 

The results obtained by Doctor Mallory and Doctor 
Medlar in their investigation of measles are interesting 
so far as they go. Doctor Mallory and Doctor Medlar 
have been able to find out the cell changes which occur 
- in the lesions of the skin but nothing definite in regard 
to the etiology of the disease. They will probably 
hold the paper for the present, instead of publishing it, 
in the hopes of obtaining tissue from one or more of 
the fulminating cases which are likely to occur at some 
of the army ehcampments. 

Doctor Parker has made a careful study of necrosis 
and regeneration of the gland and islet cells in the 
pancreas in a series of 100 autopsies and’ at the same 
time examined for similar lesions in the heart, liver, 
kidney and adrenal gland. The results are of much 
interest and well worth publishing. 

Doctor Mallory and Doctor Parker have also under- 
taken to analyze all the cases of cirrhosis of the liver 
which have come to autopsy during the past twenty- 
one years and to divide them into groups according to 
the etiology of the lesion. They have undertaken the 
work primarily in order to find out the proportion of 
cases which belong to the common so-called alcoholic 
type of cirrhosis.

OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found 
on pages 11, 138 and 16 in the superintendent’s report. 

The number of patients treated in the Out-Patient 
Department duving the past year has been 34,297. The 
number of visits was 130,336. 


SouTH DEPARTMENT. 


During the twenty-three years that the department 
has been in operation, 57,123 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 

The following are extracts from the report of the 
Advisory Board of the South Department, which may 
be of interest: 


The closing months of the past year have been marked by 
a very rapid increase in patients, especially diphtheria, of 
which a large number have been severe cases, requiring long 
convalescence. The number of patients jumped from 184 on 
October 1 to 347 on January 1, 888 patients being admitted 
in those three months. One half of the scarlet fever wards 
are devoted to diphtheria. 

The war has already had a marked influence on our staff. 
All the younger men, on whom we ordinarily depend, are now 
in the service and it has been impossible to secure men for 
vacancies. Illness took off duty first one and then the other 
assistant physician, so that from November 24 to January 5 
only one assistant was on duty. 

Two of our five head nurses are on the Hospital Unit and 
will leave when the unit is called. The number of nurses 
actually available for duty is at times not better than one per 
thirty patients and does not average better than one per twelve 
patients.

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The harder times lead patients to seek a free hospital treat- 
ment when at other times they would not. 

These are the facts which we must face now, while the 
possibility of much worse conditions in the future is great. 

If more physicians and nurses cannot be secured and the 
number of patients cannot be restricted, the only measure 
that I can suggest to prevent a marked and probably dis- 
astrous lowering of our standards would be to improve the 
efficiency of each nurse. 

There has been great improvement during the past three 
years in conserving the energy of the nurse, but practically 
all the obvious ways of further conserving her energy call for 
construction, or additional apparatus, or more employees and 
therefore more expense. Most of it has been discussed before 
in drawing up the new plans. 

Our most urgent need continues to be more facilities and 
especially “‘isolation”’ facilities. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission sixteen 
years. In these sixteen years, 546,469 patients have 
been treated. The number of patients treated during 
the first year was 20,150 and during the present year 
27,273, a very great increase. These patients received 
28,172 days’ treatment. 


East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


In the nine years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation 122,428. patients have been 
treated. For the year ending January 31, 1918, 10,918 
patients were treated. These patients received 27,316 
days’ treatment. 


CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 
369, who received 7,020 days’ treatment. 


CHANGES IN RULES. 


The following changes were made in the rules during 
the year: 

A Dental Service was Bpliatod: the following titles 
being created: a Dentist in Chief, an Assistant Dentist 
in Chief, three Visiting Dentists. 

The Department of Gynecology was made a part of 
general Surgery, Obstetrics remaining a separate depart- 
ment. 
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The Neurological Department was separated from 
the Dermatological Department. 

The following committee was chosen to plan and con- 
trol the method of instruction in the Training School 
for Nurses: The Hospital Superintendent, the Superin- 
tendent of Nurses and one member of the Senior Staff. 

Owing to conditions existing as a result of, war, the 
term of service for medical, surgical and gynecological 
house officers was reduced to four periods of three 
months each. 

The hours for treatment of out-patients was changed 
frome 9itod leavin tore 6.00) to 10:30 .a-)m.’ 

It was voted that during the period of the war the 
Neurological Out-Patient Department be open only 
three days each week. 

It was voted that the Social Service Department be 
hereafter known as the ‘‘ Department of Medical Social 
Work of the Boston City Hospital.”’ 


OBITUARY. 


Conrad J. Rueter, Trustee of the Boston City Hospital, 
died on December 18, 1917. The following resolutions 
on his death were passed by the Board of Trustees: 


It is with feelings of deep regret that we record the pass- 
ing away of our esteemed fellow trustee, Conrad J. Rueter. 

For twenty-one years he was a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Boston City Hospital, having been appointed 
under the administration of Hon. Josiah Quincy. 

He was zealous and earnest in his efforts for the good of the 
hospital and deeply interested in its progress and welfare. 

A man of generous impulses, with good judgment, able and 
efficient, he will be missed not only by the Board but by a host 
of friends who knew him best. 

We therefore desire to express our profound sorrow at his 
death and to offer our tribute of respect to his memory. 

We extend to his bereaved family our sincere So pathy and 
condolence in their affliction. 


George Plummer Howe, M. D., Assistant to the 
Physician for Diseases of the Skin, ‘died while serving 
in the English Army. The following resolutions were 
sent by the trustees to his family: 


The trustees learn with great sorrow of the death in France 
of Dr. George Plummer Howe, a physician at this hospital, 
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while serving as a lieutenant in the English Army. ‘Their 
grief finds consolation in the thought that his heroic sacrifice 
has been made in fighting for the principles and purposes for 
which the United States is now at war and contending. 

The hospital is honored in the service of such a man upon its 
staff; and be it resolved that the foregoing be spread upon the 
records of this hospital as a token of the sorrow of the trustees, 
as well as of their appreciation of Doctor Howe as a physician 
and as a patriot.

To the Trustees: 

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to present herewith 
the annual report of the Hospital Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1918. 

On June 1, 1864, the Boston City Hospital was opened 
for the admission of patients. Since that time the 
number of house patients treated in the different depart- 
ments has been 452,548 and the number of out-patients 
1,763,376. The table on page 13 shows the number of 
patients who have applied for admission and been 
treated in the hospital proper and the South Depart- 
ment during the last ten years. The principal statistics 
for the year are shown on pages 15 and 16. The other 
tables are self-explanatory.

The tables of disbursements in this report show the 
expenditures of the Hospital Department during the 
fiscal year February 1, 1917, to January 31, 1918, 
inclusive. ‘Table No. 1 shows the expenditures, classi- 
fied, for the year. Table No. 2 shows the expenditures 
on food, ice and fuel. Table No. 3 is a comparison of 
the census, expenditures and per capita costs for the 
last five years. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for 
Hospital Department, in the various branches, have 
been $865,615.55, and the disbursements have been 
made as follows:

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The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station, the Convalescent Home, 
and the West Department (as yet unopened) are kept 
in a combined table. 

The expenditures of the hospital in all its departments 
were for the care of 23,118 patients in the wards for 
321,650 days, or 45,950 weeks’ board, which makes the 
average weekly cost of $16.86, or a daily cost of $2.408 
for patients of all classes. - The cost of uncooked food 
supplies for all persons, including patients and the entire 
household in all departments of the hospital, was $213,- 
061.90. The average number of patients was 881.2, of 
officers and employees, including house and nursing 
staff, 701.1, or a total daily average of 1,582.3 persons. 
The number of weeks’ board for all persons was 82,508 
and the weekly cost per person for uncooked food sup- 
plies was $2.58, or 36% cents per day. 

If to the total operating expenses, $865,615.55, is added 
the decrease in stock on hand, which is $1,603, we find 
the cost of maintenance $867,218.55. If we divide the 
amount by 504,665, the total number of days’ board 
given ward patients plus the number of visits of out- 
patients, we obtain $1.72 as the eross cost per day for 
all patients. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $865,615.55, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining it was only $732,116.18. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 732, as against 711 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 486, in 
comparison with 472 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 606.6, and the average 
length of stay was 12;'5 days. 

There have been treated in the various Quieter 
Departments at the hospital proper 34,297 patients. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including 
the number of out-patients, number of their visits, 
rate of mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ 
board for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted 
and physical condition of patients when discharged.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (631) were 37.18 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,697). 

During the year 18,247 patients were treated in the 
wards, 34,297 as out-patients, 369 at the Convalescent 
Home, 3,365 at the South Department; at the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station 764 were treated in the 
wards and 26,509 as out-patients, and at the East 
Boston Relief Station 373 were treated in the wards 
and 10,545 as out-patients, a total of 94,469 who have 
received the benefits of the hospital in all departments. 

During the year 21,019 persons applied for admission 
at the main hospital. Of this number, 17,585 were 
admitted and 3,434 were rejected, the latter being 727 
less than last year. The number rejected was 16 per 
cent of all persons applying, and the causes of rejection 
appear in the table of applicants not admitted, on page 18. 

There were 5 applicants rejected for want of vacant 
beds. There were 3,035 of these applicants who could 
be treated more properly in the various out-patient 
services without’ the additional cost of receiving them in 
the wards. Admission was denied to 9 for lack of 
information that they were suitable cases. Other 
causes of rejection appear in the tabulated form on

GENERAL REPAIRS. 


The hospital carpenters have done much work to 
help in the new construction by removing all wooden 
partitions in Wards A and E; by remodeling basement 
for new ward in Pavilion III; by tearing out old store- 
rooms under Ward A and under Ward E; by remodeling 
for new storeroom under Ward W; by building parti- 
tions to divide storerooms on Albany street, and by 
changing rooms in connection with new tunnel. For 
the X-Ray Department new shelves and racks for 
plates have been built. In the basement of the Nurses’ 
Homes and of the Vose House trunk racks have been 
made. The usual work of removing and replacing 
screens and storm windows and doors has been per- 
formed. At the South Department a new storeroom 
for the Dispensary has been made. At the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station doors and windows have been 
changed for fireproofing. At the Convalescent Home 
new walks, pig-pens and a fence have been constructed. 

The hospital painters have performed their usual 
necessary work. They have done much painting io the 
Pathological Laboratory, the X-Ray Department, the 
wards, the accident room, the Library Building, the 
entrance building, the surgical office, the storeroom, 
the kitchen and the basement corridors. In Pavilion 
III, basement, they have varnished and finished the 
new ward. In the orderlies’ dormitories they have 
painted rooms and corridors. In the center attic they 
have painted all room walls and ceilings. They have 
painted shelter near Wards W and X, also rooms in 
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laundry. ‘They have painted fence, storm steps, screens, 
also much furniture, and have set many lights of glass.

Thirty-two pupils have graduated during the year 
and eighty-two probationers have been admitted. 
Twenty-four nurses have completed obstetrical training 
at the Boston Lying-in Hospital and the New England 
Hospital and six are now taking the training. Three 
pupils have taken the optional course at the Boston 
State Hospital. 

Fifty-six pupils from affiliated schools have completed 
courses of from three to ten months. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has held seventy-six 
classes in ethics of nursing and in the history of nursing. 

Miss Morley has conducted 624 classes in the class 
room and laboratory. Miss Daly has held 116 classes at 
the South Department. Miss Dwyer has conducted 
sixty classes in operating-room technique and _ the 
instructor of probationers has held daily demonstrations 
and drills in the practice room and class instruction in 
the class room. 
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Miss Lee, the dietitian, has conducted twenty-nine 
classes for probationers and thirty-six cooking classes 
and forty classes in advanced dietetics. 

Professor Nissen has held thirty-six classes in massage. 

The school has received twenty-six lectures from 
members of the visiting staff. The senior pupils have 
attended twenty surgical clinics given by Dr. Joseph 
H. Shortell and eleven medical clinics given by Dr. John 
A. Foley. 

The regular graduation exercises were held Friday, 
May 25, at 4 p.m. Very Reverend Charles W. Lyons, 
S. J., President of Boston College, gave the address, 
and Dr. John J. Dowling, Superintendent of the Hospital, 
presented the diplomas. 

Ten male nurses have graduated during the year.

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THE “BOSTON: (CITY HOSPITAL . TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a 
systematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,253 . 
beds for patients as follows:

South Department for Infectious Diseases be

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children, and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. ‘There is a maternity ward connected 
with the hospital, and a course in maternity nursing 
has been provided at this hospital as well as at maternity 
hospitals elsewhere, without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
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and should send with their application a certificate 
from a physician certifying to the fact. They should 
also send a brief personal history, and give the names 
and addresses of three responsible persons, not of their 
own kin, preferably their last employer, if any, or busi- 
ness men of their acquaintance, who know of their good 
character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital and Superin- 
tendent of Nurses they will be received for three months 
on probation. The fitness of candidates for the training 
and work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing 
them, will be determined by the authorities in charge 
of the school, under the direction of the trustees. At 
least two years of high school work or its equivalent 
is necessary. An entraice examination, held every 
Tuesday morning at ten o’clock, except holidays, is 
given to all candidates before the term of probation. 
The examination is 10 simple arithmetic, English com- 
position and writing from dictation, ete., and is in no 
-sense so severe as to prevent anyone who is capable of 
undertaking the work of a trained nurse from so doing. 
The Superintendent of Nurses will have a personal inter- 
view with candidates for the school on Tuesdays from 
ten to twelve o'clock. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such 
candidates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, they 
sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course of 
three years and to conform to all rules. At the end of 
the first six months the record and work of each pupil 
are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to make a good 
nurse, and the right is reserved by the authorities of the 
hospital to terminate then, or at any time, the con- 
nection of any pupil or nurse'with the school for inefh- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the three nurses’ homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 
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The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing bed and body linen, 
managing of helpless patients in bed, etc., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing 
of bed sores, and proper management of the patient 
under various conditions, with different diseases or 
injuries; the making and applying of bandages and 
rollers, preparation of splints, application and manage- 
ment of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, 
and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and sub- 
sequent treatment, the administering of enemata, and 
the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as. 
well as in the accidents of ordinary life. They are also 
given lessons in massage by a professional instructor. 
There is a systematic course of training in cookery for 
the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the proper 
manner, and the feeding of helpless patients or those 
who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, or warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient; in . 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the 
pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the 
secretions, state of the skin, and eruptions; of mental 
condition, as delirium, stupor, shock, ete., of the con- 
dition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimu- 
lants and medicines; the behavior of wounds and the 
after treatment in surgical operations, and in the manag- 
ing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administer- 
ing of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a_ special 
instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruction from 
manuals and text-books, mainly given by the Superin-

tendent of Nurses, instructors, dietitian and graduate > 
head nurses. Lectures and demonstrations, chiefly 
upon practical points, are given at stated times by the 
medical and surgical staff of the hospital. While the 
instruction by the manuals, text-books, lectures, demon- 
strations, quizzes and models is considerable, the main 
reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, opera- 
ting rooms, and other departments of the hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are held from time 
to time by the authorities of the school, and nurses will 
not be graduated unless they attain, on critical marking, 
at least seventy per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, out-patient departments of the 
hospital and the two Relief Stations. They are given 
training in medical, in surgical, in contagious and gyne- 
ecological wards. Maternity training is provided. No 
class recitations or lectures are given between July 1 
and October 1 except to the probation classes. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months 
but for the remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $10 a month, for the second year $12.50 a month, 
and for the third year $16.67 a month, while on duty in 
the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
_ personal clothing, and other minor requirements. While 
on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive the 
allowance provided by the hospital to which they are 
assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it 
being considered that their education during this time 
is a full equivalent for their services. When the term 
of three years is completed the nurses receive, if they 
pass all the examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, 
a diploma certifying to the regular course of training 
and practice, and are then permitted to wear the gradu- 
ate’s badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promo- 
tion here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses 
who prefer to remain jn hospital work, or return after a 
term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping and 
minor administratioa, fitting them to fill positions of 
trust in hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in class beginning every 
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three months. Those desiring to enter with less delay 
can sometimes anticipate a fixed date by placing them- 
selves on the emergency list. When coming to the 
hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; 
dresses to be made high neck, long sleeves; eight large 
white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards wide, 
meeting in the back, with bibs, without straps, plain at 
the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two pearl 
studs on the band, two inches wide, with hem at bottom 
five inches in depth, and two inches from the bottom 
of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of 
scissors, a pinball, and a plain napkin ring with nurse’s 
name; a good supply of plain underclothing — every 
article to be distinctly marked with pen and indelible 
ink with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will 
be purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon, 
after coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of 
order in any way, they must receive attention before 
coming for the probationary month. Nurses are required 
to wear the training school uniform after they join the 
school. Material for dresses will be sold at cost price; 
caps are furnished at a nominal price. Probationers 
should come prepared, on acceptance, to expend about 
$20 for uniforms, books and other needful expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from sx to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse is 
required to do both day and night duty on the same 
day, except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day 
duty is allowed two hours for rest and recreation; one 
half day, after 1.30 p. m., each week, and four hours on 
Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed 
each year, and one week without pay as leave of absence 
during the third year. If nurses are sick they are 
eared for in the hospital, but pay is stopped, except for 
illness or injury received in the line of duty. Pupils 
may be expected to have a percentage of any considerable 
time lost by illness or absence added to their three years, 
at the discretion of the management. Nurses on night 
duty are required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 p. m. 
Nurses may be called upon for seven months’ regular 
night duty during the three years’ training, besides 
‘‘special cases’? to a limited number. 
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COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONER’S COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the prac- 
tice room daily for practical instruction in the making 
of beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, ete. 

The use of slings, Beater and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use of 
antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants and the prepa- 
ration of solutions. 

Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and 
radiation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, etc. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day allowed 
to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold 
linen (hours from 7 to 10.30 a. m.). 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular duty, 
and during the remaining weeks of the probation course 
three hours each day will be devoted to class and practice 
room work, with one additional hour for recreation.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS, ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULEs. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates, 
excepting head nurses, who are permitted to remain 
out until twelve o’clock midnight, shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless otherwise 
specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, male nurse or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
directions for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Application for admission may be made at the hos- 
pital on each day of the week (Sundays excepted), 
between nine o’clock a. m. and five o’clock p.m. When- 
ever able, a patient shall apply in person for admission. 
When not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on application made by his physician, or upon 
a visit to his residence by the admitting physician. 
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No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted unless his condition is urgent, except 
as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 

Persons with state settlements, unless they stand in 
need of immediate relief, are to be referred to the state 
hospitals. 

Patients settled in other cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts are to be referred to their own city or town for 
treatment, Boston cases being given the preference. 

Unsettled cases, if resident in Boston, may be ad- 
mitted as paying patients. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rate of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such cases 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the city or town in which the patient is 
legally settled. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the cireum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a 
part of the board will be paid. 

If separate apartments or articles not usually fur- 
nished at the hospital are furnished, such payment 
shall be made therefor as the trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

Persons non-resident and non-settled in Boston are to 
be admitted only as private patients, 7. e., paying patients 
in private rooms. 

All accident or emergency cases shall be received at all 
hours, night or day, irrespective of settlement. 

In all cases where any question arises as to the treat- 
ment of newly admitted or other patients, it shall be the 
duty of the house officer to consult with the executive 
on duty in regard to such treatment until the arrival of 
his visiting physician or surgeon. 

If in the judgment of the admitting physician the 
condition of a newly admitted patient is sufficiently 
urgent to demand the attention of the visiting staff, he 
shall so notify the house officer and shall direct him to 
call his visiting physician or surgeon. 

In case alcohol is administered to a patient before or 
after placing him in the ambulance, or by any other 
than hospital employees, before the arrival of the 
ambulance, the same is to be promptly reported to the 
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admitting physician, and a record of the fact made in 
the clinical record book. This rule covers cases brought 
by conveyances other than hospital ambulances. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane .and obscene language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time.of discharge, 
whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate 
shall be signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent, a written 
statement to that effect shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such times as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 
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Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
from 6 to 6.380 o’clock on each week day friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, 
however, the trustees and the Superintendent may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except a special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell rings 
at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or 
pass the night therein, without permission of the Super- 
intendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping 
cough, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent and Medical Director of the 
Hospital shall, under the direction of the trustees, have 
the general control and management of this department 
in the same manner as of other departments of the 
hospital. : 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 





The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the 
Boston City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules 
and methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so 
far as applicable, and not inconsistent with special rules, 
apply to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all 
classes of accident and disease. ‘They shall be open at 
all hours for patients requiring treatment or attention. 
Patients requiring ward treatment, whether received at 
the stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far 
as 1s consistent with their welfare, be forthwith trans- 
ferred or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, 
but ward accommodations shall be afforded patients 
whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed 
desirable, be transferred by the ambulances to other 
hospitals or to their homes. First treatment may be 
afforded at the stations, although the applicants are 
not such as require ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of 
the stations, the same as of other departments of the 
hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may 
‘be necessary for each station, nominate for confirma- 
tion by the trustees a Resident Surgeon and one or more 
Assistant Resident Surgeons, and shall appoint and 
employ or detail for service in each department, sub- 
ject to the approval of the trustees or of the proper 
committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, male 
nurses and such other minor employees as may be 
required for the proper conduct of the station, who shall 
be subject to his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the stations

shall perform such duties other than those specified as 
may be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, 
according to the nature of their respective duties. The 
Resident Surgeons, the Matrons, Supervisors and such 
other officers as may be so required shall reside at the 
stations. 

PATIENTS. 


Aleoholic and insane patients shall not be received 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
codperate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the hospital 
station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE East Boston RELIEF 
STATION. 

The rules and methods prevailing in the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station ambulance service shall, so far as 
applicable, be effective in the East Boston Relief Station 
ambulance service. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoirt, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further ‘assistants as may 
be necessary for the proper conduct and service of the 
home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, shall have the immediate charge of the home and 
the control of all nurses and other employees and 
patients. She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 

Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may 
exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admit- 
ting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, 
Taunton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital, 
Medfield State Hospital, Norfolk State Hospital, Mon- 
son State Hospital and Grafton State Hospital. 

Norfolk State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or ine- 
briates and those who are so addicted to the intemperate 
use of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the power 
of self-control. 

Female inebriates and drug users are sent to the 
Westborough State Hospital. 
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Monson State Hospital is for sane epileptic patients, and 
insane epileptics are sent to the Grafton State Hospital. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital, arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabi- 
tant of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or provision 
has been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the 
Commission on Mental Diseases, or by reason of insanity 
would be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying to the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, City 
Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the Com- 
mission on Mental Diseases, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitments are held by the judges of 
the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton square, 
at twelve o’clock every day, except Saturdays and legal 
holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is desir- 
able that the committing physician notify a relative of 
the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital 
for the insane the patient must reside or be in this county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

THe Epison CASE. 


On February 26, 1918, the Board of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners reached a determination in favor 
of the city in the arbitration of the question of the rates 
to be paid by the City of Boston for its street lighting 
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for a period of ten years from December 7, 1914, under 
the terms of a written agreement between the City of 
Boston and the Edison Company. 

The case had engaged the time and attention of the 
Corporation Counsel in preparation and trial for nearly 
two years. The hearing of evidence commenced on 
April 20, 1916, and finished on‘ June 13, 1917, occupying 
122 days, and resulting in a record of nearly 10,000 
pages and over 360 tables and exhibits. Four months 
were spent in the preparation of briefs, and a week 
was allotted for argument. The case closed on October 
26, 1917. 

The decision of the Board results in a total saving to 
the City of Boston for the ten-year period of the con- 
tract of approximately the sum of $600,000.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
United States Supreme Court. 


City of Chelsea, Plaintiff in Error, v. City of Boston. 
Decided October 15, 1917. United States Supreme Court. 


Advanced Opinions, No. 1, Page 2. 


Held: That the case should be dismissed for want of juris- 
diction. The decision of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
in City of Boston, Petitioner, 221 Mass. 468, which was in 
favor of the City of Boston, was upheld. 


Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 
In re Metropolitan Park Commissioners. (227 Mass. 183.) 


Held: That it was the duty of the commissioners, appointed | 
in 1915 for the apportioning of the expenses of the metro- 
politan parks district for the next five years, to determine 
anew what special and peculiar benefits, if any, the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge had derived, respectively, from the 
construction of the marginal conduits on the southerly and 
the northerly sides of the Charles River Basin in order to 
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fix the percentages of further.construction cost to be paid 
by those cities and by the other thirty-six municipalities in 
the district. It was further held that in all other respects 
the finding of the commissioners was in accordance with law. 


Allison G. Catheron v. County of Suffolk. (227 Mass. 598.) 


Held: That an appointment by a judge of the Superior 
Court holding court in the criminal session for the County 
of Suffolk of a probation officer for the County of Suffolk to 
serve for a stated year at a stated salary is an appointment 
by ‘‘the Superior Court”? under Revised Law, chapter 217, 
section 81, as amended by Statute 1911, chapter 470, sec- 
tion 1, and is valid, although it neither was authorized nor 
ratified by a vote passed at a meeting of all the justices of 
that court.

Petitions for writs of certiorari were brought by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works of the City of Boston against a 
Justice of the Municipal Court of the Dorchester District 
to quash orders made by that judge upon reviews under Statute 
1911, chapter 624, section 1, as amended by Statute 1915, 
chapter 251, revising orders made by the petitioner abolishing 
the office of supervisor of permits of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the offices of division engineer and superintendent 
of main drainage of the sewer and water service of the Public 
Works Department on the ground that the orders abolishing 
the offices were made in bad faith as an attempted evasion 
of the requirements of the civil service statutes. Held: That 
the decision of the judge that the orders of removal were made 
without proper cause and in bad faith showed no error of law 
and was not reviewable on a writ of certvorart. 


Catherine Hasey v. City of Boston. (228 Mass. 516.) 


Held: That the statement of a deceased police officer made 
before the commencement of the action, and taken down in 
shorthand — the judge not having heard the statement nor 
having made any inquiry into it or the manner of obtaining 
it— was erroneous because it could not have been found to 
have been made ‘‘upon personal knowledge of the declarant”’ 
and the declarant, if living, would not have been allowed to 
testify about what he “‘understood”’ to have happened. 
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O’Toole’s Case. Decided January 7, 1918. Banker & Trades- 
man, Extra Edition, Page 2. 


Held: A city employee killed during a ride on a steam 
roller which was hired by the city from a contractor by the 
day, and on which the employee was riding for the purpose of 
talking to the contractor’s engineer, is not injured as a result 
of his employment or in the course thereof. 


Moses et al., Trustees, v. City of Boston & Boston City Hospital. 
Decree entered October 23, 1917. 


Petition for instructions of the meaning of the will of George 
L. Thorndike. Ordered: That a fund of over $200,000 be paid 
to the City Treasurer for the construction by the Hospital 
Trustees of a “‘Thorndike Memorial” on the hospital grounds. 


In two actions of contract brought by the city judgments 
were recovered amounting to $2,551.45. 

Many bills, amounting to approximately $10,499.40, were 
collected without suit.

One writ of certiorari was brought to compel the 
Health Department to issue a license to sell milk; peti- 
tion dismissed. One suit was brought for the abatement 
of a tax; settled by the payment of $125; and one suit 
was brought to recover tax paid under protest; dis- 

missed by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
' There were thirteen petitions brought in the Land 
Court to register titles in which the City of Boston had 
an interest.

Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1918, being their sixty-sixth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 11, 1917, by the election 
of William F. Kenney as president, Samuel Carr, vice 
president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

Josiah H. Benton, president of the Board, died on 
February 6, 1917, and at a special meeting on February 
13, William F. Kenney was elected president and Samuel 
Carr vice president for the remainder of the year. To 
the vacancy on the Board the Mayor appointed, on 
February 12, Daniel H. Coakley for the term ending 
April 30, 1919. Rev. Arthur T. Connolly was reap- 
pointed for the term ending April 30, 1922. 
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RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. They consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council and the income from 
trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by the 
City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city. During the past year these receipts 
were as follows:

Deatu oF JostAH H. BENTON, PRESIDENT OF THE 
BOARD. 


Mr. Benton had been a member of the Bode since 
1894, and president since May 8, 1908. ‘Twenty-three 
years of continuous and conspicuous service to this 
institution, exceeding that of any other trustee, with one 
exception, since the library was organized in 1852, 
noteworthy in the annals of our city. He always Site 
freely of his active life as a member of the Board, and 
during the past ten years he devoted practically all of his 
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time and great ability to the duties of president. The 
employees of the library had a firm friend in Mr. Benton, 
and the welfare of the children who frequented it was 
ever dear to his heart. <A brief biography of Mr. Benton 
is appended: ; 


Josiah Henry Benton was born in Addison, Vt., on August 
4, 1843, the son of Josiah H. and Martha Ellen (Danforth) 
Benton. He attended the Literary and Scientific Institute at 
New London, N. H., and studied law at the Albany Law School, 
which gave him his LL. B. degree in 1866. From Dartmouth 
he received an A. M. degree in 1869, and one of LL. D. from. 
Norwich University in 1908. At the age of nineteen he became 
a private in Company H of the Twelfth Vermont Volunteers, 
serving from August, 1862, until July, 1863, in the Civil War. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1866, and began to practise at 
Bradford, Vt., going from that place to Lancaster, N. H., 
where he remained until 1873. In 1869 and 1870 he was 
private secretary to the Governor of New Hampshire, and in 
1870 and in 1872 he was clerk of the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Benton came to Boston in 1873 and since then had lived 
in this city. He built up an extensive law practice, having been 
general counsel for the Old Colony Railroad and Steamboat 
Companies and later for the New Haven interests, and he had 
been a director and counsel for the Northern Railroad of New 
Hampshire, and in these capacities had been engaged in many 
notable cases of litigation. He lectured on corporations and 
railroads at Boston University Law School from the early 
nineties until 1906. 


RESOLUTIONS AND TRIBUTE. 


Upon the death of Mr. Benton the trustees ery 
the following resolutions: 


The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston are 
conscious that in the death of Mr. Josiah H. Benton the library 
has sustained no ordinary loss. | 

Mr. Benton was a trustee of the library for twenty years, and 
for nearly nine years he was the president of the Board. It is 
not, however, the length of his term of office which has chiefly 
impressed us. It is the character and ability of the man. 
Born in Addison, Vermont, August 4, 1848, Mr. Benton died 
in Boston February 6, 1917. A Union soldier in the Civil War, 
his whole life was marked by a sturdy Americanism and by an 
outspoken loyalty to republican institutions. 

By far the greater part of his life was passed in Boston, and 
it was here that he achieved remarkable success in his pro- 
fession, and was ranked as one of the most brilliant legal minds 
of his day. 
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But Boston to him was much more than a place which had 
afforded him an opportunity to make money and to acquire 
distinction. Its past as well as its present appealed to him, 
and no man perhaps was more familiar with its early history, as 
his book upon the “‘Old Town House” abundantly shows. 

Of all his civic interests the Public Library stood easily first. 
He ranked it high among the educational forces of the com- 
munity, and he gave to its service all the powers of a highly 
trained mind and all the practical ability in dealing with men 
which had marked his career as a great lawyer. It is not too 
much to say that to his wise policy and his untiring efforts the 
growth of the library and its increasing service to the citizens 
in recent years are chiefly due. 

And now since his death has come his great gift to the library, 
the largest in all its history, testifying at once to his devotion 
to the library and to his confidence in the integrity of popular 
government. 

So in the light of his long years of service to the library and of 
his generous provision for its future, Mr. Benton stands out in 
its history as its ablest president and its greatest benefactor. 

We cannot conclude this record without a word concerning 
our own personal relations with Mr. Benton. 

Not only did he impress us all by his knowledge of the library 
and its needs, and by the practical wisdom of his policy, but 
we were drawn to him by his fairness and his kindness of heart. 
It is not too much to say that his associates on the Board mourn 
his death not merely as a loss to the city of a singularly able 
public servant but as a personal sorrow. 

Resolved, That this minute be placed upon the records of the 
Board of Trustees. 


His Honor Mayor James M. Curley paid the following 
tribute to Mr. Benton: 


The City of Boston, in the death of Josiah H. Benton, loses 
the services of a highly intelligent, faithful and courageous 
public official. 

His labors for Boston as chairman of the Library Trustees 
have been of that unselfish character that cannot be purchased 
at any price and whose benefit will be even better appreciated 
with the lapse of time. 

He possessed that quality so necessary and yet so often lack- 
ing in a department head, the courage to do what he believed 
was right, regardless of consequences, and as a result of this 
qualification the Library Department, under his adminis- 
tration, has been more efficiently managed than a majority of 
private enterprises. 

That the Boston Public Library should be the best of its 
size in America was a consuming life ambition with him, and 
that it is such is due to his splendid efforts. 
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As Mayor of the city I share with his immediate family and 
the public at large the loss of a citizen whom it was an honor 
to know intimately as a friend. 

In recognition of his true worth and great service I have 
ordered the flags to be placed at half-mast on the day the funeral 
services are to be held. 


Mr. BENTON’s BEQUEST TO THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
The following are extracts from Mr. Benton’s will 
which relate to the library: 


. . My collection of prayer books and other liturgical 
books, and books printed by Baskerville, which I hereby give 
to the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 

Eleventh. I give to the Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) 
to be held as ‘‘The Children’s Fund,” and the income applied 
to the purchase of books for the use of the young. 

And that it may always be known whether the income of 
this fund is applied to the purchase of books for the use of the 
young I direct that the provisions of this will giving the fund 
for that purpose be printed as a part of a library plate and 
placed in the front of each book purchased from said income 
before it is issued or permitted to be used. 

Twelfth— All the rest and residue of my property and 
estate I give and devise to Arthur F. Clarke, of Brookline, 
and Horace G. Wadlin, of Reading, in trust, to hold, manage, 
invest, and reinvest, and to apply as follows: 


2. Upon the death of my said wife to pay all of said residue 
and remainder of my estate then remaining, and all interest 
and accumulations thereon, to the Trustees of the Public 
Library of the City of Boston, to be held, managed, invested 
and reinvested in obligations of any of the New England 
States or the States of New York, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Iowa or Minnesota; and I direct that the same be held and 
used in the manner following, that is to say: 

First— One half of the net income of such residue and 
remainder to be applied by the Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston for the purchase of books, maps and 
other library material of permanent value and benefit for said 
library; meaning and intending hereby that such income 
shall be applied for books desirable for scholarly research and 
use. 

Second.— To hold the other one half of said residue and 
remainder as an accumulating fund, the income and interest 
to be added to the principal and reinvested as principal, until 
the total amount thereof shall be two million dollars ($2,000,000) 
and then I direct such total sum of two million dollars ($2,000,- 
000) to be applied to the enlargement of the present central 
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library building in Boston, or to the construction of another 
central library building in such part of the city as may be then 
most desirable for the accommodation of the people of said 
city; such new building to be constructed under the advice 
of the librarian of the library at that time in such manner as 
may be most desirable for efficient practical working of a library 
therein. 

It is my desire that the income of the one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) given by the eleventh clause of my will 
for the ‘‘Children’s Fund,’ and the income given by the 
twelfth clause of my will for the purchase of books, maps and 
other library material of permanent value and benefit, shall 
be in addition to the sums appropriated by the city for the 
maintenance of the Boston Public Library, and that the same 
shall not be taken into account in any appropriation by the 
city for that purpose. 

I, therefore, hereby provide that such income of the one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) given by the eleventh 
clause of my will, and such income as is given by the twelfth 
clause of my will for the purchase of books, maps, and other 
library material, shall be applied for those purposes only in 
years when the city appropriates for the maintenance of the 
Boston Public Library at least three per cent (8%) of the 
amount available for department expenses from taxes and 
income in said city. 

In any year when the city does not thus appropriate at 
least three per cent (8%) of the amount available for depart- 
ment expenses from taxes and income in said city, the income 
given in said will for the purchase of books shall be paid to the 
rector of Trinity Church in the City of Boston to be by him 
dispensed in relieving the necessities of the poor. 

The bequests in this will to the Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston are to be paid to them only when they 
are competent to hold them for the purposes, and in the man- 
ner specified in said will; and in the meantime until they are 
made so competent, the trustees named in said will are to 
apply one half of the net income of said residue and remainder 
for the uses and purposes in this will specified. 

I request the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston to publish in their annual reports a detailed statement 
of the payments of the net income of the first one half of the 
residue hereinabove provided to be expended for books, maps 
and other library material, and also a statement of the invest- 
ments in and accumulations of the second one half of said resi- 
due and remainder hereinabove provided to be accumulated, 
and a certificate that said income is expended and said fund 
accumulated in accordance with the directions of said will, 
according to their best examination and judgment in the 
premises.

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THREE PER CENT CLAUSE IN THE BENTON WILL. 


The Board of Trustees in making their estimates for 
1918-19 have taken into consideration, besides other 
important matters, the expectation that the city will 
appropriate for the Library Department at least 3 per 
cent of the amount available for city departments 
directly under the control of the Mayor and City 
Council. 

The trustees have asked for $570,096 for 1918-19. 
While they have no means of knowing just what sums 
the other departments have asked for, and certainly 
cannot tell what ultimate apportionment will be allowed 
to the Library Department, they feel justified, in view’ 
of all the facts and conditions, in asking for a sum which 
will permit the library to enjoy, beginning this year, the 
income from a portion of the Benton bequest. 


VALUABLE BOOKS IN THE BENTON COLLECTION. 


The Benton collection of editions of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and books connected with its origin and 
growth comprises all the important editions of that 
liturgy from its first issue, March 7, 1549, to the In 
Memoriam Edward VII. edition of 1911. 

The earliest documents in the collection are a set of 
rare Prymers, ranging from 1526 A. D. to 1557 A. D., 
and preparing, in the gradual replacement of the original 
Latin by the vernacular English, the way for the com- 
plete liturgy in English. The religious settlement under 
Queen Elizabeth, King James I. and Charles II. is 
exemplified by some of the finest editions printed in 
England, Scotland and Ireland. 

The missionary activities of the Church of England 
called forth the many translations incorporated in this 
collection, while exigencies of a political, social or domes- 
tic nature have given rise to the hundreds of special 
forms of prayer and to the state prayers which may 
here be found. 

Along with the liturgy of the Church of England the 
collection contains liturgical monuments of the Church 
of Ireland, the Church in Scotland and the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 
The Nonjurors’ liturgy and devotional literature, the 
Book of Common Order of the Puritan Church of Scot- 
land, and the Directory of the Commonwealth, together 
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with much additional literature Ulustrating these periods, 
are added for the sake of completeness. 

The Collection of Books of Common Prayer and books 
on the same (bound volumes and pamphlets unbound) 
consists of 564 volumes, and the Baskerville editions, 
not including the Books of Common Prayer printed by 
Baskerville, but several books on Baskerville, number 
57 volumes. 


CHARLES F. D. BELDEN, LIBRARIAN. 


On January 26, 1917, the trustees elected Charles F. 
D. Belden librarian to succeed Horace G. Wadlin, who 
had resigned on December 22, 1916, after fourteen years’ 
service. Mr. Belden’s appointment dated from March 
15. He was given leave of absence for three months, 
and did not assume the duties of the position until 
June 15. 

Mr. Belden, after graduation from the Harvard Law 
School, served as secretary to the law faculty at Harvard 
and as assistant librarian of the Harvard Law School 
Library from 1898 to 1908, when he became librarian 
of the Social Law Library in Boston. In June, 1909, 
he was appointed State Librarian of Massachusetts, a 
position which he held at the time of his appointment 
as librarian of the Boston Public Library. Mr. Belden 
has been chairman of the Free Public Library Commis- 
sion of Massachusetts since 1909. 

Mr. Belden has taken hold of his duties with enthu- 
siasm and firmness and has already shown administrative 
qualities of high excellence. 


REQUESTS FOR NEw READING Rooms. 


The trustees have received during the past year 
requests for new reading rooms as follows: From the 
Harvard Improvement Association of Ward 19, Dor- 
chester, and from the Community Improvement Asso- 
ciation of Ward 20, Dorchester. Renewals of requests 
previously made have been filed by the residents of the 
Forest Hills section and also of the Mount Hope section. 
It has not been the policy of the Board to promote the 
settlement of any particular locality by the establish- 
ment of a new reading room in advance of its actual 
need. The trustees realize, however, the importance 
of the reading room as the nearest library agency to the 
public. The opening of a new reading room involves 
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an initial cost of about $3,500, which is provided by a 
special appropriation of the City Council on recom- 
mendation of the Mayor. Once the reading room is 
established it becomes a part of the regular library 
system and its maintenance must be provided for in the 
annual estimates of the trustees. Careful consideration 
is given to the requests for increased service of this 
character. 


Business MEn’s LIBRARY. 


The trustees urge an appropriation to establish a 
business men’s branch of the Public Library in the down- 
town district just as soon as the condition of the city’s 
finances will permit the addition of this important 
department to the library’s activities. 


ROSLINDALE READING Room. 


The Roslindale Reading Room, which now occupies 
rented quarters in an old and shabby building, will be 
moved before long into the new municipal building on 
the corner of Washington and Ashland streets, just 
across the street from the present location. The new 
building contains an assembly hall, wardroom, gymna- 
sium and a library room with a separate entrance on 
Washington street. The reading room is fifty-six feet 
long by forty-seven feet wide and is divided by a low 
bookcase into an adults’ room and a children’s room. 

The children’s room has a seating capacity of about 
sixty and the room for adults, forty. The furniture will 
be new and of the best library type. There will be shelf 
room for over 8,000 volumes. The new quarters are 
attractively finished and well lighted. ‘The date of 
moving depends upon the acceptance of the building 
by the Public Buildings Department and the arrival 
of the furniture. 


SoutH Boston AND West ROXBURY. 


There is need of new library buildings at South Boston 
and West Roxbury. ‘The trustees have called attention 
to the conditions existing in these localities in previous 
reports. 

Book ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 
During the year 43,330 volumes have been added to 


the library collection, as compared with 43,574 added in 
1916. Of these, 30,912 were purchased, 9,205 were 
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given to the library, and the remainder were received by 
exchange, binding of periodicals into volumes, ete. 
There were purchased for the Central Library 16,473 
volumes and 14,489 for the branch libraries and reading 
room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$6,326.69 for periodicals, $1,962.03 for newspapers and 
$444.25 for photographs and lantern slides, was 
$50,198.50. The corresponding expenditure for the 
year 1916 was $46,381.56, including $6,656.53 for 
periodicals, $1,805.73 for newspapers and $962.80 for 
photographs. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.34 
per volume, as against $1.21 in 1916. Of the books 
purchased, 24,510 were bought from money appropriated 
by the city at an average cost of 97 cents a volume, and 
6,402 were bought with the income of trust funds at an 
average cost of $2.74 a volume. ‘The corresponding 
figures for 1916 were: Bought from city appropriation, 
26,426; average cost, $1.01; from trust funds income, 
3,928; average cost, $2.70. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETc. 


The trustees continue to codperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools and during the past year the 
library has supplied with books 30 branches and reading 
room stations, 179 public and parochial schools, 60 
engine houses and 39 other institutions, and sent out, 
upon the average, from the Central Library about 400 
volumes every day by its delivery wagons. ‘The number 
of volumes sent on deposit from the Central Library 
through the branch system was 54,126, of which 11,843 
were sent to schools. ‘There were also sent from the 
branches themselves and from two of the largest reading 
room stations 58,722 volumes on deposit, distributed 
among 221 places. Of these, 26,064 were sent to schools. 
That is to say, not only is the collection of the Central 
Library used as a reservoir from which books may be 
drawn for use in the branches and reading room stations, © 
but each of the branches and reading room stations is in 
itself a reservoir from which books are drawn for use 
by teachers in schools in the immediate vicinity. 


ADDITION TO THE CENTRAL LIBRARY BUILDING. 


The addition to the Central Library building on 
Blagden street is nearly completed and partly occupied 
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and is a suitable, well-arranged, well-lighted structure. 
Heat and power are to be transmitted to the main 
building, thus doing away with the menace to the paint- 
ings and beautiful marbles that existed for years from 
the boilers placed in the main building. 

Ample room has been provided in this addition for the 
Deposit Collection from which books are sent to the 
various branches, reading rooms and deposit stations 
of the library. Enlarged space and proper equipment 
for the handling of the large business of the branches 
will make more effective the service rendered to the public 
through this important department. Additional stack 
room provided in this new building will relieve the Fine 
Arts Department and afford it an opportunity to carry 
out much needed improvements. The new stacks will 
accommodate about 450,000 volumes. 

- The Printing and Binding Departments have ample, 

well-lighted quarters on the top floor of the building, and 
greater economy and etliciency will come as a result of 
bringing these departments into closer affiliation with 
the Central Library. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF Books. 


During the year 44,721 volumes have been bound in 
‘the bindery, as against 41,863 in 1916. Beside this, a 
large amount of miscellaneous work has been completed, 
such as the folding, stitching and trimming of. 167,935 
library publications, compared with 164,973 in 1916, 
and the mounting of maps and photographs, the repair- 
ing of books and making of periodical covers, etc. The 
expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous work 
is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total expense of 
the department. ‘The ability to do it promptly in our 
own bindery greatly promotes the convenience, economy 
and efficiency of the library work. 


BostTon’s CONTRIBUTION TO THE WarR LIBRARY FUND. 


On September 10, 1917, the trustees held a special 
meeting for the purpose of taking action regarding the 
proposed campaign to raise one million dollars to estab- 
lish and equip libraries for American soldiers and sailors 
at: home and abroad. ‘The following resolutions were 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the welfare of American soldiers and sailors 
during their leisure hours is closely related and but little sub- 
ordinate to their military efficiency at all times. 
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Resolved, That the work of providing and circulating suitable 
reading matter among our soldiers and sailors both at home and 
abroad is particularly appropriate for all friends of books and 
of fighting men, and that the assumption of this work by the 
American Library Association at the request of the Secretary 
of War and the appointment of a National War Council to 
commend this undertaking to the public are assurance that a 
high purpose will be effectively carried out. 

Resolved, That this special meeting of the trustees of the 
Public Library of the City of Boston called by their president, 
Mr. William F. Kenney, approves the plans of the American 
Library Association for securing donations of suitable reading 
matter and not less than one million dollars in money contri- 
butions. 

Resolved, That the trustees of this library pledge the institu- 
tion to bring before the public both the need of donations and 
the readiness of the library to receive and apply them suitably. 

Resolved, That the chairman of the meeting forthwith appoint 
a committee to organize and effect the raising of municipal 
Boston’s proportion of the said sum, which means not less than 
$50,000. 


A local War Library Committee was appointed with 
the president of the Board as its chairman. The 
services of Mr. James D. Henderson were graciously 
given as its campaign director, with the result that 
Boston raised the sum of $58,371.27, an amount not 
only in excess of the city’s quota, but larger than that 
raised by any other city of its size in the country. 


VISIT OF THE FRENCH’ MISSION. 


The visit of the French Mission aux Etats-Unis in 
the spring of 1917 was an event not only of national 
and civic importance, but happily gave this institution 
an opportunity to express its gratitude for the service 
rendered nearly eighty years ago by a citizen of France 
in laying the earliest foundation of this library. 

On April 29, 1917, the trustees addressed a letter to 
his Honor the Mayor calling attention to the fact that 
the presence in the United States as the guests of 
the nation of the distinguished delegation of French 
diplomats and officers, headed by the former premier, 
René Viviani, and Marshal Joseph Joffre, reminded us 
that Boston was deeply indebted to an honored son of 
France, Alexandre Vattemare, for the initial idea 
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responsible for the establishment of the Boston Public 
Library, the first great institution of its kind in the 
United States. 

Marshal Joffre arrived in Boston on Saturday, 
May 18, and was presented. with an illuminated address 
and a gold casket containing a parchment bestowing on 
the fatherless children of France the gift of $175,000. 


RECEPTION AT THE LIBRARY. 


On Sunday morning M. Viviani arrived at 8.30 from 
Montreal, and was accorded a reception at the Public 
Library, which began shortly before two o’clock. On 
each side of the staircase was a detail of regulars from 
Fort Warren. Above, in the Children’s Room, the 
Union belge, headed by Modeste Alloo of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, played Belgian airs at intervals 
during the. ceremony. On the same floor were the 
chairmen of twenty committees of various organiza- 
tions for French and Allied relief, and other guests, 
including ex-Senator Crane, Maj. H. L. Higginson, 
Hon. Andrew J. Peters, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury; ex-Mayor Josiah Quincy, grandson of the 
mayor who had welcomed Vattemare; Justice Loring 
of the Supreme Court, and members of the families of 
the Library Trustees. As the visitors entered the build- 
ing, greeted by the ‘‘ Marseillaise,”’ they passed beneath 
the following inscription which had been placed across 
the fagade: 


\ 


IN ACKNOWLEDGING THE GREAT DEBT OF THIS NATION 
TO FRANCE THE PEOPLE OF BOSTON GRATEFULLY 
RECALL THAT IN 1839 NICHOLAS MARIE ALEXANDRE 
VATTEMARE OF PARIS MATERIALLY CONTRIBUTED 
TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THIS INSTITUTION. 


The trustees of the Public Library were introduced 
to M. Viviani and his suite. Then followed introduc- 
tions to the chairmen of the French relief organizations 
in line, extending from the north end of the corridor of 
the second floor into and around the delivery room. 
His Honor the Mayor opened the brief ceremonies by 
paying tribute to the Public Library, and then intro- 
duced the president of the trustees, who spoke of the 
debt Bostonians owe the Parisian, Alexandre Vattemare, 
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whose gift of books, together with the gift of fifty books 
from the city of Paris, may be regarded as the first step 
toward the foundation of the Boston Public Library. 


VIVIANI PRAISES THE LIBRARY. 


The president of the trustees then presented Governor 
McCall, who in turn introduced M. Viviani amidst 
great enthusiasm. 

After expressing his regret at the delay which pre- 
vented his arrival in Boston in the company of Marshal 
Joffre, M. Viviani said, speaking in French: 


I wish I could find suitable words to express our emotions 
and our common gratitude for all that has been accomplished 
in the City of Boston, a center of intelligence and beauty, a 
city where everything has a spiritual foundation. In this sacred 
library we have the joy of knowing that all which is best in 
modern and ancient books 1s to be found, and that the splendor 
of antique beauty is added.to all the grace of modern beauty. 
It is in these wonderful surroundings that you have been kind 
enough to receive me, and from the very moment of my arrival, 
even before I passed, full of emotion and gratitude, before the 
memorable committees that have heaped so many good deeds 
upon our wounded and upon our orphans, it seemed to me that 
I beheld the radiance of French genius in these wonderful frescoes 
which our great painter, Puvis de Chavannes, sent to your city, 
and which in no way diminish the merits of the decorations of 
your great painter, Sargent, a native of Boston, who studied 
art in Europe. 

The illustrious population in which I find myself today live 
for thought, and in thought, and it was natural that it should 
be drawn nearer to France. And not alone for that reason, but 
also because it has remembered ever the lesson of duty that 
was given to it by its Puritan forefathers. It was not unmindful 
that it was from Boston that came the first wave of liberty which 
burst not only on America but on the whole of Europe in 1776, 
at a time when our philosophers, by their writings, were merely 
preparing the way for the French Revolution. It is in this 
city, where by a moving contrast, power, intellect and refine- 
ment meet: in this city which thinks it is not enough for a man 
to attend to his business and then go home, but that men and 
women have only fulfilled their missions when through unre- 
mitting study they have sought to raise their consciences and 
actions to a higher level. 


The close of this speech, in the course of which M. 
Viviani placed his hand with emotion on the shoulder 
of the Marquis de Chambrun, great grandson of 
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La Fayette, who stood beside him, was an eloquent 
appeal for the support in both countries of our common 
democracy. When he had finished Master Charles 
Henry Leland, the grandson of Mr. Samuel Carr, vice 
president of the Board of Trustees, presented M. Viviani 
with a set of resolutions, inclosed in a gold box, 
expressing sympathy with the French nation in its 
struggle for the preservation of democratic liberty. 
M. Viviani made a brief reply and kissed the lad on 
both cheeks. 


Trust FunNpDs. 


The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the uses of the library, amount to $539,707.01. 
They are by law required to be invested by the City | 
Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Committee 
of the city. 

A detailed statement of these funds, and the income 
therefrom, is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of them is as follows:

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FUEL SHORTAGE AND CURTAILED SERVICE. 


The library, in common with all consumers of fuel, has 
suffered from the shortage of coal this winter, and the 
situation shows no indication of improvement. In com- 
pliance with the request of the United States Fuel Com- 
missioner for this district, the trustees have closed the 
branch libraries and reading rooms except for two hours 
each day to allow the collection and delivery of books for 
home reading. The Sunday service in the branches has 
been suspended, but the Central Library is open during 
its regular hours on week days and Sundays. 

The coal supply is sufficient only for daily needs, and 
unless conditions improve the public is likely to be even 
further restricted in the use of this institution. 

During the unprecedented cold weather at the begin- 
ning of the year the library and branches and reading 
rooms rendered a distinct service to the community by 
providing comfortable, well-lighted rooms where children 
and adults were sheltered, and at the same time could 
profitably occupy their time. 

Public libraries should be closed only as an emergency 
measure. The problem is one that has more than local 
significance. The libraries of this country are doing 
work for the nation, some of which is officially recog- 
nized and much of which is necessarily unknown. If 
factories, business houses and shops of all kinds are 
closed earlier than usual, the people will have more 
leisure, enforced though it may be, to read and it will 
furnish a good opportunity for many of them to get 
acquainted with the Public Library and its wonderful 
collections and advantages. 

The trustees are in complete sympathy and accord 
with the Fuel Commission in its efforts to conserve the 
resources of the country. We urge their codperation to 
keep the library and its branches open as long as it is 
possible to do so. 


ESTIMATES FoR 1918-19. 


The trustees have already transmitted their estimate 
of the expenses of the library for the ensuing year, in the 
form required by the budget schedule sent to them by 
the Budget Commissioner. The salary schedule for 
1918, based on present pay and authorized increases to 
go into effect February 1, 1918, is $354,195, which is 
$41,209 more than the amount that was spent for salaries 
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(estimating the last two months) last year. This sum 
of $41,209 is divided as follows: $16,354 is required by 
the enlargement of the service under the normal growth 
of the library system, and $24,855 is required to meet 
salary increases adopted by the Board of Trustees and 
put in partial operation last year. In addition, the 
trustees ask for $53,129, which is 15 per cent of the esti- 
mated actual requirement under present conditions for 
1918; this additional sum to be applied io increasing 
salaries of the library employees now receiving low 
wages, and in adjusting existing inequalities in the 
salaries of the higher grade employees. This 15 per cent 
increase will make the total amount asked for salaries 
$407 324. 

The question of increasing the wages of the employees 
other than those working under union scales (which is 
already provided for) is now urgent because the war has 
produced extraordinary living conditions. A staff that 
has been poorly paid even under normal times is at 
present subjected to a state of affairs which demands 
relief. Considering the qualifications required of persons 
in the library service, and the poor pay which they 
receive in comparison with that of many other city 
employees and of those engaged in private employment, 
an increased remuneration is justifiable. Many of the 
library staff are forced to work over hours, nights and 
Sundays to earn living wages. 

The librarian is now at work on a plan for standard- 
izing the various grades and salaries in the library service, 
which will correct many of the inequalities that exist 
under the present arrangement, if the necessary money 
is secured. 

In the item for the general maintenance of the library 
apart from the expense for personal service, there is an 
increase of $46,565, which is a trifle above 40 per cent 
over the expense for that item last year, but which is 
required by the increase in prices of materials and sup- 
plies, the present needs of the enlarged Central Library 
building, and by the natural growth of a great library 
system. 

Some of the larger increases may be enumerated as 
follows: General plant repairs, $4,922. This year out- 
side painting at the Central Library is required; also 
reconstruction of the Fine Arts Department and addi- 
tional shelving for this department and the Statistical 
Department, and also the fitting of a room to house the 
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Josiah H. Benton collection. There is a $20,000 increase 
under the heading of library equipment. Last year the 
estimated expense for books was $29,444, and this year 
the trustees ask for an increase of $21,000. This item 
covers books and periodicals for circulation, fundamental 
necessities of a public library. Year after year the trus- 
tees have called attention to the insignificant amount 
which they are enabled to spend for books in comparison 
with the sum necessary to run the institution. The 
Board has annually included in its estimates more money 
for books than has been allowed. ‘There is a constant 
demand for more copies of standard books and publica- 
tions in the branches and reading rooms. The Examin- 
ing Committee for this year in their investigation into 
the conditions of the branches and reading rooms 
report to the Board of Trustees that the crying need is 
‘““Books, Books, and More Books.”’ The criticism so 
freely expressed by the public that there are not enough 
copies of standard works in the branches and reading 
rooms is justified by the facts; the trustees are prepared 
to meet this criticism if the city will supply them with 
the necessary funds to augment the collections. 

Under the head of general plant equipment there is 
an increase of $3,000. This year a new heating appa- 
ratus is needed at Faneuil Reading room; a new pres- 
sure tank is wanted at the Central Library, and new 
machinery and motors are needed to properly equip the 
new quarters of the Printing and Binding Departments. 
Under the head of fuel is included one of the principal 
items of increase. Last year the estimated expense for 
fuel was $17,609, and the trustees now ask for $32,000, an 
increase of $14,391. This is due to the increase in cost 
caused by the war, and must be met. — 

The total amount required for all purposes is, therefore, 
$570,096. ; 

In submitting these estimates we desire to call atten- 
tion again to the language of the charter of the Library 
Corporation which requires the appropriation for per- 
sonal service in the library to be made in one gross 
sum and not in the terms submitted in the budget 
schedule. This matter was called to the attention of 
the City Council in 1915 and in 1916, and in both years 
the appropriation for salaries was made in one sum. 
We trust that similar action will be taken this year. 

As to the estimate for the general maintenance of 
the library, other than expense for personal service, we 
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submit that the charter of the corporation also requires 
this appropriation to be made in one sum. ‘This charter 
gives the trustees the ‘“‘control of the moneys appro- 
priated’’ for the maintenance of the library, and any 
division by the appropriating power takes the control 
away from the trustees to the extent that such sub- 
division is made. We respectfully ask, therefore, that 
the appropriation be recommended by you to the City 
Council and be made in two lump sums, one for salaries 
and one for maintenance. 


SURVEY OF THE LIBRARY. 


Convineed that the Boston Public Library would be 
benefited at this time by a survey of its buildings and 
equipment, collections, methods of acquisition, classi- 
fication, catalogues, publications, the service in its 
inner relations, the service to the public, the trustees, | 
with the hearty approval of the librarian, Mr. Belden, 
have voted to have a careful investigation made of 
the entire library system. Every large institution, 
public and private, should have periodically an exami- 
nation by disinterested experts. Our library possesses 
advanced methods which other libraries might well 
adopt, and there are policies and improvements else- 
where to which we may well give careful consideration. 
This decision of the Board is in no sense a reflection on 
any past administration of the library, but is designed to 
take advantage of any improved systems of administra- 
tion and service in use elsewhere which could intelligently 
be given consideration in planning a constructive policy 
for the Boston Public Library. Library methods are 
constantly changing to meet the demands of an ever 
erowing cosmopolitan constituency. The problem con- 
fronting library authorities everywhere today is to 
place, as quickly as possible, in the hands of the reader 
the book he needs and wants, by simplifying the cata- 
logue and eliminating red tape and technical machinery. 

We want the best wherever we can find it. This 
institution has a proud place in the public library 
world. Its reputation as a scholar’s library is known 
far and wide, and the popular side of its activities has 
kept pace with the progress of the people, meeting 
the varied problems with consistent policy. A library 
should be a little in advance of the people, anticipating 
their wants and supplying those wants with foresight 
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and intelligence. The Boston Public Library has done 
this in the past, and is aiming to do it now. 

In order that this survey may be conducted by men 
eminent in the library world, we have extended invi- 
tations to two of the most competent librarians in the 
United States to act as members of this commission, 
Edwin H. Anderson, director of the Public Library, 
New York City, and Arthur E. Bostwick, librarian of 
the Public Library, St. Louis, Mo. These gentlemen 
will select a third member of the commission, a librarian 
of some large public library, and the survey will be 
made as soon as it is practicable for them to begin their 
duties. 

EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


As required by the city ordinance we appointed an 
Examining Committee for this year, and joined 
the president of the. Library Board with it as chair- 
man.

The trustees have been very fortunate in bringing 
to this service for several years a large number of our 
best known and most capable citizens. Their work is 
necessarily confined to a brief period. 

To enable this committee to perform its duties with 
convenience and efficiency the following subcommittees 
were appointed:

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REPORT OF EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN ,— We beg to transmit to you the report 
of the Examining Committee appointed by you accord- 
ing to ordinance. 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE. 


It is well at the outset to consider the organization of 
the Boston Public Library as stated in previous reports. 
The library now consists of a Central Library in Copley 
square, 14 branch libraries and 16 reading rooms in 
locations chosen for their adaptability for service to the 
people. The Central Library is the center of adminis- 
tration, a collection of reference works, special collections 
and the main artery of distribution. The branches and 
reading rooms are not merely distributing depots for 
the Central Library, but are libraries themselves, 
wherein about 80 per cent of the books given out are 
from their own shelves and about 20 per cent drawn 
from the Central Library. Besides, books are distrib- 
uted among 179 public and parochial schools, 60 engine 
houses, 39 institutions and many other depositories 
and stations. 

A city ordinance passed on October 11, 1852, requires 
the appointment of a committee of citizens annually 
as an Examining Committee of the Public Library. 
This committee in recent years has consisted of twenty- 
five citizens whose work has been done by subcommit- 
tees, to whom the work has always been one of interest 
and pride, but we question whether, in the interest of 
efficiency and good administration, the time has not 
come for the repeal of this old ordinance, and the sub- 
stitution therefor of a method of examination by experts 
qualified for such work; or if such change is not deemed 
wise aS a permanent policy, then we emphatically call 
attention to the recommendation of the survey, the 
subject of another paragraph. 

In comparison of cost and expense with cities of similar 
population it must be borne in mind that Boston, the 
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ploneer among municipalities in this country in the 
establishment of a great public library, has erected its 
buildings and branches and purchased most of its books 
at its own expense, whereas in other cities, ike New 
York and Brooklyn, branches have been erected by 
philanthropists, and in New York books have been. 
mainly purchased from the income of the great Astor, 
Tilden and Lenox foundations. 

The Central Library has a twofold purpose. It is 
not merely a library to serve the reading public, but it 
is a great museum of art, and while it may be profane 
to speak of art in a commercial sense, the investment 
by the city in a building, recognized as a masterpiece of 
library architecture, wherein the walls are adorned with 
the mural art of Sargent, Abbey and Puvis de Chavannes, 
will attract visitors to our city somewhat as the art of 
Rubens and DaVinci attracts people to Antwerp and 
Milan. 

The value of the library is in direct proportion to the 
extent of its use by the public. Its service is largely 
measured by the number of registrants and the circu- 
lation of books. We regret that our library, with its 
history and tradition of past service, should be surpassed 
by other cities in the proportion of population making 
use of its facilities. We earnestly recommend that ways 
and means be devised to increase the number of regis- 
trants and the circulation of books. 

No service of the library exceeds in importance its 
cooperative work with the schools. The lbrarians 
and their assistants in the various branches have paid 
special attention to the study of books for children suit- 
able for the different grades. The branch libraries now 
furnish to the schools books for supplementary reading 
whenever required. In the promotion of economy and 
efficiency, why should not the purchase for supplementary 
reading, now undertaken by the schools, be transferred 
to the library and its several branches? The transfer 
of this expenditure from the schools to the Library 
Department involves no additional cost to the taxpayer 
and helps to bring the library appropriations to the 
point at which the income of the Benton bequest becomes 
available. : 

In 1915 from the school appropriation $25,758.89 was 
expended for books for supplementary reading and 
$6,975.67 for reference books. In 1916 the figures were 
$10,415.97 for supplementary reading and $4,215.92 for 
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reference books. In 1917 the figures were $13,663.15 for 
supplementary reading and $3,398.19 for reference books. 
We believe it is practicable to formulate a plan of closer 
codperation between the teachers and the librarians, 
which will produce greater efficiency both on the part 
of the schools and the library. The more intimate the 
association of the children with the libraries, the greater 
is the opportunity of the library to reach the parent. 

Our committee in the past has called attention to the 
fact that library service is underpaid. If this has been 
true heretofore, how much more imperative the question 
is today with increased expenditures for living. Atten- 
tion is directed to that part of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Administration and Finance which deals with 
this question, and also with the question of increasing 
individual salaries by reducing the number of employees. 

We believe that the trustees have done all that is 
possible with the funds at their disposal, but as time 
goes on not only the natural growth of population but 
the assimilation of our foreign born will require more 
books and increased service to meet an ever increasing 
demand. 

The Committee on Administration and Finance 
visited many of the rooms of the Central Library and 
several of the branches, and corresponded with libra- 
rians in other large cities to find a basis for comparison 
of efficiency and of salaries. They recommend printed 
instructions, available for those unfamiliar with the 
method of using the library, readjustment of the system 
now in effect between the trustees and the Ordering 
Department to effect an earlier placing upon the shelves 
of new books available for circulation and the establish- 
ment of a business man’s library in the business section. 
Attention is directed to the data and tables appended 
to the report of this committee and we quote from this 
report as follows: 


13. In a comparison of 15 large cities Boston owns more 
volumes than any other municipal library, 1,139,682 at the 
latest report. New York is second with 1,109,547. (The 
Reference Department in New York is not included in this 
total nor in any of the other figures relating to that city.) The 
other libraries of the series have from 873,792 volumes 
(Brooklyn) down to 170,885 (San Francisco). 

14. Boston is second in amount of taxation raised per 
capita for library purposes, second per capita in its library 
income from taxation and endowment together. It is second 
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in per capita expenditure for library salaries and wages. It is 
ninth in per capita expenditure for books and periodicals. It is 
fifteenth and lowest in the proportion of book expenditure to 
salary and wages expenditure. 

15. Boston spends only 174, per cent on books of the 
amount it spends for services; the other cities, from 20 per 
cent to 53 per cent, average 35 per cent, twice Boston’s propor- 
tion. 

16. This high per capita expenditure for service does not 
put Boston high in registration (total number of library card 
holders) in proportion to population. Boston has 13,8; per cent 
of its population registered in the library; Brooklyn has 18 per 
cent; Minneapolis, 282; per cent; New York’s registration is 
not. given. The average for the 13 cities, not including Boston 
and New York, is 17;°5 per cent. 

17. This high per capita expenditure for service does not 
put Boston high in the number of books for home use circulated 
by the library. Boston circulates 2;%, volumes per inhabitant 
per annum; 7 other cities do more, 7 not somuch. The average 
of 14 other cities is 2,8; per cent, but New York, Brooklyn, 
Cleveland and Los Angeles are among the cities that surpass 
Boston in this particular. Cleveland alone has a higher per 
capita expenditure for service than Boston, but Cleveland’s 
registration is 75 per cent above Boston’s and Cleveland’s 
circulation is 5 volumes per annum against Boston’s 2,8). 

18. The cost of service per 1,000 volumes circulated is a 
means of measuring public library efficiency which experts 
recognize as valid. The service cost in Boston is $129 per.1,000 
volumes circulated, nearly 13 cents per volume. In Providence 
(a small city with a large income from library funds and low 
per capita tax levy for library purposes) the service cost is 
larger still; but it runs as low as $50 in New York and $48 in 
San Francisco; and the average for the fourteen cities com- 
pared with Boston is $71. 

19. Since it may be said that the service cost includes print- 
ing and binding in some libraries but not in others, the totals of 
ordinary expenditure of all kinds per 1,000 volumes circulated 
for Boston, $204 (second highest; Providence, $251); New York, 
$83.50 (lowest); and the average outside of Boston, $130. 

20. Since the exceptionally high per capita income and 
expenditure for library service in Boston are coincident with 
(1) a low proportionate expenditure for books; (2) a middling 
number of registered card holders and a middling number of 
volumes circulated, and (3) an extremely high apparent cost 
per thousand of circulation, the question arises, What does 
this exceptional expenditure represent? 

21. Another question in this connection is whether the 
efficiency of the service is affected by a low. average of individual 
salary and whether the total amount now paid in salaries 
might be allotted to a smaller number of selected employees 
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without impairment of the efficiency of the service as a whole. 
These are matters for the judgment of the trustees and of 
specialists in library work. 

22. Relative to the agitation for increased remuneration of 
employees the trustees should consider either a careful reorgani- 
ization and reduction of the working force at a time when 
positions are easily obtainable by young people of fair education 
and good will, or else a considerable increase in the annual 
appropriation at a time when the public burdens are excep- 
tionally heavy,— either of which alternatives will result in 
better remuneration of the employees of the Boston Public 
Library. 

23. In view of the apparently insufficient expenditure for 
books and for maintenance of the property, it seems probable 
that both a reorganization within the library, together with 
additional income from tax levy and bequest, are the right way 
out. 


This committee concludes its report by the observa- 
tion that ‘‘ Discipline and efficiency are highly essential 
to make the library useful and unrivaled in service to 
the public. These can be obtained best when ample 
authority is conferred upon the librarian and all chiefs 
of departments who are intrusted with the general 
policies of management adopted by the trustees.” 

The Committee on Books in their report approve the 
selective method by which books sent on approval are 
purchased, but recommend greater expedition in their 
progress to the reader. They further say: 


Branch libraries are almost self-sufficient with their collec- 
tions for their communes. Out of the 15,048 books distributed 
at the Neponset Library but 1,177 came from the Central 
Library. To this branch are coming men: from Squantum and 
Lawley’s seeking books on naval science. A permanent collec- 
tion on this subject should be placed there. At all branches 
foreign books are obtained from the Central Library on request. 
Temporarily there is a halt in the arrival of these books. 

The law library at the foot of Bates Hall requires renovation. 
An attendant should be seated at this station to encourage 
readers and to prevent thefts. 

Genealogical and heraldic collections should be removed to a 
special room, and the space acquired given over to literature. 
Missing books -are not replaced fast enough. At the moment 
there are at least fifty missing. We suggest that bags, etc., 
should be checked at the coat room. Should this space prove 
too small, we suggest that there are two rooms at the right of 
the great stairway practically unused which might become 
available. 
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The Committee on Fine Arts and Music make the 
following suggestions with reference to the West Gallery 
of the library: 


1. The large portable cabinets should be removed. 

2. The eleven alcoves in the gallery should be opened. Each 
alcove might be devoted to some special branch of art with books 
on the subject within easy reach. As things are at present the 
place is neither convenient nor attractively arranged for students. 

3. If possible, the volumes of public documents should be 
removed and the entire gallery given over to art. 


The Committee on Printing and Binding made an 
examination of this department of the library and com- 
mented on the efficiency with which this department was 
conducted. They made certain recommendations and 
we refer the trustees to their report. 

The Committee on Children’s Department and Work 

with Schools expressed great satisfaction with this 
department, and highly commended the work of the 
newly appointed supervisor. It emphasized the im- 
portance of this department of the library and attested 
its great popularity. They found the relation between 
the library attendants and the various schools, both 
public and parochial, harmonious and satisfactory. Their 
recommendations were: 


1. There should be more books — additional works and 
duplicates of books already in the library. 

2. The issuing to the children of parents’ cards, which would 
enable children, under the guidance of their teachers, to select 
and bring home books to their parents, who would otherwise 
never have recourse to the library. 


BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


The thirty branch libraries and reading rooms have 
been examined by the different committees appointed for | 
each branch. 

The condition of buildings, details of management 
and efficiency of employees have been closely studied 
and many valuable suggestions made. These reports 
abound in studied analysis of the needs of the various 
branches, and attention to details which need not be 
the matter of record in this report, but should invite the 
close attention of the trustees to whom the reports are 
referred. We deem it wise, however, to note suggestions 
from several reports of these subcommittees as indica- 
tive of the work done. 
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The Hyde Park Branch, while well supplied with fiction and 
light reading, needs governmental, scientific, mechanical and 
historical publications. The boiler is inadequate for the 
enlarged building, and other needed repairs are pointed out. 

The Parker Hill Reading Room should be discontinued at the 
present location and suitable quarters selected at the junction 
of Huntington avenue and Tremont street, as the librarian in 
charge avers that about 90 per cent of the patrons come 
from the section between the Mission Church and South Hunt- 
ington avenue. 

When the subcommittee visited the Jamaica Plain Branch 
thirty-five children and fourteen adults were found using the 
reading room. ‘The lighting facilities here are criticised. 

The branch at West Roxbury, in the judgment of the sub- 
committee, is poorly located in an old building close to a wooden 
garage, and poorly lighted and heated. This branch would 
seem to need the immediate attention of the trustees. 

The Dorchester Branch Library is unsuitably located on the 
second floor of the Municipal Building over the police court, 
and criticism is made of its small size and cleanliness. The 
lack of a pleasant reading room is particularly lamentable. 
The room was never intended for more than temporary use and 
other or improved quarters should be provided. Children and 
others using the library should not be obliged to use a hallway 
in common with those attending the criminal court. 

The subcommittee had praise for the Neponset Branch. 
Here was library atmosphere —in the pleasant room many 
children were reading fairy tales. 

The committee on the South Boston and South End branch 
libraries and reading rooms at Andrew square, City Point and 
Tyler street dwell with force upon the necessity of books in 
foreign languages for the various nationalities in these sections. 
As an illustration, the Tyler Street Reading Room is greatly 
used by members of the Armenian and Syrian colonies, most of 
whom read Arabic. Hence the need above referred to. Em- 
phasis is laid on the fact that in the City Point Reading Room, 
with a circulation of about 50,000 books, only thirty or thirty-five 
new books were added during the year. 


The North End and West End Branches have excellent 
locations, attractive and quiet rooms, and service that is 
highly commended. These library branches are fre- 
quented by foreign-born readers and the children of the 
foreign born. The number of children of Jewish and of 
Italian extraction that use them is very large, and the 
work done for these children, the committee says, ‘‘is 
simply wonderful.’”’ It will show itself in the public 
life of the future; it is one of the finest elements in 
training for citizenship. 
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On the other hand, the adult population in the North 
End could probably be brought into the library’s sphere 
of influence more fully than has been done heretofore. 
The subcommittee would like to see the Giornale della 
Sicilia in the North End Branch as well as the Cor- 
riere della Sera. It is desirable that more copies of 
standard and popular works should be available for the 
branch libraries generally than is often possible at 
present. We find, however, that the library owns 
eleven copies of Thayer’s “ Life of Cavour,’ and this com- 
mittee cannot doubt that such a volume can be had 
whenever there is an available copy on the shelves of 
the Central Library. We recommend that at least one 
additional copy of this history be permanently placed in 
the North End Branch, together with other standard 
works of modern Italian history and biography. 

Recognizing the value of a society such as the Dante 
Alighieri in the North End, the committee believes that 
lectures under the auspices of that society can and may 
well be given at the North End Branch as has been 
done in recent years, but recognizes a duty of the trus- 
tees to safeguard the use of all their premises against 
propaganda, religious or anti religious. 

The printing of separate lists of books owned by the 
library in Italian, in Yiddish and in other foreign lan- 
guages should be continued until all such books are so 
listed. 

The reports on the branch libraries and reading rooms 
abound with suggestions of importance concerning the 
extension of the facilities of the libraries and the comfort 
and convenience of the patrons. These branches are 
the arteries through which flow from the central sources 
to the child and adult, in whichever part of the city 
he may reside, the great educational and intellectual 
force and spirit of an institution we are justly proud 
of —the Boston Publie Library. 

The committee recognizes that in this year as in past 
years the needed improvements of the library and its 
branches are not the result of want of attention or lack 
of initiative on the part of the trustees and the various 
employees. It is the want of necessary funds. The 
library cannot stand still; to maintain its pre-eminence 
and its past traditions it must go forward, and it cannot 
go forward without more liberal appropriations. 

The Examining Committee cannot conclude its report 
without a final caution and recommendation. ‘The

committee is not impressed with the value of its con- 
tribution to the administration of this great library. It is 
not a body of experts. It is not a continuing body. 
Its recommendations may serve to call the attention of 
the trustees to certain matters of detail but if the trustees 
take no action the committee has no method of repeating 
its recommendations, and the trustees will often have 
good reasons for omitting to follow them. At this 
particular moment we believe that something more 
efficient and more convincing is needed than the work of 
an examining committee. The library seems to be 
greatly in need of still larger appropriations, but the 
question is insistent whether full value is received from 
the expenditure for services and whether there is unnec- 
essary or unprofitable service. The librarian is not yet 
fully familiar with the personnel of the institution. 
Assuming on the part of the trustees and of the librarian 
the purpose of maintaining a high standard of library 
administration, we urge that this is an opportune 
moment for a survey of the Boston Public Library 
by highly qualified experts; that such a survey, even 
at considerable cost, might well save in one year more 
than the cost in the total annual expenditures of over 
$400,000; that no question of politics or persons would 
enter into such a survey and that its findings could 
be made public and should be the basis of new and 
progressive policies to the credit of the administration 
and the advantage of a highly enlightened citizenship.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1918. 

In view of the economic situation, the brief time that 
I have been administrative head of the library, and the 
general survey of the entire library system in immediate 
prospect, this report is advisedly limited to a record of 
operations. It is especially appropriate that the report 
for the year just ended should be so curtailed, since 
my predecessor in his last report as librarian traced the 
growth and development of the Public Library system 
for a period of fourteen years. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


At the Central Library only minor repairs necessary 
to keep the plant in normal operative condition have 
been made. 

Since the Blagden street addition to the Central 
Library building is now practically completed, it is an 
opportune time to call attention to the fact that no 
repairs of consequence have been made in the Central 
Library building since 1895, the year of its occupation. 
A careful examination by the proper authorities should 
be authorized at an early date and as soon as practicable 
thereafter repairs and structural changes undertaken. 
If this work, in many instances obviously necessary, is 
much longer delayed the expense will be materially 
increased. | 

The most important repairs and improvements at 
the branches include the following: Roxbury, installa- 
tion of electric lights (by the landlord); South Boston, 

installation of electric lghts and interior repainted 
' (by the landlord), enlargement of the children’s room 
and rearrangement of the issue desk and floor by the 
library; Roxbury Crossing, interior repainted (by the 
landlord), new shelving by the library; Boylston Station 
and Parker Hill, new shelving; Codman Square and 
Upham’s Corner, extensive repairs of furniture. 
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THe Uss or Books. 


The circulation of books during the year, for use 
outside the library buildings, usually termed ‘‘home 
use”’ circulation, was 2,074,455, as against 2,050,238 
for the year 1916-17, and 2,135,100 for the year 1915-16. 

Although statistics of circulation are of value in 
showing the home use made of books, they do not show 
the reference use of books in the various reading rooms 
of the library system, the use of books by students, 
scholars, teachers, and those readers who in preference 
use books in the library building instead of at home. 
The library use of books undoubtedly outnumbers the 
recorded home use circulation. 

_ The usual statistical tables, which follow, present the 

details of the recorded circulation. They are taken 
from the report of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, chief of the 
Issue Department at the Central Library, and, so far as 
they relate to the branches, from the monthly reports 
of their librarians.

Of the sum spent for books, $3,874.61, or 10 per cent, 
' was paid for new fiction (3,614 copies, comprising 206 
titles selected from 684 books reviewed by the Fiction 
Committee) and $10,880.25 was paid for renewing worn- 
out fiction (14,507 copies, averaging $0.75 a volume), 
making a total of $14,754.86 for fiction, or 28 per cent 
of the sum spent for all classes of books. 

The emphasis on the general purchases since April 
has been on books grouped about the subjects of national 
defense and military training, many of which, such as 
the technical service manuals, have been bought in a 
large number of copies. 

At the same time the collection of material gathered 
from various sources since 1914, which registers to some 
extent the literature of the war, has been enlarged, 
arranged and put in order for cataloguing. Perhaps 
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the most important additions to this have been the war 
emergency legislation of the allied nations, and several 
hundred colored posters issued in France. 


IMPORTANT GIFTS. 


The report of Miss Theodosia E. Macurdy, Chief of 
the Ordering Department, notes that the gifts from 
4,312 givers comprise 9,360 volumes, 12,512 serials, 692 
photographs and 70 newspaper subscriptions.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


The beginning of an organized structure for the super- 
vision and unification of work with children throughout 
the library system was made on October 1, 1917, by the 
appointment of Miss Alice M. Jordan as Supervisor of 
Work with Children. To this opportunity for enlarged 
service Miss Jordan brings her experience of sixteen years 
as Children’s Librarian of the Boston Public Library; an 
experience not only fruitful in the results achieved in the 
home library but in the measure of wide recognition 
accorded to her throughout the country as a wise and 
sane leader in work with children. 

Miss Mary C. Toy was appointed Children’s Librarian 
at the Central Library by vote of the Board of Trustees 
on November 16, 1917. 
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The present report of Miss Jordan, from which I quote, 
covers only the work with children in the Central Library, 
for supervision of the branch children’s rooms has not 
yet begun. 


There were lent for home use 61,315 books to borrowers 
applying in the Children’s Room and 7,339 to those who applied 
at the branches and reading rooms for books shelved in the 
Children’s Department. 

The previous year the figures were 60,774 and 18,002, respec- 
tively. A marked decrease in. this latter circulation is noted. 
This is significant as showing the efféct of supplying branch 
requests from the deposit collection before referring them to 
the Children’s Room, a desirable measure which allows the 
department to retain its books for direct borrowers and makes 
it necessary to provide shelf space for a large number of dupli- 
cates. 

No record can be made of the number of children who read 
in the library. Accommodations are greatly overtaxed on 
Sunday, a day that always brings visitors from a greater dis- 
tance than that traveled by the week-day readers. Far- 
reaching personal work may therefore be accomplished on that 
day with an adequate force available. 

Before the entry of the United States into the war last April 
we had watched in vain for any effect of the European War 
upon the reading interests of children. Since that time, and 
especially since September, a marked change is noted. To 
some extent this is due to the demands of the schools. In 
most of the high schools, and in the upper grades of many 
elementary schools, teachers have assigned certain of the war 
books as outside reading on which reports are to be made. 
These books have been, in the main, the personal narratives 
and more popular accounts of war experiences on the different 
fronts, the same books which are most popular with the general 
reader. Since the steady demand for this material makes it 
difficult for young people to secure their required reading, it 
has seemed best to duplicate for the Children’s Room some of 
the books on the war. The war presents a great opportunity 
to the worker with children to stimulate an interest in history 
and to arouse and quicken a true sense of patriotism. By 
means of bulletins and book exhibits we have tried to connect 
the heroic present with the heroic past in a way which shall 
make both live more truly in the minds of children. Such 
books as the Joan of Are, made vivid by Boutet de Monvel’s 
wonderful pictures, and The Talisman, with fine colored illus- 
trations, have been much enjoyed for reading in the room. 

During the Christmas season an exhibit was held which 
brought together books of special beauty and value representa- 
tive of the work of artists or writers of the allied countries. 
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We aimed to secure those books which typified the life of each 
country or illumined its history in an attractive way. 

With a normal staff of five there have been during the year 
ten different attendants assigned to the Children’s Department. 
Under such a changing, and usually incomplete, personnel the 
work with the schools was bound to suffer. Training of new 
assistants and covering unfilled positions have occupied: the. 
time usually taken for school visiting and instruction to classes. 
Five schools were visited and three talks were given at the 
Children’s Museum at the request of the director. Seven 
addresses on children’s books and reading were given to Mothers’ 
Clubs in schools and churches. 

The collection of books in the Teachers’ Room has been 
actively used. Changes in the subjects offered by teachers 
for examinations for promotion require many new books on the 
reference shelves and a constant revision of the reserved books. 

After conference with the vocational director of the public 
schools we are improving the collection of books on vocational 
guidance by the inclusion of valuable pamphlet material from 
various sources. Existing industrial conditions make this 
subject one of vital importance among educators and we are 
asked to prepare reading lists to be used in guiding young 
people in the choice of occupations. 

In conformity with recent practice books are reserved in the 
Teachers’ Room for those taking University Extension Courses. 


THE CHILDREN’S STORY Howr. 


Among the most successful ways of guiding children’s 
reading is the weekly story hour which children attend 
voluntarily for the ‘‘sheer delight of hearing a story 
told.”’ The story tellers who come into weekly contact 
with groups of children in different parts of the city, in 
addition to the Saturday afternoon hour at the Central 
Library, have the rare privilege of sharing intimately in 
the interests of young people and of observing closely 
their response to the appeal of the story. The library 
is fortunate in having the aid of experts who are able 
‘to change a prepared program to meet the events on 
which the children’s attention is focused at a given time. 
It naturally follows that the openings to strengthen patri- 
otic sentiments and to establish ideals of loyalty offered 
by the past months have been unusual and the children 
have justified all expectations. ‘Talks on thrift stamps, 
on what children may do in war time, on the principles 
for which America is fighting, on good citizenship, have 
_ developed freely and naturally. Stories of King Arthur 
and his Knights, Richard the Lion-hearted, Washington, 
Lincoln and other hero-stories, with many rollicking folk-

tales, have been drawn upon to meet the need for stories 
of idealism, stories with the right kind of fun to counter- 
act the false sentiment and coarse humor of many mov- 
ing picture exhibitions. 

Among the long stories told from week to week and 
received with appreciation and enthusiasm is ‘‘The 
Coward of Thermopyle’’ which contrasts in a dramatic 
way Spartan and Athenian ideals. It has been received 
from week to week with breathless expectation and one 
of the story tellers was recently greeted on Washington 
street by a newsboy who asked anxiously, ‘‘ Did Leonidas 
and all his brave Greeks perish?’’ ‘‘The Talisman,”’ 
_ by Scott, is another book having a timely appeal in the 

story hour since it connects so well with the taking of 
Jerusalem. In the list of short stories there have been 
occasionally included fine instances of courage and 
devotion from life in the trenches. ‘The need in Boston 
for racial sympathy and understanding is always urgent, 
so that many of the stories told are based on the lives of 
children of other lands. 


Bates HALL. 


Last August the reorganization of the classified col- 
lection of reference and standard books on the open 
shelves of the main reading room of the library was begun 
under the direction of Mr. Frank H. Chase, Custodian 
of the Reference Department. A new system of records 
with sufficient flexibility has been devised so that the 
collection need no longer be regarded as fixed and rigid. 
The out of date books can now be replaced by the up to 
date books and a selection of volumes on subjects of 
current interest can find its place on the open and easily 
accessible shelves. In forwarding the work constant 
use is made of the knowledge of the specialists of the 
library in their various departments of literature. 

The correspondence of the department on every con- 
ceivable subject has been vigorous throughout the year. 
Aside from inquiries coming personally and by telephone 
to members of the staff, 528 letters have been answered 
formally through the office of the librarian; these letters 
have come from forty-two states, the District of Colum- 
bia and six foreign countries. Nothing could prove | 
more forcibly the widespread reputation of the library, 
both for wealth of material and for courtesy in making 
it available. 
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THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The Special Libraries Department on the third floor of 
the Central Building comprises the following important 
departments: Fine Arts (. e., painting, sculpture, 
architecture and building, landscape architecture, town 
planning, etc.), Technology and Applied Science; Music, 
including the Allen A. Brown Music and Dramatic 
Libraries; the Barton, Ticknor, Prince, Bowditch, Artz, 
Twentieth Regiment, Browning, Galatea and other 
special collections. In the Fine Arts Collection are 
included 50,048 photographs, including process pictures, 
used for circulation in the schools; 424 photographs and 
process pictures were added during the year. 

The collection of lantern slides comprises now 7,429, 
of which 529 were added during the year; this collection 
is mainly used in connection with the lectures given in 
the library, but 4,208 slides were lent to Boston schools 
and for other free lectures in Boston. 

The activities of the department continue as in former 
years. While the use of the rooms by classes from the 
art schools, professional men and artisans has grown, 
and the issue of books for hall use in the Barton-Ticknor 
Room and the Music Room has increased over the 
previous year, the issuance of books for home use from 
the Fine Arts Department and of portfolios of pictures 
to schools was less than it was in former years. 

The exhibitions were more varied and more frequently 
changed on account of important events occurring during 
this important year in the nation’s history. 

The need of having a competent specialist in tech- 
nological books becomes more and more evident as 
Mr. George 8. Maynard, who was added to the force in 
1916, grows better acquainted with the library’s collec- 
tions and is thus able to give valuable service in response 
to the increasing demand for information from the 
technical departments in the army and navy. 

The department lost heavily through the war by the 
draft and enlistment of two young men who had grown 
up in it, and by the loss of an assistant who attended to 
the cataloguing of the photographs and slides; adding 
to this the handicap that no qualified person has yet 
been found to take full charge and allow Mr. Rowlands 
to devote his time to reference work, the department is 
not as well equipped as it ought to be. 
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FREE PuBuiic LECTURES. 


The following list includes the free course of lectures 
given during the season from October, 1917, to April, 
1918, in the Lecture Hall on Thursday evenings and 
Sunday afternoons. Included in the list is also the 
course given by the Ruskin Club on Monday afternoons, 
and a special course on Russia, arranged by the Russian 
Students’ Club of Boston. As in former years the 
Field and Forest Club provided a series of six lectures, 
and the Drama League provided a course of Sunday 
afternoon talks on the drama. 

All lectures, except those marked with an asterisk (*), 
were illustrated with lantern slides. 

The lectures on musical subjects were given with 
musical illustrations, vocal and instrumental, without 
cost to the library for the services of the lecturer or the 
performers. 

The use of the Lecture Hall has greatly increased for 
purposes of educational and other public meetings by 
teachers’ clubs and various civic associations. |

BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


The Branch Department consists of 14 principal 
branches and 16 minor branches, termed reading rooms, 
in number the same as a year ago. The subsidiary 
agencies include Fire Department houses, 60; other 
institutions, 39; public and parochial schools, 179. The 
total number of agencies, therefore, is 308 as against 
289 last year. 

Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor of Branches and 
Reading Rooms, reports that the number of volumes 
issued on borrowers’ cards from the Central Library 
through the Branch Department was 81,111 as against 
73,511 in 1916. Since the branches and reading rooms 
are from necessity inadequately supplied with books for 
direct issue, the daily issue from the Central Library is 
of vital importance. Although the disappointments of 
individual borrowers are many and severe, yet thousands 
do get the books they want and which they could not 
have had without this liberal daily service from the 
Central Library. 

During the year 37,907 volumes were sent on deposit 
to the schools to 980 individual teachers. The total 
circulation of the branch system was 1,809,615 volumes, 
compared with 1,776,745 in 1916. If there had been a 
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more adequate supply of books the gain would undoubt- 
edly have been much larger, although the war, general 
business prosperity, and the partial closing of the schools 
had their part in keeping down the circulation. 

The number of volumes of new books bought for the 
branches was 4,313 as against 5,372 in 1916 and 7,697 
in 1915. There have been replacements to the number 
of 7,197 volumes. ‘The additions to the permanent col- 
lections of the reading rooms were 3,873 volumes as 
against 3,749 volumes in 1916 and 4,875 volumes in 
1915. 

To a reasonable extent the thirty branches and reading 
rooms meet the wants of the public, and certainly none 
of them could be discontinued without real injury to 
the district which it serves. The chief failure of the 
branches to satisfy the needs of their constituents, as 
has been repeatedly said, is their inadequate supply of 
books. Relations with the public are almost unfailingly 
pleasant. The complaints arise from the lack of more 
books. Nothing new can be said regarding this need; 
it is the greatest need of all,— new titles in abundance 
and many more copies of the books in steady demand. 
There is also a special call for more books for the lower 
grade school children, more books in the foreign languages 
and more books in the useful arts and reference collec- 
tions. 

The following passages from the annual reports of the 
branch librarians show certain phases of their service to 
the public: 


In general the books most in demand are books on the war; 
on accounting and civil service examinations; handbooks of 
engineering; new fiction; books on wireless telegraphy; manuals 
of the steam boiler; books on shipbuilding and electricity. A 
number of men employed in the various shops at the Navy 
Yard want only the books last mentioned. Frequently these 
volumes are stolen or mutilated, and when this happens a 
number of earnest workmen suffer until they are replaced. 

The entrance of the United States into the war in April, and 
the consequent unsettled conditions resulting when a peaceful 
country takes up arms, the enlisting and drafting of so many of 
our young men, the food problem, the work of raising war 
funds, together with other war service, the sewing and knitting 
for the soldiers by the women and children, the suspension of 
immigration, which makes a decided change in this district 
and especially in the schools here, have all had their influence 
on our reading public. For a time the daily papers and maga- 
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zines supplied the war news and satisfied our people, then the 
shelf of ‘‘books on the war”? became popular, and all the war 
maps we could post were consulted and studied. Now the 
reading is becoming more general again, and the reaction 
among our people is manifesting itself in a desire for a lighter 
kind of reading,— for more fiction. 

The general character’ of the reference work which we are 
enabled to do is growing more satisfactory to all classes of 
patrons. In the grammar schools I now have in many rooms 
a room librarian appointed by the teacher to bring to me 
topics that are to be taken up the following week. Several 
high school pupils help me. As a result of being able to reserve 
and also procure material from the Central Library in advance, 
I am able to meet demands in a manner hitherto impossible. 

Our constituency consists in part of club members, some 
students of the vicinity from Harvard, Radcliffe, Boston 
College, Boston University, Institute of Technology, normal 
and parochial schools, together with grammar and high school 
pupils. Several salesmen, accountants and business men are 
also among those who use the library. The demand from the 
latter is for books which will aid them in their specifie work 
and in general office management. For these books we depend 
upon the central delivery. Khaki and college military uniforms 
begin to appear in the library. We hear of trench practice, 
aviation; the navy yard, shipbuilding and Plattsburg com- 
missions, and we issue books bearing on these subjects. Faces 
of students wont to frequent the room year after year are 
missing because they are ‘‘over there.’”? A while ago a young 
man who had been wounded and was just back from the 
trenches asked for periodicals and books concerning the United 
States during his absence, outside of the war news, because he 
desired to ‘“‘catch up.’ With all patrons, from grammar 
school up, personal service is the keynote of such success in 
pleasing and helping them as we hope we are attaining in the 
reading room. Work with individuals rather than the consider- 
ation of the public as a unit, gives best results in relations with 
patrons, always keeping in mind, however, the greatest good 
to the greatest number. 

All classes are represented with their varied needs. We 
have teachers, college students, clergymen, doctors and other 
professional men and women with their demands for books 
on education, vocational guidance, sociology, religion, biog- 
raphy, current history and literature. We also have the 
practical workers, mechanics and others in various industries 
with their demands for books on technical subjects, such as 
bookkeeping and accounting, business correspondence, sales- 
manship, automobiles, plumbing, engineering, aeronautics, 
wireless telegraph and books on the European War. 

During the year we have made a list of all the important 
business concerns in the district with a view to finding out 
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just what our branch needs to be of more service to the com- 
munity. Recently a social service student called for a local 
business directory. Our business list proved to be just what 
she wanted. 


The branches are in close touch with the local Boy 
Scouts and an attempt is made to provide reading 
suitable for them. Some individual scouts having been 
helpful in matters of discipline and the recovery of books, 
an appeal was made to headquarters for co6peration in 
these matters, and an interview with the Scout Com- 
mission held at the Central Library resulted in the 
promise of future codperation. 

Reports from the branch and reading room librarians 
indicate that while the privilege of taking four books for 
home use on an ordinary card has been valued by some 
persons who are reading on a special subject, the public 
in general has not yet taken advantage of the enlarged 
opportunity of borrowing books. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. John J. Keenan, Chief of the. Registration Depart- 
ment, reports 101,891 “‘live” cards (that is, cards avail- 
able for present use) outstanding at the end of the year. 
Compared with the ‘‘live”’ cards of a year ago there was 
a loss of 2,434 as against a loss of 7,874 for the prior year. 

The distribution by wards of the holders of ‘“‘live”’ 
cards is shown in the following table in comparison with

The number of ‘“‘live”’ cards held by persons over 
sixteen years of age is 54,820, as compared with 47,071 
held by those under sixteen. Cards held by teachers 
number 4,816; by pupils of elementary schools (public 
and parochial), 33,862; and by students of higher institu- 
tions of learning, 25,126; male card holders number 
43,264 and female, 58,627. 

Of the 6,961 teachers’ cards issued prior to January 15, 
1918, 878 are “‘live”’ cards; of these, 632 are held by 
permanent residents (in addition to their ordinary cards), 
and 246 are held by nonresidents. 

Of the 2,694 special privilege cards issued prior to 
January 15, 1918, 387 are ‘‘live”’ cards; 276 are held by 
permanent residents, and 111 are held by nonresidents. 

The total number of application blanks, borrowers’ 
ecards, certificates, etc., filled in, and filed alphabetically 
during the year was 115,183.

Under the editorial supervision of Mr. Lindsay Swift 
the following publications have been issued during the 
year: 


Weekly Lists. From January 20, 1917, to January 12, 1918, 52 
numbers. Edition, each issue, 2,500 copies. Consecutive 
pages in all, 292. 

Quarterly Bulletins. Four numbers. Edition, each issue, 
2,000 copies. Pages, in all, 420. The Bulletin contained the 
usual announcements of the University Extension Courses 
(growing in importance each year) in the September and 
December issues; of the Lowell Institute Courses in the 
September and December issues. In. addition to these, 
the programs of exhibitions in the Central Library, branches 
and reading rooms for 1916-17 were given in the issue for 
March, 1917, and the programs for 1917-18 in the September 
and December issues. 


As in the previous year a reprint (1,500 copies) was 
made of all the Free Educational Courses, Lectures and 
Exhibitions offered by the various institutions above 
mentioned, and was quickly exhausted. This has 
proved to be a popular undertaking, as well as an eco- 
nomical one, for it is useless to give the whole Bulletin 
for September, comprising usually over one hundred 
pages, to persons who need only the reprint and have no 
special use for the Bulletin.

In the early part of the year a series entitled Brief 
Reading Lists was begun and met with a decided public 
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approval. Three numbers were issued, the first in 
April and the others in July. No.. 1, of which three 
editions of five hundred copies each were called for, is 
entitled ‘‘A Selected List of Books on National Defense, 
Military Science and Law.” It contains something 
over three hundred titles in compact and serviceable 
form. No. 2, of which two editions, the first of one 
thousand, the second of five hundred copies, were issued, 
is entitled ‘‘A Selected List of Books on Domestic Pro- 
duction and Preservation of Food”’ and contains about 
200 titles. This also proved most acceptable to the 
public. No. 3, “A Selected List of Books on the Com- 
merce, Industries and Natural Resources of Russia,”’ 
passed through two printings, one of three hundred, the 
second of five hundred copies. 


The Bates Hall Center Desk, Newspaper and Patent 
Rooms, Central Library. 


The following statistics are reported by Mr. Pierce E.

Center Desk.— The maximum attendance of readers, 
025, on January 7, at 5 p. m., exceeds by 10 the maximum 
reported in 1917. The use of Bates Hall for the week of 
December 10-15, when every slip presented was recorded, 
is set forth in the following table:

The large use made of the reference books on the 
open shelves in Bates Hall is not included in the above 
table, since they can be freely consulted without the 
use of book slips. 

Newspaper Room At present there are 294 news- 
papers: on file in this department of the Central Library. 
Of this number 226 are dailies and 68 weeklies; 209 are 
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papers published in the United States and 85 in foreign 
countries. During the year 4 papers were added and 
10 were dropped. It is now over a year since any 
German, Austrian, Belgian or Russian papers have been 
received. The attendance in the Newspaper Room not 
infrequently exceeds the proper limit. This is especially 
true on Sundays. The maximum attendance was 214 
at 5 p. m. on November 4; the minimum was 82 at 5 
p. m. on June 10. During the year 17,998 users con- 
sulted 31,815 bound volumes from the newspaper files, 
as compared with 32,633 volumes consulted in the year 
previous by 19,279 users. 

Patent Room— The collection now numbers 13,981 
volumes, an increase of 374 for the year. The number 
of volumes added would have been larger but for the 
fact that, as in the case of newspapers, the receipt of 
foreign patents, with the exception of the English, has 
virtually ceased.

Documents and Statistics. 


Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, in charge of the Statistical 
Department, reports that the number of volumes on 
the shelf-list of the department is now 20,952. The 
additions during the year, chiefly by exchange with and 
gifts to the collection of the American Statistical Asso- 
ciation, were 280 volumes and 641 separate parts. From 
regular sources 500 volumes have been added. 

Although the location of the Statistical Department 
is in an out of the way part of the lhbrary, remote from 
the main entrance and inconvenient of access, it should 
be remembered that its collection, including the library 
of the American Statistical Association and the large 
public documents division (municipal, state and federal), 
is not approached by any other collection in America. 
Its value is known and appreciated not only by business 
men but by an increasing number of students from the 
colleges and institutions of Greater Boston. 


Sunday and Evening Service, Central Library. 


The average number of books lent on Sundays and 
holidays for use outside the building was 786 (806 in 
1916-17). The largest number on any single Sunday 
(or holiday) was 1,424 (1,380 in 1916-17). The largest 
number of readers in the Bates Hall Reading Room on 
any single Sunday was 325 on January 7 (315 in 1916-17, 
on December 10, 1916).

HXAMINATIONS. 


Examinations for library service were given as fol- 
lows: Grade B, February 21, 39 applicants, of whom 11 
passed; Grade B, special examination for position of 
branch librarian, February 24, 18 applicants, of whom

LIBRARY WAR SERVICE. 


The library war activities have greatly increased since 
the entrance of the United States on the side of the 
allies into the European War. The library proudly 
floats a service flag of seven stars, representing the follow- 
ing young men: George W. Gallagher, James P. 
Gannon and James P. Mooers of the Bindery Depart- 
ment; Frank J. Krigel of the Patent Department; James 
S. Kennedy and Edward F. Sullivan of the Special 
Libraries, and William, A. McGowan of the Shelf 
Department. 

The campaign for Food Conservation is_ being 
materially helped by a permanent food exhibit in the 
Central Library under the auspices of the Women’s 
Municipal League, and by frequent exhibitions and 
lectures in the branches. The library has been honored 
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by the appointment of Miss Edith Guerrier, librarian of 
the North End Branch, as Chief of the Library Section 
of the National Food Administration. 

Exhibitions of special material illustrating phases and 
localities of the war have been continuous, large addi- 
tions to the war posters and books on the war have been 
made during the year, and new editions of the ‘‘ List on 
National Defense, Military Science and Law’’ have been 
issued. In this connection it may be permitted to state 
that the Boston Public Library was probably the first. 
library to:publish a war book list. War was declared by 
Austria against Serbia on July 28, 1914, and a “‘ List of 
Books on the European Crisis’’ was issued on August 1. 
An added war time activity was the establishment of a 
class in Conversational French held in the Lecture Hall 
of the library under the direction of the University 
Extension Department of the State Board of Education. 
Early last summer a library deposit station was organ- 
ized on Commonwealth Pier, used as a receiving ship for 
the men in the Naval Reserve. . The contribution from 
the library has been materially supplemented by books 
purchased through the Free Public Library Commission 
and the American Library Association. From the first 
the collection has had the intelligent supervision of Mr. 
John H. Reardon of the Shelf Department. Since the 
establishment of the library for soldiers at Camp Devens 
the loan of technical and unusual books from the Central 
Library has been continuous. 

The employees of the library system did sterling work 
in the two Red Cross campaigns for membership, while 
their record in subscriptions for Liberty Bonds is one in 
which they will long have pride. A number of the staff 
of the Central Library worked with unflagging interest 
_and zeal during the September campaign for money for 
libraries for soldiers and sailors at home and “over there.” 
The measure of success achieved by the branch and 
reading room librarians was shown by the fact that of 
the $58,371.27 contributed by Boston, $13,414.89 was 
turned in through their effective efforts. 

Last fall the War Service Committee of the American 
Library Association designated the Boston Public Library 
as one of a dozen libraries of the country to receive 
and prepare gift books for shipment to camps and 
stations in America and overseas. ‘The libraries of 
New England forwarded their collections of books and 
periodicals to the Boston Public Library, where they 
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were sorted, and the books labeled and catalogued by 
volunteer helpers. During the winter 175 persons gave 
their time, varying in amount from a few hours to 
months, to this interesting work. The number of vol- 
umes contributed by Boston was 18,983; the number 
from cities and towns of New England, 58,815. These 
books, together with tons of magazines, have been 
reshipped to army and aviation camps, naval stations 
and forts in various parts of the United States, and dis- 
tributed among battleships, cruisers, coast patrol boats 
and transports. The number of donated books has been 
all too few. The steady and growing demand gives 
reason to believe that a national drive for good books 
should meet with a ready and liberal response. 

Since the librarian began his service last June he has 
been honored in his appointment by the American 
Library Association as a member of the War Finance 
and War Service Committees of the Association; as 
Division Director for New England in the campaign to 
raise one million dollars; and as State Director in the 
contemplated drive for books for soldiers and sailors to 
be held in March. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those members of the 
library system staff who, by their spirit of loyalty and 
devotion to allotted tasks, have lightened materially the 
responsibilities of their chief. In particular I am 
indebted to Miss Della Jean Deery, efficient executive 
clerk, whose knowledge of administrative detail has 
been most helpful, and to Mr. Otto Fleischner, assistant 
librarian, ever zealous for the interests of the library, 
whose comment and suggestion have been of the utmost 
value to a new executive.

Dear Sir,— In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances, I submit herewith the annual 
report of the Market Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1918. 

The department work has been more or less of a 
routine nature, with the addition of the installation of 
the open-air market system. Rentals have been paid 
promptly and regulations of the Market Department 
have been strictly enforced. The lessees and the depart- 
ment have worked in harmony with the Health Depart- 
ment in carrying out such regulations as have been 
adopted for the protection of the public in food offered 
for sale. Such food as-has been offered for sale within 
the market limits has been of excellent quality, so much 
so that the few complaints made have been satisfactorily

adjusted and we have been called upon to condemn only 
small quantities of supplies which were unfit for human 
food. 


STATISTICS. 


During the year the department found it necessary 
to condemn and cause to be destroyed as unfit for food: 
Apples, 22 bushels; potatoes, 20 bags; salmon, 50 
pounds; broilers, 54 pounds; fowl, 70 pounds, and a 
quantity of other vegetables and fruit’ which were 
consigned to the dump. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall Markets 
have made twenty-four arrests for various offences, 
besides appearing as witnesses in several cases of cruelty 
which were reported by them to the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


FREE Pusiic MARKETS. 


Free public market places were established by order 
of his Honor the Mayor and the honorable City Council, 
on September 3, 1917, in Dorchester, Forest Hills, 
Roxbury Crossing, South Boston, Charlestown and East 
Boston. The duties involved in the introduction of this 
new departure fell to the lot of the Market Department; 
rules and regulations were adopted and stands and 
locations assigned to the producer for the disposition of 
his goods direct to the consumer. The producing 
farmers were interviewed and the project explained, 
with the result that their codperation was secured and 
the plan favored by them. 

The public market places were a pleasing success, the 
amount of business done was far beyond the expectations 
of the most sanguine and the process of distribution 
was satisfactory to producer and consumer. The 
farmers continued to come to the market places until 
December 24, 1917. 


FIRE. 


March 15, 1917, a fire occurred in Quincy Market, 
destroying from stall 37-39 to 61-63 and partly damag- 
ing others. The City of Boston made repairs to the 
amount of $15,094.73 and the lessees expended $40,000, 
the latter figure including only a small percentage of 
insurance recovered.

Improved housing conditions brought about vu 212 
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The increase of prices caused by the war has forced a 
revision upward of all our estimates of the cost of caring 
for city dependents. Although there has been a marked 
reduction in the number of applicants for temporary aid 
due to the increased facility of obtaining work, the 
saving to the city on this account has been more than 
offset by the increased cost of living. The Board has 
had to pay higher prices for coal and for all food products, 
and has also increased in many cases the amounts of 
cash aid given. It is more than ever difficult to deter- 
mine the right amount to give a family in order to 
assure its reasonable maintenance. ‘The question of an 
adequate budget is one that involves so many and 
varying elements that the best authorities disagree 
widely. Our constant effort is to adjust our grants so 
that every dependent family may be enabled to live 
comfortably by the practice of rigid economy and 
proper industry. 


WAYFARERS LODGE. 


The continued industrial activity has again resulted 
in a lessened number of applicants for lodgings, though 
in excess of the previous year; an increase of 1,536 
lodgers for 1917. 

The lodgers have been for the most part men incapaci- 
tated as workmen through age or disability arising 
from illness or intemperance. The great demand for 
labor at the present time gives ample opportunity for 
the lucrative employment of all men who are willing 
and able to work. 

The coal shortage of the past year, together with the 
extreme cold winter weather, taxed the wood yard to 
an unusual degree. <A very large amount of wood was 
bought, worked up and sold. It was no uncommon 
sight during the winter to see long lines of customers 
in automobiles waiting for wood to carry to their homes 
on account of the scarcity of other fuel. 

Attention is again called to the inadequate and unfit 
accommodations of our municipal lodging house, quite 
inconsistent with the dignity and wealth of this great 
city. It is hoped that this matter will receive the 
attention of the municipal authorities in due time.

Ciry TEMPORARY HOME. 


The work of the Temporary Home changes but little 
from year to year. Most of the women admitted are 
without permanent homes of their own and are obliged 
to go wherever employment is offered. As these women 
stay but a short time in our care no great influence can 
be exerted over them. If more were known of their 
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history and character it is possible that something 
more could be done to assist them to become self- 
supporting. 

Kighty-four places were secured at domestic service 
during the year. More children were admitted with 
mothers last year than the year previous. Children 
unaccompanied by their parents are kept apart from 
adults and are returned as soon as possible to their 
relatives or guardians or to their place of settlement 
or are taken in charge by the State Minor Wards 
Department 

Clean beds and good food are provided for all the 
inmates and special efforts are made to make their 
lives cheerful, particularly at Thanksgiving, Christmas 
and Easter. ‘The house is open at all times to receive 
women and children in need of shelter, and as the 
following tables will show, the home holds a worthy 
place among the charities of our city.

Ciry Hospirat. 


In behalf of the trustees of the City Hospital and the 
Board of Health we determine the settlements of sick 
poor aided at the City Hospital. The amount collected 
by us or by means of our investigations during the past 
year was $71,804.44. We also determine settlements of 
people suffering from tuberculosis for the Consumptives’ 
Hospital Trustees. In cases of sick poor admitted to the 
City Hospital who have no settlement in Boston we 
notify the place of settlement or the State Board of 
Charities and personally collect the sums due the City 
Hospital for care of such cases. Our expense for this 
work for this year was $4,928.35. The amount thus 
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collected by us from the Commonwealth and cities and 
towns outside of Boston and turned over to the City 
Hospital during the past year was $48,497.74. 

The sum of $23,273.82 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases cared 
for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our 
department, after investigations made at our expense. 
If we add to these amounts $200,212.47 collected at our 
main office for the relief by us of paupers and persons 
settled otherwise than in Boston and from other sources 
and paid over directly to the City Collector, we have an 
ageregate of $271,984.03 collected by this department.

Our estimates for the coming year are for the sum of 
$450,000, which should care for about 1,250 cases, unless 
there should be a still further and greater uplift i in the 
prices of household supplies.

GROCERY DEPARTMENT. 


Groceries to the value of $37,431 were distributed on 
17,952 separate orders, varying from $4 to $1 in amount, 
14,890 of them being $2 orders. The total expense of 
maintaining the store, including expressage, salaries, 
wrapping paper, twine, etc., was $5,803.53, all of which 
was charged into the value of the goods delivered as 
aforesaid. 


Trust Funpbs. 


We hold seventeen trust funds, which are adminis- 
tered according to the wishes of the donors, as inter- 
preted from time to time by the Board with the advice 
of the Law Department. Applicants for trust pensions 
must have a legal residence here, must be at least fifty 
years of age and must be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as 
a corporation, including accumulated income, is now 
$883,397.90. 

A separate account of the income and principal of the 
various funds is kept, and in many years the expendi- 
tures have been less than the annual income. We have 
a larger list of pensioners than ever before, and have 
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been obliged to draw upon the unexpended balance of 
the income of former years. All payments of the 
income of trust funds are now made by check to the 
order of the individual pensioner. This saves the 
recipients the necessity of a journey to our office sev- 
eral times each year and the indorsement upon the 
check is a sufficient receipt. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
_ 348 an increase of 29 from the number aided on February 
1, 1917. During the year 28 have died, one has gone to 
an insane asylum, 7 have been discontinued, 5 have 
gone to homes and 2 have moved out of the state. 
Seventy-two new names have been added. A total 
amount of $27,514.50 was distributed to these pensioners 
during the year. 

During the year we have paid $6,340.57 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now 25 children. on this fund. 


We have also made 196 grants of money to 94 persons © 


in sums of $25 or less from the income of the Lucy Bull- 
man Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $4,045.50. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often made 
from this fund in order to meet the immediate needs of 
the applicants till the regular pensions from the other 
funds were available. 

A statement of all the funds held by us in trust, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1917, is 
appended hereto. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PARK AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


TOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1918. 


Boston, February 4, 1918. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Sr1r,— The Board has the honor herewith to 
submit this report for the year ending January 31, 1918: 

The department expended on account of annual 
maintenance the sum of $940,227.83. This amount was 
sufficient to take care of the ordinary needs of the depart- 
ment, with the exception of the care of existing trees and 
the necessity for planting more trees, particularly on 
Boston Common. 

There has been, for a number of years past, a great 
demand for the planting of street trees, but no consider- 
able amount of money is available for this purpose. 
Many of the public streets that have been widened, and 
are now used for through traffic, are without shade trees. 
Among these might be mentioned Hyde Park avenue and 
Neponset avenue. We believe it a mistake to spend the 
amount of money necessary to widen and improve these 
streets without taking into consideration the necessity of 
planting shade trees. We also feel that the existing 
trees demand more attention, otherwise their future will 
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be imperiled. The conditions existing during the war 
did not allow of the department employing young men 
who could do pruning work efficiently. 

During the year past many improvements have been 
made in the department. Among those I might mention 
the completion of the convenience station on Boston 
Common at a cost of $15,430.46; the building of a fence 
and the completion of the columns at the entrance to the 
Franklin Park Zoo at a cost of $19,406; the building of a 
sanitary and shelter at John Winthrop playground at a 
total cost of $11,942; the laying out of the tennis courts 
at Marine Park and the introduction of shower baths 
in the basement of the Aquarium at a cost of $4,071.55; 
improvements at North End Park Pier at a cost of 
$9,917.66; the purchase of land for a Mothers’ Rest at 
Dorchester Center, on Washington and Claybourne 
streets, at a cost of $23,204.86; the completion of the 
Mission Hill playground in Roxbury, on which was 
spent $24,103.76 during the year; the purchase of a 
playground at Mozart and Bolster streets, midway 
between Jamaica Plain and Roxbury, at a cost of 
$13,700; the completion of the playground on Parker 
Hill at an expense of $23,064 during the year. A 
contract was also let for the grading, drainage and 
development of Billings Field, and the work was par- 
tially completed at an expense of $10,183.32; a steel 
footbridge was erected at Norfolk Street playground to 
enable patrons of the ground to cross the railroad tracks 
at a cost of $3,655; at this playground, also, a contract 
was let for the grading of walks and concrete retaining 
walls at a cost of $3,133; a contract was also let for the 
erection of a sanitary and locker building and play- 
ground improvements at Rogers Park in Brighton for the 
sum of $12,341; a contract was let for the grading and 
surfacing of Smith’s Pond playground in Hyde Park; 
this contract is partially completed at a cost of $9.587.84; 
land was purchased at North End in a very congested 
district on Morton and Stillman streets, for playground 
purposes, at a cost of $128,709; the contract for the 
development of Savin Hill playground and beach is 
incomplete, but there has been expended during the 
past year on this playground $98,229.89. The work on 
the Strandway and Old Harbor improvements, carried 
on under the direction of the Public Works Department, 
is still incomplete, but there has been expended during 
the past year $234,274.02. 
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Considerable .work has been done on various play- 
grounds in the line of improvements, notedly at Cottage 
Street, East Boston, Marcella Street playground, Tyler 
Street playground in city proper and William Eustis 
playground in Roxbury. Ronan Park playground, under 
process of construction for many years, was completed, 
and there was expended for this $18,459. For various 
improvements on Boston Common the department 
expended $7,812; the improvements contemplated on 
Commonwealth avenue, between Massachusetts avenue 
and Charlesgate West, have been continued, and for this 
purpose there has been expended during the past year 
$41,308.07. 

It is desirable that the main parkways should all be 
treated with a permanent surface, as the cost of upkeep 
is very considerable, and the results obtained by patching 
are far from satisfactory. The drives that are in worst 
condition are located at portions of Jamaicaway and the 
Strandway, from Edward Everett square to Castle 
Island Bridge. 

No large improvements have been made at the Zoo 
during the present year, as money was not available for 
the erection of some needed buildings, and the walks 
connecting the various exhibits are very rough and 
unfitted for the extensive use made of them. 

The work of moth extermination continues as usual. 
We expect a severe infestation during the coming sum- 
mer by reason of the fact that the appropriation did 
not allow of the use of all of the spraying machines in 
the department during the past year. It is a serious 
mistake to neglect this work, as the cost of destruction 
increases rapidly when it is not properly attended to. 

The department rendered great assistance to the 
Public Safety Committee in the carrying on of the war 
gardens at Franklin Park and other places, both in the 
park system and on land loaned for that purpose.

BATHS.

To the Board of Park and Recreation Commissioners, 
City of Boston: 

GENTLEMEN,— I beg to submit herewith the annual 
report of the recreation division of this department for 
the year 1917-18. 

The department has continued during the past year 
to fulfill its mission as a health giving and pleasure 
affording medium for the community. Its extensive 
equipment of gymnasia, bath houses, beaches and play- 
grounds has done much to contribute to the happiness 
of the people by imparting health. 

Its institutions are appreciated more and more each 
year and the dividends in health and pleasure that result 
by the installation of the playgrounds, gymnasia and 
bath houses in any community are immeasurable. 

The department can take justifiable pride in the com- 
pleteness of its facilities, and perhaps no city in the 
country affords a wider range of all-year-around activities 
than the Park and Recreation Department of this city. 

In addition to the above mentioned features, we can 
point with commendable pride to our tennis courts, 
skating fields, bowling greens, toboggan slides, speedway, 
golf links and cricket creases. 

The ever increasing number of our citizens demands 
that the upkeep of these institutions be steadily main- 
tained and increased, as far as the finances of the city 
will permit. 

A few of the important items of improvement which 
have been wrought this past year are as follows: 


Woop ISLAND. 


A new sea wall has been constructed on the beach at 
Wood Island, which is a distinct improvement against 
the ravages of the winter tides, as well as affording a 
cleaner and more clearly defined area for bathing. 
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Nortu EnNp PARK. 


The new cement sea wall and steps which have been 
constructed along this beach have proved to be one of 
the best improvements that have been made in this 
section for years, and have eradicated the difficulties 
heretofore experienced by reason of the rain washing 
out the gulleys on the playground down on to the beach. 
The improvements, also, to the interior of the building 
situated in this popular resort have been a distinct boom 
to the local community. 


SAVIN HILL. 


The improvements now in operation of development 
at Savin Hill playground and beach, when finished, 
will result in one of the most up-to-date and popular 
centers of recreation and health throughout the entire 
city. The building itself will serve as a bath house in 
the summer and a field house during the fall and winter 
seasons, and the improvements made on the beach will 
afford the most extensive bathing area of any beach in 
the city. 

TENEAN BBRACH. 


This popular bathing resort is now being provided 
with a new and up-to-date bath house and locker build- 
ing, which will be a monument to the city in this section, 
and when completed the popularity of this beach will 
be enhanced considerably. 


ROSLINDALE. 


The new municipal building at Roslindale with its 
gymnasia and shower rooms will fill a long-felt want 
for the people of this section of the city, and situated in 
a growing community its usefulness will be felt imme- 
diately, and it adds another and beneficial unit to the 
already long list of municipal improvements. 


L STREET. 


The past season at L street has witnessed extraordi- 
narily large gatherings, as in previous years, with little 
or no diminution of patronage owing to the absence 
of many boys and men in the service. The need of a 
more commodious and imposing structure to be built of 
reinforced concrete, or some similar durable material, 
has become more evident every year. 
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During the past year the swimming meets and track 
meets for the boys and girls of the city resulted in many 
of our young learning to swim, which is one of the chief 
assets of life. ‘The games were very popular and were 
participated in by a large number of competitors, who 
displayed a high grade of proficiency in the swimming 
meets and a distinct promise of virile manhood on the 
part of the boys competing in the track games. 

The policy of installing swimming pools in every 
section of the city should be carried out as far as possible. 
By this means we could have twelve months of bathing 
for every section of the city, and it would do much to 
develop the art of swimming among the school children 
during the school period. Last year three swimming 
pools were opened for the use of the children of the 
schools of the city every afternoon of the week, when 
cards were signed by the instructors of the various pools 
certifying to the proficiency of their applicants, in 
conformity with the regulations laid down by the school 
authorities. 

The department enlarged its field of usefulness in the 
present stirring times by codperating with the local 
army and navy authorities, whereby the pools of the 
department were opened up to both branches of the 
service for their soldiers and sailors to learn to swim. 
The playgrounds, also, proved to be a mecca for many 
local army and navy posts, where the rank and file 
indulged in their favorite sports of football or baseball 
in their respective seasons. ‘The same also applied to 
our gymnasia, where the soldiers and sailors took part 
in the gymnasia curriculum and played basketball and 
other indoor recreative or competitive games. The 
same policy will be adhered to and if possible enlarged 
upon this coming year. 

The department is frequently called upon by other 
civic bodies and private associations to enlist its codpera- 
tion, both as regards its personnel and equipment, for 
the furtherance of private or public activities which 
have for their end the improvement of the health and 
recreation of its members. Its sphere of usefulness in 
this regard has been most gratifying.

REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


Boston, January 31, 1918. 


To the Commissioners of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
~ ment: 


GENTLEMEN,— In submitting a report for the year 
ending January 31, 1918, of the gymnasia and swimming 
pools, and the activities carried on therein under my 
supervision, I have for the first time in twenty-one 
years to note a decrease in the attendance instead of 
an increase over each succeéding year. 

This decrease was almost entirely among the men’s 
classes and due almost wholly to the war conditions 
existent, though there was a decrease of almost twenty- 
five per cent in the young women’s classes also, this 
being due to the fact that so many of this class are either 
out of the city during the war or employed evenings. 

Other classes,— for school children, working boys and 
mothers — are up to normal. 

We have one less gymnasium than last year (because 
it has been taken for Government purposes). Otherwise 
the scope of our activities remains the same. 

I will review the various gymnasia and swimming 
pools briefly, and compare present conditions with those 
rendered in previous reports. 


PARIS STREET GYMNASIUM. 


Shortly after the opening of the season this building 
was taken over by the Government to be used by the 
militia, and is to remain under their control during the 
war. 


NortaH BENNET STREET GYMNASIUM. 


This gymnasium, like Paris Street (while not having 
actually been taken over by the Government), has been 
in almost constant use by the militia. 

Consequently, there has been no class work here 
during the season. 
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CHARLESTOWN. 


This gymnasium still continues to meet the physical 
and recreative wants of the people of the district, and 
pursues approximately the same routine as in former 
years. 

SoutH Boston. 


There has been a marked decrease here of both adult 
classes during the past season. 

The boys and girls classes, however, always very large, 
as pointed out in previous reports, still continue to be 
very large. 

As this building, too, is about to be taken for Govern- 
ment purposes, and South Boston with its 8,000 inhabi- 
tants left without a gymnasium of any kind, I would 
suggest that the equipment be transferred to the Ward 
15 Municipal Building in which the Park and Recreation 
Department already operates free public shower baths, 
which are used by about 2,500 people every week. 

In this building is a large, well lighted and ventilated 
hall which would make an ideal gymnasium, the building 
being located on the main thoroughfare in the heart of 
that district. 

I have in previous reports commented on the fact that 
the efficacy of the D Street building would be greatly 
augmented were it not for its isolated situation, and 
this real defect would be satisfactorily solved by the 
adoption of the change as indicated. 


TYLER STREET GYMNASIUM. 


While the attendance here still remains light for the 
Same reasons as noted heretofore — the character and 
nationalities of the population — the bathing is limited 
only by the capacity to accommodate. 

This is, of course, a step in the right direction, and a 
most important step. 


HARRISON AVENUE GYMNASIUM. 


Conditions here are unchanged from those before 
reported. 

The local accommodations and equipment preclude 
all hope of large adult classes. 

The children’s classes are, however, still good as 
formerly. 
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CABOT STREET GYMNASIUM. 


Since the opening of the new and attractive ‘‘ gym” 
at Vine street (not far distant) there has been a marked 
decrease in all the classes at Cabot Street Gymnasium. 

This, I believe, to be due partly to the remoteness of 
this building from the car line, which always seems to 
me to be a strong factor in determining the attendance 
and popularity of a given gymnasium. 


Curtis HAuu. 


Of this gymnasium I reported last year that its ideal 
location and excellent equipment and accommodations, 
and its especially fine swimming pool, all combine to 
make it the ideal gymnasium of the department. 


VINE STREET GYMNASIUM. 


This newest of our gymnasia has fulfilled the expecta- 
tions of its location on a main street and fine equipment 
and facilities and all the classes were well attended 
during the season. 


CoLUMBIA Roap GYMNASIUM. 


Columbia Road still remains the banner gymnasium 
in attendance. 

Now in its fourteenth year its equipment gives evi- 
dence of the continuous and strenuous use it has had, 
and is sadly in need of replacement and repair. 

The pool still continues to draw large classes of women 
and children. As mentioned in last year’s report, the 
men are not attracted there on account of its small size 
and shallow depth, it being only 25 feet long and 4 feet 
6 inches in depth. 


During the summer season the instructors are em- 
ployed at the various beaches as life guards and teachers 
of swimming, and part of the time are on the play- 
grounds. 

Swimming meets for boys and girls were held at all 
the beaches throughout the department, and a final 
meet was held at the Charles River Basin at the close of 
the season in which the winners of the various local 
races met in final competition. 
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The total number of boys and girls competing in these 
swimming races was about five hundred. 

Athletic meets were also held at all the large play- 
grounds and a final meet held at Franklin Field in which 
the various local winners tested their ability. 

The total number of boys competing in the athletic 
meets was about seven hundred. 

Gold and silver medals were awarded at all preliminary 
meets, both athletic and swimming, and a superior 
quality of medals— gold, silver and bronze — was 
awarded the winners of the finals in both classes of sport. 

The total number of medals awarded in the swimming 
races was 292. 

The total number of medals awarded in the athletic 
races was 35. 

My thanks are due all the instructors for their effi- 
ciency and cooperation. 

Some very remarkable rescues occurred at the beaches 
during the summer, and the fact that there was not a 
single drowning accident speaks for the manner in 
which these men did their duty there.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Sirr,— In compliance with the provisions of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I 
respectfully submit the following report of the Penal 
Institutions Department for the year ending January 
31, 1918. 

The department has under its control the House of 
Correction, Deer Island, and the steamer ‘‘ Monitor.” 

In order to present in the fullest light the report of the 
last year, it will be well to give a brief retrospect of the 
history of the Penal Institutions for some years back. 

For years the House of Correction at South Boston 
was maintained with unsanitary, unhealthful buildings, 
utterly out of accord with the modern conception of 
humane treatment of criminals. The Penal Institu- 
tions Department, in its first annual report, 1897, reeom- 
mended the discontinuance of this reformatory at South 
Boston, but it was not until 1900 that a bill was passed 
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authorizing the removal of that institution to Deer 
Island. Two years later the prisoners were transferred 
from South Boston to Deer Island and the South Boston 
prison was then abandoned. 

During the last eighteen years not many improve- 
ments have been made in the buildings, management, 
sanitation, general policy and discipline at Deer Island. 
Such improvements as have been made were accom- 
plished since I took office three years ago. Previous 
to that, there was complete stagnation when there was 
not actual retrogression in administrative methods. 

Among the improvements worked out during the 
last three years was the abolition of a loafers’ hall, the 
strict regulation of visits made by friends of the inmates, 
the extension of a library that now contains 7,000 
volumes and provision for the inmates for educational 
and religious instruction. 

The conditions at the House of Correction on Feb- 
ruary 25, 1915, when I assumed charge, were deplorable, 
to say the least. The discipline among the inmates had 
fallen to a lamentably low level, prison employment 
had been practically abandoned, the buildings were in 
exceedingly poor condition, and the island was entirely 
without fire protection. The fire apparatus on hand 
was worthless. The lighting system was inadequate, 
and rules for the conduct of the officers and inmates 
were consistently ignored. A more lax condition of 
affairs could not be met in any similar institution. | 

The so-called ‘‘underground system” was in perfect 
operation, presenting an institution that was operated 
and controlled more by the inmates than by the officers. 
A lethargy existed from which it was a hard task to 
rescue both officers and inmates. 

Under such distressing conditions the rehabilitation 
of the institution was begun, and from that unhappy 
beginning steady and gratifying progress has been made, 
until today we can point to renovated property, highly 
efficient official order and exemplary morale among the 
inmate population. And what was in reality a house 
of depravity has become at last what it was intended to 
be, a reformatory. 

Work, one of the greatest factors in moral reform, is 
now provided for all the inmates in the institution. 
The grounds at Deer Island are now being worked with 
profit to their full capacity. 
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The neglected families of inmates committed for non- 
support have for some time been able to secure a sum 
equal to fifty cents per day for each day’s hard labor 
performed by the person so confined. This money is 
not a charitable offering to the family, but a stipend 
earned by the inmates’ labor. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PRISONERS. 


Recently the classification of prisoners at Deer 
Island has been changed and a system of segregation 
formerly in force abandoned. ‘That all inmates of 
penal reformatories, prisons, etce., should be herded 
together and treated alike is no longer considered a 
wise method of treating offenders. The old proverb, 
“Evil communications corrupt good manners,’’ is never 
more noticeable than in a penal institution. The 
danger incurred in associating the hardened criminals, 
the morphinists and morally stained felons with persons 
of a relatively harmless social type of offender is 
obvious. I have sharply avoided possible evils of con- 
tamination by tainted communication of any sort. 

Improvements in the classification of the prisoners 
have been going on steadily during this recent period, 
and at present those committed for drunkenness and 
minor offences are confined in one portion of the old 
prison, while those addicted to the use of drugs occupy 
a section of the old prison, segregated from the other 
inmates during their period of confinement, and also 
restricted to the use of a private yard where contact 
with the other inmates is impossible. 

The former system of apportioning among the hard- 
ened criminals, or dangerous class, the choice of employ- 
ments at the institution has been abandoned, and to 
those only worthy and capable such employments are 
given at the present time. The drug user, formerly 
accustomed to holding a majority of the better employ- 
ment upon the island, is now, under the new rules, 
restricted with his associates in that habit to a place of 
confinement set aside for them and enjoys none of the 
former special privileges of employment in the institu- 
tion. 

A complete record has been kept of several hundred 
drug addicts committed to the care of this department 
during the period from February 25, 1915, to date, 
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and a complete reform while under our control has been 
obtained, so that every inmate, male or female, com- 
mitted for the use of drugs when discharged or released 
has been in excellent condition to begin hfe anew, 
without having any desire for the drug unless newly 
created after their release. 

The officials at Deer Island, by appealing to the 
moral sense of the drunkards and providing them with 
work during confinement, are doing their best to return 
these poor unfortunates to their families and society 
partially if not permanently cured of this disease. 

The increasing use of morphine, cocaine, etc., is 
appealing not only to those in charge of penal institu- 
tions, prisons and local reformatories, but also to the 
Federal Government, which by its recent passage of 
the Narcotic Drug Act, prohibiting and regulating the 
sale of dangerous drugs, has served to check the rapidly 
growing drug evil. Among those committed to Deer 
Island during this year many were found to be addicted 
to one or more drugs. The segregation of drug users 
from those persons unfamiliar with the use of drugs 
and committed for petty offences is imperative. 

On February 26, 1915, the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner decided to set aside a portion of the old 
prison for the occupancy of those male inmates addicted 
to the use of drugs and a portion of the women’s prison 
for women addicts. 

In the matter of punishing and disciplining the 
prisoners at Deer Island, methods rigorously repressive 
but decidedly humane are now employed. ‘There is no 
longer to be found even a suggestion of the old-fashioned 
brutalities that were once so common in all prisons. 

Cruelty to the offender is provocative of revenge, 
and it engenders hate and evil in the heart of the prisoner. 
For this reason it is never tolerated in our punitive 
policy. 

Inmates are informed as to the rules of the institution 
so that the plea of ignorance may not be advanced when 
there is an infraction of the regulations. Every effort is 
made at Deer Island to foster self-respect. A course in 
discipline is supplemented by religious teachings of the 
various denominations. ‘The most highly prized discip- 
line in penal institutions is developed through the culti- 
vation of self-dependence. At Deer Island there is a’ 
splendid, practical application of this theory. 
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PRISON LABOR. 


Regulation of prison employment is a highly important 
function in the management of the Penal Institutions. 
Morally it is a fundamental essential for the well being 
of the inmates whose misdirected faculties must be 
trained and strengthened for reform and to again pre- 
pare them for the duties of life. Economically it may 
be made to aid, if only in a small way, the income of the 
institution. 

Today the inmates at Deer Island are employed in - 
the cutting of gutter and edgestones, the manufacture 
of institution clothing and overalls, and the reclamation 
of land which has lain unused for a number of years, both 
on Deer Island and at the west head of Long Island. 
The vegetable farming at the institution has increased 
in value nearly 100 per cent and it is anticipated and 
expected that the profitable employment of labor in the 
tilling of the soil and the reclamation of land will for the 
first time in the history of the institution be accomplished. 

Old buildings on the island have been rehabilitated 
for the purpose of furnishing employment for some 
hundreds of inmates in the newer lines of manufacturing 
endeavor, and it is hoped that a reasonable profit may be 
realized from the labor of the inmates to the end that 
the great cost of maintenance of the institution may be 
reduced. ‘This is found necessary in order that all the 
labor in this institution may be employed and that 
some profits may be realized from such employment. 

This department has been obliged to take some of 
the long term men off the work for which they were 
particularly adapted and find employment for them 
elsewhere in order to give the men who come under the 
so-called ‘‘Uniform Desertion Act” the hard labor 
specified in that act. In this changing about of inmates 
the “thirty person limitation” provided for under 
chapter 2,257 of the Revised Laws has proven a large 
handicap both in the efficiency and financial results of 
the work. 

Open-air treatment has for some time past been 
strongly recommended for prison inmates. This year 
a highly satisfactory experiment, with an open-air camp 
was made by a farm colony at Long Island. 

One of the objections to prisons is that while the indi- 
vidual is in prison no wages are earned and that when 
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imprisonment is over employment may be found to be 
lost, and the shirker whose indolence or dissipation has 


brought his family to want should be made to earn, | 


under confinement in prison work, at least something to 
help support those dependent upon him. In order that 
there should be some obligation for support placed upon 
these burdens of the state, the ‘‘ Uniform Desertion Act 
of 1911” was passed. The sum of 50 cents for each 
day’s hard labor performed by the person so confined 
is now turned over to the dependent wife or children. 

This act has been so successful in producing good 
results that it brought about the equally salutary 
“Dependent Parents’ Act.’’ 


EDUCATION AND RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


‘“Not only the hands but the mind must be taught to 
work.’”’ In its eleventh annual report, 1847, of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Education, Horace Mann 
made a plea for the adoption of his public school policy 


on the ground that if public education was universally _ 


adopted it would almost if not quite abolish crime. 

The experiment of educators and penologists has not 
led us to be so hopeful as the great educator was in his 
day, but that nothing should be left undone in this 
direction, a school for the illiterates has been maintained 
at Deer Island and the inmates thus enabled to obtain 
a knowledge of the three ‘‘R’s.’’ Classes are at present 
held in the morning and afternoon, with all nationalities 
in attendance, where the elementary studies in English 
and arithmetic are being taught. 

At best, law, police courts, regulations, rules, etc., can 
do little more than effect the external conduct of the 
offender. We must look to the higher and nobler 
influence of religion for the ultimate reform, and all 
those familiar with the work of the spiritual directors at 
Deer Island cannot doubt the beneficial effect of the 
moral and religious training of the inmates. Many of 
those who have left Deer Island can truthfully say that 
their. reform came about through the minister, priest, 
or rabbi, who advised or sympathized with them during 
their confinement. 


Even when our inmates are discharged, every effort 


is made to see that they lead an orderly and well regu- 
lated life, and to further that end we have in operation 


Ld 
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in the department an employment bureau for the benefit 
of discharged inmates. 


NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 


The improvements necessary at Deer Island in order 
that a proper institution may be maintained are so many 
and of such a varied degree that it would be almost 
impossible to include them in this annual report. 

The condition of the buildings, rooms and furnishings 
of the institution had been so depreciated at the time 
of the change in management, February 25, 1915, as to 
demand my immediate attention. The policy of ‘‘ Never 
do anything today that can be put off until tomorrow” 
seemed to pervade the atmosphere at Deer Island and 
in fact in the entire Penal Department with one or two 
exceptions. Attention to the comfort and well-being 
of the inmates seemed to have been forgotten. 

The net loss suffered under the heading of ‘‘Indus- 
tries Accounts,”’ clothing department, stone department, 
has been occasioned by the employment of labor during 
the summer and fall of 1917 upon the farm at Deer 
Island and the new prison camp farm at Long Island, 
neither of which come within the scope of the Industries 
Act or Account, but from both of which a splendid 
profit has been realized to the department, so that in 
the aggregate the department has been a gainer by 
several thousand dollars over what appears upon the 
face to be a loss in the Industries Act. 

To the master of the House of Correction’ I am 
indebted for very many suggestions for the renovation 
of the buildings located at Deer Island. They are, how- 
ever, So many and so extensive that I am compelled, 
by virtue of necessity, to reduce them to the minimum. 

Many repairs and constructive work will have to be 
done in and about the institutions during the coming 
year. 

The interior of the old prison should be painted 
in order that the building may be made more habitable 
for the inmates confined therein. 

It is essential that the piling about the wharf should 
be renewed. Owing to the severity of the winter storms 
much of the piling has been broken and the wharf 
materially damaged. 

The necessity of a central heating plant is this year 
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more apparent than ever. For several years past I 
have repeatedly urged the construction of this economy. 
Last year bids were advertised for this particular work 
as per plans prepared by the engineering force of the 
Schoolhouse Department. The lowest bid offered for 
the work as per plan and specification exceeded the 
amount allowed by the City Council ($41,500) by 
some $70,000, the amount allowed being insufficient to 
carry on the work. 

If the several fire-rooms at the institutions are to be 
maintained, the boilers in each of them will have to be 
renewed, provision for which would have to be made 
by the City Council. 

The purchase of 1,500 feet of fire hose has been recom- 
mended by me for several years past. This is essential 
in order that the buildings of the island may be safe- 
guarded from fire, and is now requested by the United 
States authorities. 

A new bakery should be established at the institution, 
containing mechanical mixers and sanitary troughs and 
modern ovens. In order that further economy may be 
practised in the operation of the institution, a cold stor- 
age plant should be erected to enable the department to 
take advantage of a low market. 

During the year the population of the island has 
been greatly reduced, making it possible to abandon the 
so-called ‘‘Men’s North Prison,” confining all the male 
inmates at the institutions in the old prison building. 
The policy of confining the female inmates in dormitories 
having proven successful, resulted in the abandonment 
of the women’s prison. ‘These two large prison build- 
ings for some time remained unoccupied. On January 3, 
1918, an advantageous lease was made to the United 
States Government, through the Bureau of Navigation, 
of the two prisons above named, together with seven- 
teen acres of land, to be used as a Naval Detention 
Training Camp, at an annual rental of $37,100 and an 
annual charge for light, heat and power, of $12,900, 
this lease to run until June of the current year, with 
the right of renewal during the period of the war and 
for six months thereafter, the rental to remain the 
same, the charge for heat, light and power to be adjusted 
from year to year. 
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ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER. 


Owing to the demise of Mr. George H. Sheehan, 
Assistant Commissioner, on May 2, 1917, the provisional 
appointment of Mr. James T. Kenney was made, with 
the approval of the Civil Service Commission. Mr. 
Kenney held office as Assistant Penal Commissioner 
from May 11, 1917, to November 17, 1917, when his 
period of service with the department expired. On 
December 20, 1917, Mr. Henry A. Higgins was appointed 
Assistant Penal Commissioner, into whose charge the 
duties of that office have been committed.

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REPORT OF HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


DEER Istanp, Boston, Mass., January 31, 1918. 
Hon. Davin B. SHaw, 
Commissioner, Penal Institutions Department: 


Dear Sir,— I submit herewith the annual report of 
the Suffolk County House of Correction for the year 
ending January 31, 1918. 

The farm and all general work about the institution 
has been carried on during the past year with the smallest 
number of inmates but the results have been very satis- 
factory. 

The discipline of the institution has been well main- 
tained, the number of inmates punished being very low. 

The practice of allowing the inmates the use of the 
ball field on Saturday afternoons for baseball and other 
sports has a good effect, as nearly all of them show their 
appreciation by willingly performing their work. 

Many repairs and considerable work will have to be 
done about the institution during the coming year. 

The interior of the old prison should be painted from 
top to bottom, thereby making the building more hab- 
itable for the inmates. 

It is essential for general safety that the wharf be put 
in proper condition. Many of the piles have been 
. broken or have decayed. 

The scale which has been in use several years for 
weighing coal is completely worn out and should be 
replaced by a new scale. 

The hospital should be painted on the outside and the 
roof requires new shingles. The ceiling in Ward A is 
cracked in several places and is liable to fall at any time. 

The boilers in the hospital are in very poor condition 
and it is doubtful if they last much longer. 

I would suggest that two padded cells be installed in 
Ward J in the hospital. 

To help maintain discipline, two solitary cells should 
be built in Ward A in the hospital. 

I would advise that the hospital be equipped with 
sprinklers.

Some place should be provided in the hospital to 
care for sick employees. Under the present conditions 
employees are compelled, when sick, to remain in their 
rooms which are, in many cases, far removed from the 
hospital. 

Our ice house is too small to hold all the ice cut from 
the ice pond. An addition should be built large enough 
to hold seven or eight hundred tons of ice. 

I wish to call your attention to the lack of proper fire 
protection. 

I would advise the purchase of sufficient fire hose to 
take care of the following buildings:

In the interest of health, at the same time providing 
further fire protection, the old prison kitchen, receiving 
office and inmates’ clothing room should be provided 
with metal ceilings. 

A new room should be built for the purpose of steam- 
ing inmates’ clothing as the present facilities are unsatis- 
factory. 

A central power plant should be built at once. Our 
steam plants are widely scattered and the building of a 
central station would mean the saving of fuel and wages. 

The bakehouse should be re-modeled and modernized 
by installing mechanical mixers and sanitary troughs. 

The organ in the old prison chapel needs a thorough . 
overhauling. 

A cold storage plant would permit the institution to 
take advantage of a low market. 

The plumbing in the employees’ quarters should be 
changed by removing the tubs and installing shower- 
baths. 

On account of the severe winter many slates on the 
cow barn, horse barn, old school building and adminis- 
tration building have been loosened or blown away. 

I would suggest the installation of a moving picture 
machine and the establishment of a course of lectures 
on educational subjects. 

The purchase of new books for the library would be 
appreciated by employees as well as inmates. 
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The spiritual welfare of the inmates has been well 
cared for by the Rev. Fr. Louis 8. Weber, 8. J., Rev. 
George E. Stokes, Rev. Dr. Crabtree and Rabbi Louis 
Cohen. | 

The Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Henry Higgins, is 
to be congratulated for the able manner in which he took 
hold of the duties of his office. 

I hereby express my sincere thanks for the hearty 
coéperation given me by the employees of this insti- 
tution.

Commitments this year were few, consequently the 
number of sick was proportionately low, and the health 
of the inmates has been very good. Since the closing of 
the women’s prison in April the women have been in 
the hospital dormitories, Ward A and Ward B, and mostly

all prefer dormitory life. Three women were sent to 
Long Island for treatment, two for pregnancy and the 
other for uterine tumor. 

During the year two female children were admitted 
with sentenced mothers; both have been discharged. 

The same method prevails in the treatment of drug 
addicts, namely, the absolute removal of the drug and 
confinement in the reservation for a few weeks until 
they are able to go towork. The addict speaks favorably 
of this treatment, because the quickest and more lasting 
cure of the habit comes from it. 

One ward has been taken over by the Naval Detention 
Camp to be used in the treatment of very sick sailors who 
cannot be properly cared for in the ‘“‘sick bay.”’ 

The entire hospital is very much in need of painting 
inside and outside. Shower baths should be installed in 
each ward and in the women’s dormitories. 

We are still in need of an X-ray machine. A patient 
with an injury to hip was sent to Long Island for X-ray; 
the picture showed a fracture of the hip bone. 

Dr. John T. Sullivan resigned and Dr. John F. Sullivan 
was appointed assistant physician.

REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


Boston, February 26, 1918. 
JAMES H. Burks, Master: 


Dear Sir,— I beg to be allowed to submit to you a 
brief report of my work as Jewish chaplain at the House 
of Correction, Deer Island. 

As in the previous year, my work consisted of three 
parts: Firstly, to offer spiritual relief and comfort to the 
inmates; secondly, to care for those who are dependent 
upon them while they are confined, and thirdly, to care 
for them upon being released from the House of Cor- 
rection. All this gave me a great deal of concern since 
it was no mean task to be able to carry out these duties 
in a satisfactory manner during these days of war when 
the appeals for charity are made so frequently to the 
public and especially to the Jewish public. 

I am glad, however, to state that the appeals of the 
wives and children were responded to, as I spared no 
effort to do everything in my power to be of assistance 
to them and in a measure diminish the sufferings 
imposed upon them by reason of their breadwinners 
being taken away from them. 

I have also kept in close touch with the inmates after 
being released from the House of Correction and have 
endeavored to remove them from that environment 
which caused them to be placed there, and also to take 
them out of the way of those circumstances which 
caused them to lead a life of crime, by procuring for 
them desirable positions whereby new opportunities 
were presented to them to start life anew. In many a 
case I have deemed it proper to advise the released 
inmates to join our national army, and I am glad to say 
that the atmosphere in our national army had a very 
wholesome effect upon the character of the young men 
and not only will they be an asset to the army but also 
to themselves. 

I attended to my duties as chaplain regularly and 
during the Jewish holidays special services were held. 
The scope of my lectures was mainly devoted to the 
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idea of impressing moral lessons upon the minds of my 
audience and to imbue them with the spirit of obedience 
to authority and respect for law and order. I dwelt 
upon current events and pointed out to them the moral 
lesson of a man who would be able to make his own 
destiny one way or the other. I was always cordially 
received by the inmates, who were very much interested 
in the lectures and seemed to be impressed with them. 

Allow me to take this opportunity to express to you, 
Master Burke, my gratitude for the many courtesies 
shown me and for the fair treatment received by me as 
Jewish chaplain of the institution. I beg to assure you 
of my profound appreciation and of my readiness to 
codperate with you in the work of helping those 
unfortunates whom fate has brought within the walls 
of this institution.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


To the Master:of the House of Correction: 


Dear Srr,— Responding to your request for a state- 
ment concerning my work for the year past I submit 
with pleasure the following: 

My official connection with this institution dates 
from August, 1908, and as I had assisted the former 
chaplain, Rev. Mr. Toulman, for about two years 
previous to his decease, my entire service covers a period 
of twelve years. Depressing as this character of effort 
necessarily is in many respects, as it fell into my hands 
unthought and unsought, I regard my connection with 
it providential, and assuredly it furnishes an opportunity 
to do genuinely missionary work. 

During the earlier years of my service the census was 
usually at least three times as large as at present, owing 
chiefly to war conditions in which there is no lack of 
employment for even the poorly qualified, vacancies in 
various lines having been made through the thousands 
of our younger citizens being ‘‘called to the colors.”’ 

I have conducted public religious services during the 
past year in our chapel every Sabbath with unbroken 
regularity, only having been prevented from filling my 
appointment through the inability of our boat to land 
at the island owing to unfavorable weather conditions. 
Our services have inspired interest and attention. The 
Gospel of Jesus Christ has been the central theme 
emphasized, and careful instruction has been imparted 
on matters affecting morality and sobriety. Suitable 
and bright instrumental music and selections by the 
choir have added attractiveness to these sacred occasions. 

During the year a large number of persons have 
pledged themselves to abstinence from alcoholic bev- 
erages and drugs. I thoroughly believe that the major- 
ity of such are genuinely sincere in making the promise, 
but many fall. Alas! how frail the victims of these 
poisons are in the face of temptation! Hence we hail 
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with joy the approaching hour when government shall 
sever its iniquitous partnership with the liquor trade 
which under the license system opens the floodgates of 
drunkenness and the stream of poverty, vice and crime 
that follows in its wake. In my report of 1912 I took 
occasion to call attention to the various methods experi- 
mented with by numerous communities with a view to 
the restraint of this curse. At that time eleven states 
had gone so far as to adopt absolute prohibition, and 
this we regarded as encouraging, but lo! today twenty- 
seven states have adopted this reform, and further, the 
United States Congress and Senate have recommended 
to the legislatures of the states an amendment to the 
Constitution of our country providing that no alcoholic 
beverages can be made, sold or transported in the United 
States. The electorate will doubtless in due time ratify 
the amendment and the alcoholic appendix will be 
removed from the body politic. Economic, moral and 
patriotic reasons justify drastic application of the knife. 
Society is now impatient with the stream of pauperism, 
crime, insanity, disease and political corruption that 
surges in the train of this traffic. A mighty drive is on, 
strengthened by millions of our now and _ yet-to-be 
enfranchised American women, which is destined to 
result not only in the internment but early execution 
of King Alcohol. ‘The populace is coming to understand 
that temperance is moderation in all good and beneficial 
things and total abstinence from the bad and harmful. 

I pause to utter a commendatory word regarding the 
effort to classify and segregate our wards accordingly 
and to encourage, so far as my suggestion has weight, 
an extension of this system. It is self-evidently a 
serious mistake ever to permit first-timers and minor 
offenders, especially the young, to mingle with common 
thieves, pickpockets, burglars, highway robbers or degen- 
erates,— ‘‘evil communications corrupt good manners.”’ 

Throughout the year I have maintained the practice 
of having personal interviews with our inmates, and 
have, in many instances, had occasion to communicate 
with their relatives, and thus have been enabled to help- 
fully serve both the prisoner and his family. I would 
rejoice if a way could be found whereby I might become 
acquainted with each individual committed to our care, 
who belongs to my constituency spiritually. 
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Realizing my limitations, I modestly hope that past 
experience may contribute to increased efficiency in this 
worthy and essential work, and assuring you of my 
appreciation of every consideration accorded me by 
yourself and staff,

‘Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR S1R,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the 
following as the annual report of the Public Buildings 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1918: 

The past year has been one of quiet as far as new 
construction is concerned, no new work having been 
attempted, although architects have been appointed 
in a few instances. Work on the new Municipal Build- 
ing, Roslindale, has progressed slowly and same should 
have been completed and accepted by the city not later 
than October 1, 1917. It is hardly completed at this 
writing, some four months later. The contractor, on 
being pressed for the reason, attributes the delay to the 
abnormal condition in the labor market existing today. 

During the year one or two unforeseen events happened 
that put the department to more or less expense and 
considerable exertion, namely, on March 15, 1917, 
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a fire occurred in the Quincy Market Building which 
for the time threatened the whole structure, but was 
finally subdued with no greater damage than approxi- 
mately $15,000. On the next day, March 16, an explo- 
sion occurred in the Suffolk County Courthouse, which 
caused the loss of two lives and did damage to the 
extent of $3,483.75. 

The department during. the year was also called upon 
to render much service brought about by war activities. 
A large reviewing stand, capable of seating 5,000 people, 
was erected on Boston Common for the G. A. R. parade. 
Numerous other stands at various times, notably one 
in front of City Hall, were also erected. 

I also wish to state that all of our municipal buildings 
have been continually in use during the year by State 
Guard, Liberty Loan Drives, Red-Cross Drives, Exemp- 
tion Boards, Draft Boards and benefit concerts and 
dances for different organizations in the war service, 
and while it has taxed many of our employees by work- 
ing long hours, they have uncomplainingly submitted 
to the ordeal in doing their part to aid in the great cause 
for democracy.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1918, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 
Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on 
during the year with three main divisions, as follows: 


Central Office. Bridge and Ferry Division. 
Highway Division. 


Notrr.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
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Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this commis- 
sion and also because one half of the expenses of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is here 
treated as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. In December, 
1916, the department estimates of the money necessary 
for the proper maintenance and conduct of affairs of the 
different services were submitted to the Mayor. The 
estimates were made in segregated form to the Mayor, 
who made such allowance for each item in the budget 
as he considered necessary and submitted them to the 
City Council. The total maintenance appropriations 
as passed by the City Council and approved by the 
Mayor are shown below. On another page will be found 
the total expenditures by each service, for each item in 
the segregated budget:

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


On December 1, 1917, the Sewer and Water Services 
were separated from the Highway Division and united 
into the Sewer and Water Division under a division 
engineer. Otherwise the organization of the department 
remained as it was during the preceding year. 

A brief summary of the activities of the various services 
follows: 

BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Malden Bridge.— The work of building a new draw 
span at this bridge under the supervision of the Bridge 
Service was completed during the year. This work was 
made necessary by the construction of the elevated bridge 
to Malden and the cost was borne by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

Morton Street Bridge.— Sidewalks were built on this 
bridge, which removed the possibility of accidents from 
automobiles crossing the bridge. 

Navigation lights have been installed at the bridges on 
L street and Chelsea street. 

The wooden flooring of the bridges on Boylston street, 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad; Blue Hill avenue, 
over the Midland Division, and the Prison Point Bridge 
over Miller’s river have been rebuilt. 

At Massachusetts Avenue Bridge over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad some of the steel 
work was found to be in a dangerously corroded con- 
dition and work on the fabrication is progressing. At 
Byron Street Bridge, East Boston, part of the timber 
supporting the bridge was found to be decayed and is 
now being replaced. On Jones avenue, Dorchester, a 
footbridge over the railroad tracks has been built which 
will prevent accidents to persons crossing the railroad 
tracks. 

FERRY SERVICE. 


The piers, headhouses; drops and ferryboats have been 
repaired during the year. To put the plant in first- 
_ class condition extensive repairs are necessary and at 
least one new boat should be built during the year, 
three out of the seven boats being in service for thirty 
or more years. 

LIGHTING SERVICE. 


_New are and tungsten lamps have been installed in 
different sections of the city during the past year. 
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Orders have been given for the installation of boulevard 
lamps in Maverick square, Central square, Hanover 
street, Tremont street, from Boylston street to Common 
street; Washington street; from Court street to Hanover © 
street; Stoughton street, Columbia road and Columbus 
avenue. 


PAVING SERVICE. 


Appropriations of $500,000 for reconstructing and 
repairing streets by contract and $100,000 for granolithic 
sidewalks were made by the City Council. 

The types of paving best adapted for the use to which 
particular streets are subjected, as adopted in 1916, were 
followed in constructing and reconstructing streets during 
the year past. Contracts were made so as to include 
streets in groups, and it is thought that this method of 
awarding contracts will be conducive to lower prices and 
better work. The above applies to permanent pavements 
only. 

Streets in the suburban sections of the city were 
resurfaced by the department forces with an asphalt or 
tar binder. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


A study has been made of the cost of doing the work 
now done in the suburban sections by contract with city 
forces. While the cost will be greater than at present 
there isno doubt that more efficient service will be given, 
and the citizens in these districts more satisfied. It is 
hoped that this system of collection by the department 
forces will be put into operation this year. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


The policy of using pressure flushers for the removal 
of dirt on paved streets has been continued during the 
past year with satisfactory results. All macadam streets 
were oiled at least once during the season. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


A concrete sewer and surface drain was built in Fruit, 
North Grove and Blossom streets in extension of the 
separate system. 

In Deerfield street, at Back street, a tide gate chamber 
for 5-foot 9-inch gates and connection was built in 
anticipation of Boston marginal conduit. 
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Circular concrete sewer to replace an old wooden sewer 
has been built in Webster street, from Orleans street 220 
feet easterly. 

Pipe and concrete surface drains have been built in 
Hyde Park and Dana avenues and Folsom street: 

Concrete conduit and pipe surface drain was built in 
North Beacon street, from Market to Cambridge street. 

Work on the Spring Street brook was completed this 
year by the building of a circular concrete conduit in 
conjunction with pipe sanitary sewer and pipe surface 
drain. 

WATER SERVICE. 


About 1,000 feet of 30-inch pipe were laid during the 
year, completing the High Service pipe in Harrison 
avenue. 

In the Charlestown district 9,000 feet of old pipes 
were cleaned, with satisfactory results. 

The relaying of 3,100 feet of 8-inch with 16-inch pipe 
in River street, Hyde Park, furnishes a second supply 
by way of Mattapan to Hyde Park in case the Metro- 
politan 20-inch pipe in Hyde Park avenue is shut off. 

By chapter 269 of the Acts of 1917 the city was 
relieved of the necessity of equipping with water meters 
5 per cent of the Water Service for one year from April 
10, 1917. } 


HicH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


During the year 1917, 4,400 feet of pipe mains and 
twenty-nine hydrants, comprising mainly the feeders 
from the proposed North End pumping station, were 
added to the piping system. There are now available 
209 hydrants supplied from the High Service domestic 
system and their present value has been demonstrated 
in actual fire service a number of times. An invitation 
bid from the Westinghouse Company for the equipment 
for the station was received, which appeared excessive 
and was not accepted. 


STRANDWAY. 


On account of unavoidable delay the work on the 
Strandway has not been entirely completed, although 
all the sewerage works consisting of long outlets at 
various places have been finished. 

A contract for the laying of artificial stone sidewalks 
from the headhouse to K street was awarded during 
the year and the work is now in progress.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1918. 
Mr. Epwarp F. Murpuy, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear S1r,— I respectfully submit the following report 
of the income, expenditures and operation of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 
1918. The expenditures of the division in the regular 
maintenance appropriations of the department were 
$681,788.46. In addition to the regular maintenance 
work the division supervised the expenditure of 
$151,640.51 under a number of special appropriations, 
making the total expenditures for the year credited to 
the Bridge and Ferry Division, $833,428.97. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Considerable construction work has been done in the 
maintenance of bridges as well as some new construc- 
tion. Detailed descriptions of the more important con- 
struction jobs are given in the accompanying statement. 
- Apportionment of Cost of Bridges Between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The special commission appointed under the 
acts of the Legislature to apportion the cost of these 
bridges made a report to the Supreme Court, which 
issued a decree confirming the report, but the city of 
Chelsea has appealed the case to the Supreme Court of 
the United States and final decision in the case has not 
yet been rendered. 

Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Rail- 
road).— A contract was let for the reconstruction of this 
bridge, but owing to the delays in the delivery of 
materials work could not be started on the site of the 
bridge although some fabrication has been done in the 
steel. The work will undoubtedly be completed some 
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time during the coming year. The cost of this bridge 
will be apportioned among the several parties interested. 

Franklin Street Subway (under the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

Harrison Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

The railroad company reconstructed both this sub- 
way and bridge and petitioned for an apportionment of 
the cost before special commissions appointed by the 
Superior Court. The special commissions made their 
decisions but both cases have been appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which has not yet made a decision. It is 
probable, however, that the City of Boston will be com- 
pelled to make some payments on the construction of 
both of these bridges. 

Malden Bridge.— The engineering force of the division 
has inspected the work on the foundations and on the 
pile bridge. All construction work on this bridge is being 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The work will probably be completed during the coming 
year. This work is being done in accordance with chapter 
777 of the Acts of 19138. 

Summer Street Bridges (over Fort Point Channel and 
A Street)— The Board of Food Administration of this 
state desired to run heavy express cars from the new 
Fish Pier in South Boston over Summer street. This 
required the strengthening of Summer Street Bridges 
over Fort Point channel and A street A contract 
has been let for the strengthening of the draw span over 
Fort Point channel and work is now in progress on the 
job. Bids have been called for for strengthening the 
fixed spans of Summer Street Bridges over Fort Point 
channel and A street. Undoubtedly work will be com- 
pleted this coming spring on the strengthening of these 
structures. 

Winthrop Bridge.— The final settlement of the cost of 
Winthrop Bridge has not yet been made on account of 
an outstanding claim not yet settled. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


A contract was made for partially repairing the piers 
but owing to the delays in delivery of materials the work 
has not yet been completed under this contract. 

A contract was also let for installing ventilating sys- 
tems on six of the ferryboats. Some materials could not 
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be obtained by the contractor in time to complete the 
contract and as a result the work under this contract is 
not yet completed. 

A more detailed statement of construction work is 
given on pages 96 to 101. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Strandway improvement, owing to various 
reasons, has not yet been completed although the sewer- 
age works were finished on October 27, 1917. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1918. 


Bridge Service. 

Belgrade Avenue Bridge (formerly Beech Street Bridge). 
— The matter of rebuilding the bridge over the New ~ 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad at Belgrade ~ 
avenue, West Roxbury, is before the Public Service Com- 
mission for a decision as to the necessity of rebuilding. 
The work should be done during the coming year. 

Broadway Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad). 
— The floor of this bridge should be entirely rebuilt. 
The Public Service Commission has ordered the altera- 
tion of this bridge and the parties at interest, namely 
the City of Boston, the Boston & Albany Railroad and 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, have agreed 
that the City of Boston shall rebuild the bridge but as 
yet no appropriation has been made. Car travel is now 
forbidden on the bridge and unless something is done in 
the near future all kinds of travel over the bridge will 
have to be discontinued. 

Chelsea Bridge South.— Some preliminary studies have 
been made for this structure and the work of designing 
should be completed during the coming year. It would 
be undesirable to build this bridge, if it can be avoided, 
until the prices of materials for doing work of this kind 
decrease. 

Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad).— This bridge 
should be widened and moved to correspond to the 
widening of Norfolk street and the matter should be 
brought before the Public Service Commission to 
determine as to who should do the work and as to the 
apportionment of the cost. 

Warren Bridge.— The under-planking and stringers of 
this bridge are in bad condition, having been in place for 
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about thirty-four years. Work on the repairs to the 
woodwork and on the repaving should be begun during 
the coming year, if money can be found available. The 
cost would probably amount to $125,000. 

Signals for Safeguarding Travel at Highway Draw- 
bridges.— Owing to the difficulty of getting equipment 
during the past year a large part of the work for safe- 
guarding travel at highway drawbridges could not be 
done. ‘The work should be continued during this com- 
ing year. 

Navigation Signal Lights.— Some of the bridges have 
been equipped with signal lights but there still remains 
some work to be done and this work should be continued. 


Ferry Service. 
Plans should be made for a new boat, as has been 
recommended for some years past. 
A new boiler should be installed on the ferryboat 
“Hugh O’Brien,” as the present boiler has been con- 
demned by the United States steamboat inspectors. 
_ Although this boat is thirty-five years old the hull is in 
- good condition and the installation of a new boiler would 
_ postpone the building of a boat to take the place of the 
“Hugh O’Brien”’ for some years. 
' The ferryboat ‘‘General Sumner,”’ which was badly 
_ burned on the night of December 29, 1917, should be 
repaired as soon as possible. The repairs will take 
about five or six months and as the ‘‘O’Brien”’ will go 
_ out of service in the fall of 1918, owing to the improba- 
_ bility of getting a new boiler by that time, it is extremely 
- desirable that the repairs to the ‘‘Sumner”’ be made. 


REPORT IN DETAIL. 


A detailed report of the operation and expenditures 
of the Bridge and Ferry Division during the year is 
appended herewith.

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BRIDGE SERVICE CONSTRUCTION WORK, 
1917-1918. 


Blue Hill Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


Under date of July 19, 1917, a contract was made with 
John B. Dolan for planking the roadways of this bridge. 
All the sheathing, the under-planking, wheel guards and 
the planking covering the bottom chords of the trusses 
were entirely removed, new 2-inch spruce sheathing and 
4-inch yellow pine under-planking were laid and new 
wheel guard timbers placed. The railroad company at 
the same time replaced nearly all of the roadway stringers 
with new yellow pine timber and painted the floor beams 
of the bridge. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company also renewed 
such of its track stringers as were found to be in poor 
condition and relaid the flooring between the rails of 
its tracks. 

The total cost of the work done by the city was 
$7,195. The work was carried on so that unrestricted 
travel was maintained at all times on one roadway. The 
work was completed September 27, 1917. 


Boylston Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad). 


The flooring of this bridge has been rebuilt during the 
year under a contract with Goff & Wells Construction 
Company, dated June 26, 1917, and was completed July 
26, 1917, at a total cost of $3,852.44. 

The entire roadway between the girders was replanked 
except a strip in the center about 22 feet wide and 175 
feet long, maintained by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. 

Two-inch spruce was used for sheathing and 3-inch 
yellow pine for the lower planking. Such stringers as 
were in poor. condition were replaced with new yellow 
pine timber. 

Later the Boston Elevated ie Company laid 
new girder rails and rebuilt the center portion of the 
roadway, so that now an entire new flooring has been put 
on this bridge. 


cost of $767. 
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Chelsea North Draw. 


On September 11, 1917, this draw was rammed by a 
large collier. The damage done was very serious and but 
for the fact that the draw was moving at the time would 
probably have resulted in completely disabling it. The 
sidewalk was demolished and damaged for about 100 feet 
and the bottom chord of one of the trusses bent and 
distorted. Car travel on the bridge was limited until 
the repairs were made, which was as soon as the material 
could be procured. The work was done by the Boston 
Bridge Works, Incorporated. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge. 


The machinery for operating the draws of this bridge 
was installed in 1891, and the motors, Thompson- 
Houston F-40, and the electrical control have become 
obsolete. The electrical control in particular was very 
badly worn and in a dangerous condition. In June, 
under a contract with Carlisle-Connor Company, the 
old operating house was enlarged, new controllers and 
resistance, together with a slate switch board carrying 
the required instruments, fuses, switches, etc., was 
installed, making a convenient and modern outfit with a 
saving of power sufficient to pay for the expense of the 
change in afew years. ‘This work was prosecuted in such 
a manner as not to interfere with the operation of the 
draws at any time and was finished in July, 1917, at a 


Dover Street Bridge. 

The draw of this bridge, which is comparatively light, 
with considerable exposed surfaces to the wind, has © 
always been hard to center and hold in position. In 
order to remedy this and to save time in the operation 
two spring latches, one on either end, were installed in 
June and July of last year. These latches are a new 
device and have proven very successful in holding the 
draw and saving in time of operation. The work was 
done under a contract with the R. & 8. Machine Com- 
pany for the sum of $728. 


Jones Avenue Footbridge. 
Under an order approved April 20, 1916, the Street 
Commissioners laid out a footway 15 feet in width, 
between Norfolk street and Ballou avenue, Dorchester, 
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which included. the bridge over the tracks of the Midland 
Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company. . 

Negotiations were begun with the railroad company 
in May, 1916, but because of various delays in reaching 
a satisfactory agreement, work was not commenced 
until June 21, 1917, although a contract had been made 
with the Goff & Wells Construction Company, approved 
January 11, 1917. 

The structure as built consists of a timber trestle 
approach from Norfolk street to the bridge over the 
railroad tracks, about 207 feet long, a steel plate girder 
bridge, 58 feet 6 inches long, a flight of wooden stairs, 
about 503 feet long, and an artificial stone walk, about 
693 feet long, from the foot of the stairs to the line of 
Ballou avenue. The total length of the footway meas- 
ured on its center line is 385.45 feet. 

The timber trestle forming the approach from Nor- 
folk street has twelve bays, each 16 feet long, carrying 
a walk 7 feet 14 inches wide in the clear between fences. 
The surface of the walk is 2-inch yellow pine plank 
resting on five lines of 10-inch stringers, the outside 
stringers being 4 inches wide and the others 3 inches 
wide. The stringers are supported by frame timber 
bents of 8-inch by 8-inch posts with 8-inch by 8-inch 
caps, cross-braced with 3-inch by 8-inch plank. The 
posts are set in 2-foot square concrete bases sunk from 
4 to 5 feet in the ground. The approach has a gradient 
of 6.7 feet per 100 feet. 

The approach from Ballou avenue for a length of about 
69 feet has an artificial stone walk 8 feet wide, with a 
gradient of about 6.35 feet per 100 feet. 

From the end of this walk to the level of the bridge 
floor, a height of about 20 feet, wooden stairs in three 
flights are provided, which rest on timber trestle bents 
similar in construction to those of the other approach. 
The bridge over the railroad tracks consists of two plate 
girders 3 feet 64 inches deep, spaced 8 feet on centers. 
The floor beams of 8-inch I-beams are suspended from 
the girders by riveted angle hangers, so designed as to 
enable all parts to be easily inspected and painted. 
The floor is of 2-inch plank resting on three lines of 
3-inch by 10-inch stringers, the lengths of panels being 
9 feet 9 inches. The girders are supported on steel 
trestles, that at the Norfolk street end having two 8-inch 
H-beams and that at the other end an 8-foot square 


i 
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trestle pier made of four 8-inch H-beams, riveted angle 
cross bracing being used for both piers. All columns 
have concrete masonry foundations extending about 6 
feet into the ground. All timber used in the structure 
is yellow pine, exposed surfaces being planed and painted. 

The work was completed October 8, 1917, and the total 
amount paid under the contract was $8,231. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (Over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad). 

When the deck of the middle portion of this bridge 
was taken up for renewal, the floor beams were found 
to be so badly deteriorated from the action of the gases 
and the blasts of the locomotives that it was thought 
advisable to take them out and put in new ones. On 
account of the time required to obtain plates and angles, 
rolled beams were used instead of built up beams. The 
work was done under a contract with Daniel Marr & 
Son Company for the sum of $2,027, and was Holl euien 
in September, 1917. 


Walworth Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

The approaches to this bridge were widened in 1908 
providing sidewalks on both sides of the street, except at 
the portion over the railroad location. As the bridge 
over the railroad tracks is maintained by the railroad 
company no sidewalks were added at that time. 

Under an agreement with the railroad company, 
approved by the Public Service Commission, two timber 
sidewalks, each 5 feet wide, have been built the past year 
by the city adjoining the old wooden bridge and gravel 
walks supported by timber bulkheads have also been 
built at both sides connecting with the sidewalks on the 
street. 

The work was done under a contract with Goff & Wells 
Construction Company, dated October 5, 1917, at a cost 
of $1,125. 

Drawbridge Safety Signals. 

During the year there have been installed at Chelsea 
North Draw two units of the Brach Automatic Flagman, 
so called, consisting of electrically operated red flash 
lights and gong bells. These are located about 100 feet 
in front of and connected with the roadway gates through 
an automatic switch, so that as soon as the gates start 
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to close the signals are put in operation and remain so 
until the gates are fully open. 

At Meridian Street Bridge there have been installed 
two units of the Railway Supply Company wigwag 
signals. These consist of an oscillating target with red 
lights and a gong bell electrically operated through a 
snap switch by the gateman turning on the current 
before he closes the gate and turning it off after the gate 
is open. 

At Broadway Drawbridge there have been installed 
two units consisting of an X-ray light and a gong bell. 
These are electrically connected so that they work 
automatically with the gates, as described for the Brach 
signals at Chelsea North Draw. 

Some work has been done at Summer Street Draw 
but owing to inability to secure bells and supplies this 
work is not yet completed. 


Repairing Fender Guards at the Following Bridges: Chelsea 
Bridge North, Congress Street, Northern Avenue, 
Summer Street over Fort Point Channel and Summer 
Street over Reserved Channel. 


Under date of May 8, 1917, a contract was made with 
W. H. Ellis & Sons Company. for repairing the fender 
piers and fender guards at certain drawbridges in the 
city. All the work under this contract was completed 
August 7, 1917, the total amount paid being $4,695.96. 
The following is a brief statement of the work done at 
each bridge: 

Chelsea Bridge North— The southerly face of the 
draw fender pier, near its center, where it had been 
badly damaged by vessels passing through the channel- 
way, was put in good condition and a small amount of 
work done at the upstream end of the same pier. The 
upstream end of the northerly fender pier was also 
repaired, spur shores refitted and corner irons replaced. 
The total cost of the work on this bridge was $384.92. 

Congress Street Bridge.— The easterly face of the draw 
fender pier and the downstream end of that pier were 
patched where necessary with yellow pine plank and 
strengthened with new timber where necessary and 
corner irons replaced. The total cost of the work on this 
bridge was $552.92. 

Northern Avenue Bridge.— The vertical planking on 
the easterly face of the draw fender pier, from the draw 
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to the downstream end, was removed and the face 
rebuilt with heavy timber wales instead of planking. 
At the end, all the vertical planking which had been 
badly damaged was replaced with new planking and the 
westerly face patched where necessary, loose spur shores 
refitted and the corner irons put in good condition. The 
total cost of this work was $886.36. 

Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel.— The 
fender guard on the upstream side of the bridge, near 
the channelway on the South Boston side, was rebuilt, 
some new piles driven and spur shores refitted. The 
planking on the channel face of the draw fender pier 
where found to be in damaged condition was replaced 
with new yellow pine plank, thoroughly secured by oak 
tree-nails. The total cost of this work was $774.68. 

Summer, formerly L, Street Bridge (over Reserved 
Channel).— The wing on the upstream side of channel 
was entirely rebuilt with new piles and new yellow pine 
timber and the corners heavily protected with steel 
plates. The timber foundation for the landing shoe at 
the end of the upstream girder of the draw was replaced 
by new timber securely bolted in place and the shoe 
carefully reset. ‘The bulkhead on the channel face of the 
draw pit was put in good condition and the downstream 
end of the draw fender was also repaired and the corners 
protected by plates. The total cost of work at this 
bridge was $1,097.08. 

Navigation Lights— Navigation. lights have been 
installed, in compliance with the United States Govern- 
ment regulations, on Summer (formerly L) Street and 
Chelsea Street Bridges. Submarine cable and electrical 
appliances for this work have been very hard to procure. 
On Summer Street Bridge, with a retractile draw, there 


_ have been installed four draw span lights and four pier 


lights. Current for the draw lights is transferred to the 
draw by means of a trolley and trolley wire. At Chelsea 
Street Bridge four draw and five pier lights were installed. 
The mechanical part of this installation was done by the 


' R. & 8. Machine Company at a cost of $443 and the elec- 


trical part by the Carlisle-Connor Company for the sum 
of $1,214, making a total of $1,657. This makes in all 
eleven bridges now equipped with navigation lights. 
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FERRY SERVICE. 


A contract was made with William S. Rendle, dated 
June 26, 1917, for repairing the piers of the North and 
South Ferries at both Boston and East Boston landings. 
On account of delay in obtaining materials, especially 
long oak piles, work did not commence until Sep- 
tember 24, 1917. 

Because of the continued difficulty in securing proper 
material, the work has not made the progress that 
would have been possible under normal conditions and 
the time for its completion has been extended to April 1, 
1918. 

At the date of this report the north pier of the Boston 
landing of the North Ferry, which had been crowded 
over so that the top had considerable inclination out- 
ward from the slip, had been pulled over until the face 
was vertical, new piles were driven on the back side 
to hold the pier in position and an entire new head was 
built. Some new piles also were driven at the drop 
end of this pier and new oak girders and chocks supplied 
where deemed necessary. 

The middle pier at this landing was extended about 
8 feet, under a license from the Commission on Water- 
ways and Public Lands, the old head being removed. 
In constructing the new head an attempt was made 
to increase the strength of the connection between 
the clump of piles at the extreme end and the body of 
the pier by using built girders in place of the usual 
single oak sticks. This flitch girder had two 6-inch by 
12-inch yellow pine sticks with a steel plate 10 inches by 
g inch by 20 feet long inserted between the sticks and 
securely bolted to them. To increase their bearing 
area a number of the piles in the middle of the clump 
were lagged for the portion of their length, which was 
driven into the clay bottom. This head was bound 
with {-inch diameter wire cable, instead of chain as 
has been done heretofore. 

At the East Boston landing of the ‘North Ferry the 
heads of the middle and south piers have been entirely 
rebuilt and both clumps have been rechained. Work 
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is now in progress on the head of the middle pier at the 
East Boston landing of the South Ferry. 

The ferryboat ‘‘John H. Sullivan” was pulled out 
into the dry dock, bottom cleaned, scraped and painted. 
Some riveting of plates was done and some calking of 
seams. 

The ferryboat ‘‘Governor Russell’’ was pulled on to ° 
the railway, her hull cleaned, metal sheathing patched, 
seams calked and some necessary repairs made to the 
rudders. The propeller blades were also found to be 
badly bent and six new blades were put in place of the 
old ones. 

The ‘‘D. D. Kelly” was pulled on to the railway. 
~The copper work was entirely stripped off, the seams 
were calked and the bottom painted. Some repairs 
were made to the keel and the rudders were also repaired. 
Some patches were also put on the boiler. It was © 
discovered that the decking and some of the deck beams 
were in bad condition, also the guard and some of the 
sponson braces, and a contract was let in January for 
the repairs and work is under way on this contract. 

The ‘‘ General Sumner” had the Boston end extensively 
repaired. This boat was pulled up on the railway in 
December and repairs made on the rudders. ‘The 
propeller blades which were in bad condition were 
straightened out and two new blades inserted in place 
of two of the worst ones. The metal sheathing was 
patched and some calking of the seams was done. While 
on the railway the boat caught fire on the night of 
December 29, 1917, and was badly burned. Some of the 
cross frames were burned, a large amount of the piping 
was destroyed, some damage was done to the steel 
trusses and the entire superstructure, consisting of the 
cabins, monitor and pilot houses was gutted so that it 
was necessary to tear the superstructure down. 

The ferryboat ‘‘Hugh O’Brien” required repairs to 
the air pump and condenser. The rudder of this boat 
was badly damaged by the ice, due to the extremely cold 
weather and the rudder on the Boston end was rebuilt. 

The ferryboat ‘‘Noddle Island,’ when out for inspec- 
tion, was found to require repairs to some of the wood- 
work under the boilers, the woodwork being in very 
bad shape, and these repairs were made. 

A contract was let for installing ventilating systems 
on six ferryboats. The piping on the contract was 
entirely finished and three of the engines delivered, but 
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the rest of the material required for work on this contract 
has not been received and so the work is not yet 
completed. 

Some rather extensive repairs were made at the water 
end of the North Drop, North Ferry, Boston side. 

The wharf at the coal pocket, South Ferry, is in a 
dangerous condition and repairs should be made to same. 

The Fire Department has recommended the installa- 
tion of cross-walls and fireproofing, if possible, the 
interior of the coal sheds. This is work that will involve 
a considerable expenditure of money but should be done 
if money is available.

PAVING SERVICE. 


Some of the most important work completed this 
season are the following streets, which were paved with 
new granite blocks on a concrete base with cement grout 
joints: Canal street; Haymarket square; Washington 
street, Haymarket square to Elm street; Albany street, 
Dover to Stoughton street; Beacon street, Tremont to 
Park street. Washington street, from Beach street to 
Williams court, was relaid with wood blocks. Tremont 
street, from Boylston to Common street, and Boylston 
street, from Washington street to across Tremont 
street, were paved with wood blocks on a concrete base, 
replacing old granite blocks. Beacon street, from Park 
street to Charles street, was laid with Topeka on mac- 
adam foundation. Progress has been made in laying 
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wood blocks in Albany street, between Stoughton street 
and Sheridan square, and a portion of Harrison avenue 
has been paved with new granite blocks on a concrete 
base. Dorchester avenue, between Savin Hill avenue 
and Park street and between Peabody square and 
Washington street, is unfinished and will require several 
months of the coming season to complete. 

Large areas of artificial stone sidewalks in Dorchester, 
Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury and Mt. Hope have 
been laid. Petitions for additional areas have been 
received but the extent of the work is limited to the 
money available for sidewalk construction. 

The department force has been employed in repair 
and resurfacing work. The steam road rollers call for 
more repairs, two having been condemned the past 
year leaving but nine in operation. These rollers are 
twelve or more years in the service and should be rein- 
forced by the purchase of two new machines. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


The activities of the Sanitary Service have been 
hampered to a great extent by the lack of laborers, by 
deaths, transfers, pensions, etc.; the force is growing 
smaller each month. It will be necessary, therefore, to 
reinforce the service by the addition of 100 laborers 
to put it on a good working basis. 

The general plant is in fair condition; the purchase 
of some new horses would, however, add to the general 
efficiency. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


What is stated about the Sanitary Service relating to 
the labor item is applicable to the Street Cleaning Serv- 
ice. It is respectfully suggested that the ranks be 
augmented by the addition of more help. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The number of lights is increasing, both gas and 
electricity. Petitions have been received from all parts 
of the city asking for additional installation, due to the 
development of the different sections of the city. The 
principal demand has been for the ‘‘ White Way’”’ lighting 
and orders have been issued to the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company to install the ‘White Way” in

Hanover and Tremont streets, Columbia road, Dudley 
street, Columbus avenue, Washington, and Meridian 
streets, Maverick, Central and Adams squares. 

There are in operation 19,666 are incandescents and 
gas lamps, divided as follows: 5,181 arcs, 22 flame arcs, 
4,572 tungsten incandescents, 9,678 single burner gas 
lamps, 70 double burner gas lamps and 144 fire alarm 
gas lamps.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 9,677 single mantle gas lamps, 70 double 
mantle lamps and 144 open flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts and _ provides 
service pipes laid from the gas mains to the top of the 
posts; the contractor maintains all such pipes and posts 
in good condition and repair; furnish gas, lanterns, 
burners and all other necessary equipment, including 
labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting 
and care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire 
Department for the lanterns, posts, setting and repair- 
ing of same. 
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EvLEectTric LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,181 magnetite arc lamps, 22 flame 
arc lamps, 3,277 40-candle power, 1,274 60-candle power, 
11 80- candle power, 4 100-candle power and 6 320- 
candle power tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, 
overhead wires, underground conduits, cables, connec- 
tions and all other necessary equipment and maintain 
them in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: | 


GRANITE Biock PAVEMENT. 


Alexander street, from Bird street 527 feet northerly. (See 
“‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Albany street, from Dover street to Northampton street, is 
about 4,860 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special granite block, on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with grout joints, was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 26, 1916. It is an 80-foot street with a roadway 54 
to 60 feet in width. The roadway between Stoughton and 
Northampton streets was paved with wood block on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. ‘The contractor set the edge- 
stone and paved the roadway. ‘The sidewalk on the easterly 
side was paved with brick and on the westerly side, from 
Dover street to Stoughton street, artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. Work was 
begun on this street in 1916, and the roadway was completed 
from Dover street to Malden street. Work was resumed 
in the spring of 1917 and the work is now nearly completed, 
with the exception of a small area of wood block pavement and 
part of the brick sidewalks. Artificial stone sidewalks are to 
be laid on the westerly side from Stoughton street to North- 
ampton street. Work will be resumed in the spring of 1918. 
The former surface of the street was granite block on a gravel 
base, with the exception of the part near Stoughton street and 
Massachusetts avenue, which was asphalt and _ bitulithic 
pavement. 

Amory street, from Centre street to Bragdon street, is about 
1,408 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Beach street, from Harrison avenue to Atlantic avenue, is 
about 1,247 feet in length. It is a 50-foot street with a roadway 
32 to 34 feet in width and sidewalks 8 to 9 feet in width. A 
contract for paving this street with special cut granite blocks 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base was awarded to 
Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did the 
excavating, reset the edgestone, paved the roadway and 
replaced the existing brick sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor; the circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. . All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The car tracks were 
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set to grade and the space between the rails was paved with 
special cut granite block on a 6-inch cement concrete base. 
The former surface of the street was granite block, gravel 
base and joints. 

Beacon street, from Tremont street to Park street, is about 
839 feet in length. This street varies in width from 24 to 
37 feet and the sidewalks are 7 to 10 feet in width. A con- 
tract for paving this street with special cut granite block, with 
grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to Bernard 
E. Grant August 16, 1917. The contractor did the excavating, 
reset the edgestone, paved the roadway and relaid the brick 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and corners were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The side- 
walk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. Wood 
blocks were substituted for the flagging crosswalks at Tremont 
street. The roadway from Tremont street to beyond Somerset 
street was paved with pitch joints; the remainder of the work was 
grout joints. The former surface of the street was granite 
block, pitch joints and gravel base. 

Beacon street, from Park street to Charles street. (See 
“Asphalt Pavement.’’) 

Canal street, from Haymarket square to Washington street, 
is about 1,125 feet in length. It is a 74-foot street with a 
50-foot roadway and sidewalks varying in width from 10 to 15 
feet. A contract for repaving this street with the existing 
granite block was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 
1916. Under the contract it was the intention to relay the 
existing granite block, but at the request of the abutters, 
special cut granite block with grout joints were laid on the 
existing concrete base. The straight edgestone was furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor; all other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were set to 
grade and the space between the rails was paved with special 
cut granite blocks on a concrete base, grout joints. All other 
work was done by the contractor. This work was started late 
in the fall of 1916. The former surface of the street was 
granite blocks, pitch joints, on concrete base. 

Dorchester avenue, from Savin Hill avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 1,940 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base 
was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. It is a 
60-foot street with a 10-foot sidewalk. Under the contract 
it was the intention to relay the existing granite blocks, but 
owing to the shallow rail of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company this was found to be unpracticable, and the con- 
tractor was ordered to recut the blocks so that they would be 
the proper depth. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work and all the other materials were furnished by the con- 
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tractor. The contractor did the excavating, reset the edge- 
stone, recut the paving blocks and paved the roadway with 
the recut blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, with grout joints. 
The dummy was paved with the shallows of the existing blocks 
on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints. The car tracks were 
set to grade and the space between the rails paved with special 
cut granite blocks on a concrete base with grout joints by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company previous to this con- 
tract. The street was started late in 1916 and work was 
resumed early in 1917. Work on this street is nearly com- 
pleted, with the exception of a small area of paving and the 
laying of artificial stone sidewalks. The former surface of the 
street was granite block, gravel base and joints. 

Dorchester avenue, from Freeport street to Park street, is 
about 3,244 feet in length. This is a 60-foot street with a 
10-foot sidewalk. A contract for paving this street with 
granite blocks on a concrete base, grout joints, was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 29, 1917. The contractor did the 
excavating and recut the granite blocks at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot. Work on the west roadway is completed from 
Freeport street to the railroad. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. 

Dorchester avenue, from Peabody square to Washington street, 
is about 5,000 feet in length. A contract for reconstructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty July 23, 
1917. Work was begun August 16, 1917, and suspended 
December 10,1917. It is a 56-foot street with 9-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks and granite edgestone. The roadway is paved 
with large old granite blocks, grout joints and gravel bed, 
except from Richmond street about 450 feet northerly, where 
the pavement is wood block on a 6-inch concrete base. The 
car tracks area was repaved by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. More than one half the roadway and one third 
the sidewalks were completed this year. Work will be resumed 
in the spring. 

Harrison avenue, from Kneeland street to Dover street, is 
about 2,633 feet in length. It is a 50-foot street with a 34- 
foot roadway and sidewalks 8 feet in width. <A contract for 
paving this street with special cut granite block on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, with grout joints, was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did 
the excavating, reset the edgestone and paved the roadway. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The car tracks 
were set to grade and the space between the rails paved with 
recut granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base with grout 
joints by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The road- 
way between Dover street and the railroad bridge is com- 
pleted. No work has been done on the artificial stone side- 
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walks. The former surface of this street was granite block, 
gravel base and joints, with the exception of some asphalt pave- 
ment which will have to be resurfaced. The roadway is laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Haymarket square is about 527 feet in length and has an 
area of about 6,942 square yards. A contract for paving this 
street with special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland 
concrete base, with grout joints, was awarded to Bernard E. 
Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor set the edgestone, 
did the excavating, relaid the brick sidewalks and paved the 
roadway. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone and sidewalk brick were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The car tracks were set to grade and the space 
between the rails paved with special cut granite blocks on a 
6-inch concrete base, grout joints, by the Boston Elevated 
Railway. The former surface of the square was granite block, 
gravel joints. The roadway was laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. . 

Iincoln street, from Essex street to Beach street, is about 
497 feet in length, with a roadway 34 to 47 feet in width and 
sidewalks 8 to 11 feet in width. A contract for paving this 
street was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. 
The contractor did the excavating, reset the edgestone and 
paved the roadway. The existing brick sidewalks were replaced 
with artificial stone. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

McKinley square is about 647 feet in length and includes that 
part of India street and State street around the Custom House. 
A contract for paving this square with special cut granite 
blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did the 
excavating, reset the edgestone, paved the roadway and relaid 
the existing brick sidewalks. A small area of artificial stone 
sidewalk was laid. That portion of the square west of the 
Custom House was paved with existing granite block, grout 
joints, on existing concrete base. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalk and the granite block roadway was laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Neponset avenue, from Ashmont street to Chickatawbut 
street, is about 1,708 feet in length. A contract for reconstruct- 


ing this street was awarded to John F. Lynch October 1, 1917. 
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Work was begun October 2, 1917, and suspended December 
14, 1917. It is a 64-foot street with a grouted block roadway 
on gravel base, granite edgestone and a 10-foot artificial 
stone sidewalk. About one half the roadway paving has been 
, completed and the car tracks have been resurfaced and paved 
by the Boston Elevated Railway. Work will be resumed early 
in the spring. 

Overland street, from Brookline avenue to the Boston & © 
Albany Railroad, is about 3,990 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assess- 
ment Streets.’’) 

Tremont street, from Boylston street to Common street, is 
about 885 feet in length. (Sée “Wood Block Pavement.’’) 

Washington street, from Haymarket square to Elm street, is 
about 738 feet in length, with a roadway from 40 to 65 feet 
in width and sidewalks 10 feet in width. A contract for pav- 
ing this street with special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, with grout joints, was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did the 
excavating, reset the edgestone and paved the roadway. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor; the circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The car track was brought 
to grade and the space between the rails was paved by the 
Boston Elevated Railway. ‘The former surface of the street 
was granite block, gravel base and joints. The street is fin- 
ished except for a small area of paving and the artificial stone 
sidewalks. 

Washington street, from Morton street to Asticou road, is 
about 510 feet in length. (See ‘“‘Assessment Streets.’’) 


ASPHALT PAVEMENTS. 


Atkins street, from Washington street, across Stratton street, 
is about 618 feet in length. (See “‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Bardwell street, from South street to Ballard street, is about 
6138 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Beacon street, from Raleigh street to railroad bridge, is about 
1,623 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this 
street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 20, 
1917. The street is paved with Mexican asphalt on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base and has granite block gutters 
and brows to car tracks, also laid on a concrete base, with 
cement grout joints. The contractor did the excavating and 
reset the edgestone. The work was started late in the fall and 
it was necessary to shut down work on account of the severe 
weather. The pavement will be finished and artificial stone 
sidewalks laid early in the spring. The contractor furnished 
all material necessary to do the work. 

Bexley road, from Washington street to Florence street. 
(Not started.)

Blake street, from Hyde Park boundary line, across Randolph 
road. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Beacon street, from Park street to. Charles street, is about 
1,699 feet in length with a roadway of 387 to 48 feet in width 
and sidewalks from 9 to 15 feet in width. A contract for pav- 
ing this street with a 2-inch Topeka pavement on existing 
macadam base was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 16, 
1917. The contractor did the excavating, reset the edgestone, 
paved the gutter, relaid the brick sidewalks and laid the 
Topeka pavement. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the exist- 
ing block gutters were relaid with grout joints on a 4-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The granite 
block gutters and Topeka pavement were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Blossom street, from Allen street to Parkman street, is about 
511 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company Septem- 
ber 9, 1916. The street varies in width from 40 to 45 feet 
and the roadway 26 feet wide is paved with Acme asphalt 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The gutters are 
laid with brick block on a concrete base, grout joints. The 
contractor did the excavating, reset a large part of the edge- 
stone, laid the artificial stone sidewalks and constructed the 
roadway. The former surface of the street was macadam. 
The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Bowdoin street, from 78 feet west of Mt. Ida road to Topliff 
street. (Not started.) 

Brighton avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Cambridge 
street, is about 3,162 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to the Bermudez 
Company September 29, 1917. Work was started September 
21, 1917, and suspended December 8, 1917. This street is 100 
feet in width, consisting of two roadways, one 25 feet wide and 
one 30 feet wide, 10-foot sidewalks and a 25-foot reservation 
or loam space in the middle of the street. The contractors 
repaved the granite block gutters with cement grout joints, 
reset some edgestone, did the excavating and laid an asphalt 
surface on the old macadam surface. The sidewalks are to be 
artificial stone but owing to the lateness of the season the walks 
were not laid. The asphalt pavement is laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. Work will be resumed early in the 
spring. 7 

Centervale park, from Upland avenue to Bourneside street, 
is about 517 feet im length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Cummings road, from Commonwealth avenue to 835 feet 
easterly. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Dearborn street, from Albany street to Dudley street, is about 
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495 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company Sep- 
tember 9, 1916. It is a 46-foot street with a 27-foot roadway, 
paved with Acme asphalt on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base and brick block gutters, 24 feet wide, laid on a concrete 
base, with grout joints. The contractor did the excavating, 
reset the edgestone and furnished and laid artificial stone side- 
walks. This work was started in 1916 and finished November 
20, 1917. The former surface of this street was macadam. 
The roadway and sidewalks are laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Dunster road, from Centre street to Pond street, is about 
1,770 feet in length. (See ‘“‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Epping street, from Washington street to Norfolk street, is 
about 241 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Eric avenue, from Savin Hill avenue 344 feet northerly. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Everton street, from Geneva avenue to Olney street, is about 
690 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Fordham road, from Commonwealth avenue to Brighton 
avenue, is about 624 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Fruit street, from Charles street to Blossom street, is about 
954 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company Septem- 
ber 9, 1916. Work started July 12, 1917, and was completed 
November 15, 1917. The street varies in width from 25 to 30 
feet and the roadway from 15 to 20 feet in width. The con- 
tractor did the subgrading, reset the edgestone and paved the 
roadway with Acme asphalt on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, and laid the brick block gutters, 25 feet wide, on a 
6-inch concrete base, grout joints; artificial stone sidewalks 
were constructed. ‘The former surface of street was macadam. 
The asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Gaffney street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 822 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assess- 
ment Streets.’’) 

Glencoe street, from North Beacon across Garden street, is 
about 763 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Halifax street, from South Huntington avenue to Pond View 
avenue. (See “ Assessment Streets. £2 

Harwood street, from Willowwood street to Lucerne street, 
is about 725 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Harvard street, from Prescott street to south side Harvard 
square. (Not started.) 

Hillcrest street, from Elgin street to Temple street, is about 
525 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Homestead street, from Humboldt avenue to Elm Hill avenue, 
is about 1,125 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 
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Hubert street, from Shawmut avenue to Westminster street, 
is about 450 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Kenton road, from Washington street 800 feet southerly. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Iithgow street, from Talbot avenue to Wainwright street, is 
about 683 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Lorette street, from Centre street to Hillcrest street, is about 
504 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Lorne street, from Harvard street about 650 feet northerly. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Matchett street, from Washington street 843 feet northerly. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Maverick square, from Sumner street to Maverick street. 
(See “‘ Assessment Streéts.’’) 

Moraine street, from South Huntington avenue to Jamaica- 
way. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Neptune road, from Bennington street to Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad Bridge, is about 1,711 feet in length. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Norfolk street, from Corbet street to Blue Hill avenue, is 
3,780 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Normandy street, from Intervale street to Devon street, is 
about 490 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

North Anderson street, from Fruit street across Parkman 
street, is about 105 feet in length. A contract to construct 
the surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Com- 
pany September 9, 1916. This is a 40-foot street with a 25- 
foot roadway. The contractor did the subgrading, reset some 
of the edgestone and laid an Acme asphalt pavement on a 6-inch 
concrete base, brick block gutters, 24 feet wide, on a 6-inch 
concrete base, with grout joints, and constructed artificial 
stone sidewalks. The contractor furnished all material neces- 
sary to do the work except a little edgestone which was furnished 
by the city. The roadway and artificial stone sidewalks are 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to Market street, 
is about 3,260 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

North Grove street, from Cambridge street to Fruit street, is 
about 456 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface 
of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company Sep- 
tember 9, 1916. This street varies in width from 45 to 50 feet. 
The contractor reset the edgestone, did the subgrading, laid 
an Acme asphalt pavement on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with brick block gutters and constructed artificial 
stone sidewalks. The sidewalks, brick gutters and asphalt 
pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The contractor furnished all material on the street except what 
new edgestone was required. The former surface of the street 
was macadam. 

North Russell street, from Cambridge street to Eaton street, 
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is about 488 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 20, 1917. 
This street is 40 feet in width with 7-foot sidewalks. The 
contractor did the subgrading, reset the edgestone and paved 
the roadway with Mexican asphalt, laid granite block gutters 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, with cement grout 
joints. Artificial stone sidewalks are to be constructed early 
in the spring. The asphalt pavement was laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished all 
material necessary to do the work. The former surface of the 
street was granite block. 

Overland. street, from Brookline avenue to Boston & Albany 
Railroad, is about 399 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Orchardfield street, from Dorchester avenue to Freeport 
street, is about 814 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Park street, from Tremont street to Beacon street, is about 
519 feet in length. A contract to pave this street was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 16, 1917. The contractor paved 
a small area of the roadway in connection with the work on 
Beacon street. Work on this street will be resumed early in 
the spring. 

Parkland street, from Winship street to Academy Hill road, 
is about 466 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Parkman street, from North Grove street to North Anderson 
street, is about 195 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers 
Company September 9, 1916. This street varies in width from 
32-33 feet, with a roadway 20 to 21 feet in width, paved in 1916 
with Acme asphalt on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, with brick gutters 25 feet in width. The contractor did 
the excavating, reset the edgestone and paved the roadway. 
Artificial stone sidewalks were constructed in 1917. The 
contractor furnished all material necessary to do the work. 
The former surface of the street was asphalt. The roadway and 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Perham street, from Vermont street to railroad, is 2,616 feet in 
length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Randall street, from Albany street to Harrison avenue, is 
about 3,663 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Richwood street, from Centre street to Montview street, is 
about 1,267 feet in length. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Ripley road, from Harvard street to Vassar street, is about 
685 feet in length. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Rugby road, from Randolph road to Oakland street, is about 
552 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Santuit street, from Welles avenue to Roseland street, is about 
386 feet in length. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Saville street, from Park street to Stratford street, is about 
314 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 
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Seaver street, from Blue Hill avenue to Walnut avenue, is 
about 4,160 feet in length. (See “‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Selwyn street, from Farquhar street 1,174 feet northerly. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

South street, from Chestnut Hill avenue to Academy Hill 
road, is about 616 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

South street, from Jamaica street to Arborway, is about 
1,648 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 
20, 1917. This street varies in width from 60 to 64 feet, the 
sidewalks are 10 feet wide. (Work not started.) 

Southwick street, from Neponset avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 359 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Temple street, from Spring street to Ivory street, is about 
1,091 feet in length. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Theodore street, from Morton street about 618 feet easterly. 
(See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Tuckerman street, from Dorchester avenue to Middle street, 
is about 375 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Turner street, from Washington street to Faneuil street, is 
about 1,255 feet inlength. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Upland avenue, from Park street to Melville avenue, is 
about 748 feet in length. (See ‘‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Waldo terrace, from Washington street to Henshaw street, 
is about 292 feet in length. (See ‘“‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Westwood street, from Richfield street to Wales place, is 
about 607 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Wordsworth street, from Horace street to Coleridge street, 
662 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

William Jackson avenue, from Chestnut Hill avenue to 
Academy Hill road. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

West Broadway, from the west side of A street to F street, is 
about 2,598 feet in length. A contract to lay an asphalt 
pavement with brick block gutters was awarded to Warren 
Brothers Company September 9, 1916. The contractor did 
the subgrading, paved the roadway with Acme asphalt on a 
6-inch concrete base, paved the gutters with brick on a con- 
crete base, and paved the brows and dummy of the car tracks 
with. granite blocks. The roadway as constructed is under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The section from Dorchester 
avenue to A street was omitted because of the delay in the new 
subway entrance. ‘The former surface of the street was granite 
block pavement. 


Woop Biock PAVEMENT. 


Boylston street, from Tremont street to Washington street, 
is about 531 feet in length. A contract to construct the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
September 9, 1916. The roadway was paved with wood block 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, sand bed and 
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joints. The Boston Elevated Railway paved their track with 
wood blocks. The contractor furnished all material necessary 
to do the work. The roadway was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The former surface of the street was 
granite block. 

Tremont street, from Boylston street to Common street, is 
about 885 feet in length with a roadway 40 feet and sidewalk 
10 feet in width. A contract for paving this street with wood 
block: pavement was awarded to Bernard KE. Grant. The 
contractor did the excavating, reset the edgestone, relayed the 
brick sidewalks, brought: up the existing concrete base and 
paved the roadway with wood block, sand joints, on one (1) 
inch mortar bed. The intersection of Eliot street was paved 
with special cut granite blocks with pitch joints on concrete 
base. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The sidewalk 
brick were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The car 
tracks were set to grade and the space between the rails were 
paved with wood block on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints, 
by the Boston Elevated Railway. The wood block and granite 
block pavements were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. This street is completed with the exception of a 
small area of artificial stone sidewalks. The former surface 
of the street was granite block pitch joints on a concrete base. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Washington street, from Court avenue to Beach street, is 
about 2,815 feet in length, with a roadway 27 to 40 feet in 
width and sidewalks 8 to 17 feet in width. A contract for 
paving this street with wood block was awarded to Bernard 
E. Grant August 16, 1917. The contractor removed the 
existing wood block, reset the edgestone, relaid the brick 
sidewalks where directed, cleaned the existing concrete base, 
paved the roadway with new wood block on a one (1) inch mor- 
tar bed, with sand joints. Where the existing wood block 
was found to be in good condition between the car tracks it 
was not disturbed. On portions of the street the space between 
the rails were paved with new wood blocks by the Boston 
Elevated Railway. All materials, including the wood blocks, 
were furnished by the contractor. The wood block pavement 
is laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. This street 
is completed with the exception of a small area of wood block 
pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 of 
the Acts of 1906 and acts in amendment or in addition thereto: 

Alexander street, from Bird street to 527 feet northerly. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
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to James Doherty June 16, 1916. It is a 40-foot street, with a 
26-foot roadway, paved with granite block on a 6-inch con- 
crete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The city 
furnished the circular edgestone on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. This work was done, with the exception of a small 
portion of the sidewalks, in 1916. 

Alger street, from Dorchester avenue to New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 549 feet in length. A 
contract for furnishing and placing filling in this street was 
awarded to Frank J. Hannon November 7, 1917. Work was 
started November 12 and is still in progress. 

Amory street, from Centre street to Bragdon street, is about 
1,408 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of the street was awarded to James Doherty August 21, 1916. 
Work was started in 1916. It is a 50-foot street, with a 34- 
foot granite block roadway, grout joints, on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and 8-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The street car tracks extending from Centre 
street to about 600 feet southerly were resurfaced by the Boston 
Elevated. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Atkins street, from Washington street to Stratton street, is 
about 618 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company October 9, 1916. Work was begun May 25, 1917, 
and completed August 13, 1917. It is a 40-foot street, with 
second-hand granite block gutters 25 feet in width, laid on a 
Portland cement concrete base 4 inches in depth with cement 
grout joints, a sheet asphalt pavement laid on a 4-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks 7 feet in width. The asphalt pavement and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight. edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Augustus avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street, 
is about 387 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 14, 1916. - Work was started October 23, 1916, and 
suspended November 17, 1916. Work was resumed April 12, 
1917, and completed July 12, 1917. The work done this year 
consisted of constructing the 6-inch bituminous macadam

roadway and artificial stone sidewalks. The remainder of the 
work was done last year. The artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The bituminous 
binder (Bermudez road asphalt) was furnished and applied 
by the city. 

Bardwell street, from South street to Ballard street, is about 
613 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 18, 1916. Work was begun September 11, 1916, and 
suspended December 15, 1916. Work was resumed June 11, 
1917, and completed June 30, 1917. With the exception of the 
sheet asphalt for the roadway this street was completed in 1916. 
The asphalt pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 

guaranty. 

Bexley road, from Washington street to Florence street. 
(Not started.) 7 

Blake street, from Hyde Park boundary line to Randolph 
road, is about 142 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company October 9, 1917. Work was begun June 8, 
1917, and completed August 31, 1917. It is a 40-foot street, 
with second-hand granite block gutters 25 feet in width, laid 
on a 4-inch concrete base with grout joints, asphalt pavement 
laid on a 4-inch concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The sheet asphalt pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners and 
granite blocks for the brows were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Breck avenue, from Washington street to Langley road, is 
about 207 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 14, 1916. Work was begun October 5, 1917, and 
completed December 7, 1917. It is a 45-foot street, with a 
6-inch bituminous macadam roadway, granite edgestone and 
artificial stone sidewalks 8 feet in width. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The bituminous binder (Socony 
asphalt) was furnished and applied by the city. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Caledonian avenue, from Spring street 210 feet southerly. 
A contract for excavating and grading this street was awarded 
to Frank Drinkwater November 13, 1916. Work was begun 
December 9, 1916, and completed August 16, 1917. The work 
done this year consisted of excavating earth and rock and 
grading. 
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Caspian way, from Savin Hill avenue about 520 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Martino DeMatteo October 14, 1916. Work was begun 
May 14, 1917, and completed September 11, 1917. This 
street is from 25 to 50 feet in width, with an asphalt macadam 
roadway, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
asphalt binder were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Carmel street, from Tremont street to Delle avenue. (Not 
started.) 

Centervale park, from Upland avenue to Bourneside street, is 
about 517 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 10, 1916, 
and suspended November 27, 1916. Work was resumed May 
26, 1917, and completed June 2, 1917. It is a 72-foot street, 
with two 19-foot roadways and a 20-foot loam space, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks with loam spaces. 
The roadways were paved with asphalt on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The asphalt 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The work done this year con- 
sisted of laying artificial stone sidewalks. 

Chelsea street, from Chamber street to Foss street. Work 
was commenced September 15, 1917. New edgestone was set 
and artificial stone sidewalks laid. 

Cliffmont street, from Canterbury street 1,120 feet southerly. 
A contract for constructing this street was awarded October 5, 
1917. Work was begun November 26, 1917, and suspended 
December 11, 1917. It is a 40-foot street, with an asphalt 
macadam roadway, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks, with a concrete retaining wall and fence about 270 
feet in length at the southerly end of the street. About 200 
feet of edgestone has been set and about one half the concrete 
for the wall has been placed. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. 

Conley street, from Old Colony avenue to Tenean street, is 
about 473 feet in length. A contract for furnishing filling on 
this street was awarded to D. M..Biggs July 17, 1917. Work 
was started July 23, 1917, and suspended August 15, 1917. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Cornell street, from Orange street to Colberg avenue, is about 
1,487 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface of 
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this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 14, 
1916. Work was begun December 2, 1916, and suspended 
December 30,1916. Work was resumed April 2, 1917, and com- 
pleted October 13,:1917. It is a 40-foot street with a 6-inch 
bituminous macadam roadway, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width. With 
the exception of some rough grading the entire work was done 
this year. The edgestone on the southerly side was set on a 
crushed stone foundation. The artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Thestraight edge- 
stone was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. The bituminous binder (Bermudez road asphalt) 
was furnished and applied by the city. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Cummings road, from Commonwealth avenue to 835 feet 
easterly. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to the Central Construction Company October 
9, 1916. Work was begun June 13, 1917, and completed August 
29,1917. It is a 40-foot street, with second-hand granite block 
gutters, 25 feet in width, laid on a 4-inch concrete base with 
cement grout joints, has a sheet asphalt pavement laid on a 
4-inch concrete base and artificial stone sidewalks, 43 feet in 
width, with loam spaces. The sheet asphalt pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners and granite 
blocks for brows were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Dana avenue footway, from Dana avenue to Easton avenue, is 
about 75 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial stone 
walls, steps and walks in this street was awarded to James 
Doherty May 29, 1917. ‘The steps, as constructed, are 14 feet 
wide, including the walls, about 75 feet long, covering a difference 
in elevation of over 22 feet. The contractor did the excavating, 
put in underdrains and a catch-basin, built the steps and iron 
fences, set the edgestone, furnished and laid granite block 
gutters, resurfaced coal tar concrete walks and repaired the old 
wooden fence. The contractor furnished all materials necessary 
to do the work. The artificial stone work is under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. Work was started August 24, 1917, and 
completed October 20, 1917. 

Downer avenue, from the easterly side of De Wolf street to 
Sawyer avenue, is about 842 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Martino 
De Matteo. Work was begun June 1, 1917, and completed 
August 15,1917. It is a 40-foot street with an asphalt macadam 
roadway, granite edgestone and 7-foot-artificial stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
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asphalt road binder were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone was laid under a five-year guaranty. 

Dunster road, from Centre street to Pond street, is about 
1,770 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 18, 1916. Work was begun September 380, 1916, suspended 
December 15, 1916, resumed June 4, 1917, and completed June 
30, 1917. The edgestone was set, grading done, concrete base 
for asphalt pavement laid and a part of the artificial stone-side- 
walks were constructed last season. The work this year con- 
sisted in completing the artificial stone sidewalks and laying the 
sheet asphalt pavement, both of which were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. All materials were furnished by 
the contractor this season. 

Epping street, from Washington street to Norfolk street, is 
about 241 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction, 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun November 138, 1916, 
and suspended December 15, 1916. It is a 80-foot street with 
a 20-foot asphalt roadway on a 4-inch concrete base, granite 
edgestone and 5-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. ; 

Everton street, from Geneva avenue to Olney street, is about 
690 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
on July 28, 1916. Work was begun September 2, 1916, and 
suspended December 26, 1916. Work was resumed June 2, 1917, 
and completed June 26, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with a 
26-foot Topeka roadway on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in 
width. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. . The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Fordham road, from Commonwealth avenue to Brighton 
avenue, is about 624 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company on October 9, 1916. Work was begun June 13, 
1917, and completed August 29, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with 
second-hand granite block gutters, 23 feet in width, laid on a 
4-inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone in 
front of the houses, and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in 
width. In front of the vacant land on each side the sidewalk 
was depressed to allow approach to garages which were con- 
templated at the time of constructing the street. The sheet 
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asphalt pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight: edge- 
stone, corners and granite blocks for brows were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Gaffney street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & 
Albany Railroad,is about 779 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to the Central 
Construction Company October 9, 1916.

March 28, 1917,and completed July 30,1917. It is an 80-foot 
street with granite edgestone, second-hand granite block gutters, 
2% feet in width, laid on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, 10 feet in width, 
on east side and 20 feet wide on west side for about 630 feet 
from Commonwealth avenue and about 10 feet wide for the 
remainder. The Boston Elevated Railway Company paved its 
tracks with granite block on a concrete base with grout joints.

A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
on October 9, 1916. Work was begun June 19, 1917, and com- 
pleted August 17, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with second-hand 
granite block gutters, 25 feet in width, and laid on a 4-inch 
Portland cement concrete base with cement granite joints, 
a sheet asphalt pavement laid on a 4-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks, 
7 feet in width. The sheet asphalt pavement and _ artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The straight edgestones, corners and granite blocks 
for brows were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Goodale road (southerly side), from Blue Hill avenue 620 feet 
westerly. A contract for constructing artificial stone side- 
walks 7 feet in width on one side of this street was awarded to 
Michael DeRusso & Co. Work was begun September 13, 
1917, and completed September 26, 1917. All the materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone was

Work was begun November 6, 1917, 
suspended December 138, 1917; resumed April 25, 1917, and 
completed July 17, 1917. The work this year consisted of 
constructing the 6-inch bituminous macadam roadway and 
artificial stone sidewalks. The artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The bituminous 
binder (Bermudez road asphalt) was furnished and applied by 
the city. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Grove street, from Centre street to Spring street. (Not 
started.) | 

Harvard street (Charlestown), from Prescott street to the 
south side of Harvard square, is about 380 feet in length. A 
contract to pave this street with asphalt was awarded to the 
Bermudez Company on September 20, 1917. The work on 
this street has not started as yet. 

Harvard street, from Morton street to Deering road, is about 
793 feet in length. 

Harvard street, from Willowwood street to Lucerne street, 
is about 725 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 
3, 1915. Work was begun August 18, 1916, and suspended 
December 4, 1916. Work was resumed May 21, 1917, and 
completed May 27, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot 
sheet asphalt roadway on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
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nished by the city on the line of the work. The roadway and 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 


Hill Top street, from Granite avenue to Hallet street, is . 


about 1,990 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo. 
Work was begun October 25, 1916, and suspended December 15, 
1916. Work was resumed March 23, 1917, and completed 
November 26, 1917. It is a 50-foot street with a 30-foot 
asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestones and 8-foot 
crushed stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone and asphalt binder was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. ; 

Hillcrest street, from Elgin street to Temple street, is about 
525 feet in length. A contract for the construction of the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company on July 18, 1916. Work was begun August 4, 1916, 
suspended December 5, 1916, resumed June 138, 1917, and 
completed July 10, 1917. With the exception of the sheet 
asphalt pavement and a small part of the artificial stone side- 
walks, this street was constructed last season. The sheet 
asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished 
all materials for this year’s work. 

Homestead street, from Humboldt avenue to Elm Hill avenue, 
is about 1,125 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company on July 28, 1916. Work was begun October 11, 
1916, and suspended December 15, 1916. Work was resumed 
May 14, 1917, and completed July 18, 1917. It is a 40-foot 
street with a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway in a 4-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone’ sidewalks, 7 feet in width. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Hyde Park avenue (easterly side), from Tower street to Walk 
Hill street, is about 1,506 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded 
to the Warren Brothers Company. Work was begun August 
31, 1917, and completed September 24, 1917. New edgestones 
were set and new granite block gutters were laid from Walk 
Hill street to about 250 feet south of Walk Hill street. Edge- 
stone was reset in part and granite block gutter relaid in part. 
Artificial stone sidewalks, a part 8 feet and a part 13 feet in 
width, were constructed under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The new straight edgestone and granite blocks were 
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furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Langley road, from Breck avenue to about 571 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Martino DeMatteo on October 14, 1916. Work 
was begun September 25, 1917, and completed December 7, 
1917. Itis a 40-foot street with a 6-inch bituminous macadam 
roadway, granite edgestone, and artificial stone sidewalks, 
7 feet in width. ‘The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone on the 
southerly side was set on a crushed stone and concrete founda- 
tion. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. The bituminous 


‘binder (Socony asphalt) was furnished and applied by the 


city. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Inthgow street, from Talbot avenue to Wainwright street, 
is about 683 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company on July 28, 1916. Work was begun on October 31, 
1916, and December 15, 1916. Work was resumed April 12, 
1917, and completed June 9, 1917. It is a 40-foot street 
with a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch concrete 
base, granite edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet 
in width. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The 
contractor furnished all the other materials. The roadway 
and sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Lorette street, from Centre street to Hillcrest street, is about 
504 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
on July 18, 1916. Work was begun August 1, 1916, and com- 
pleted October 27, 1917. This street was practically com- 
pleted last year. The work this year consisted in laying a 
small amount of sheet asphalt pavement at the Hillcrest 
street end, the contractor furnishing all materials. 

Lorne street, from Harvard street about 650 feet northerly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the Central Construction Company October 9, 
1916. Work was begun April 23, 1917, and completed October 
15, 1917. This street is 40 feet in width to about 550 feet 
north of Harvard street, where it widens to 80 feet and con- 
tinues at this width to the end. The artificial stone sidewalks 
are 7 feet in width, and the roadway is sheet asphalt with a 
23-foot grouted granite block gutter, both on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
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were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and side- 
walks were built under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Matchett street, from Washington street 843 feet northerly, 
was constructed for a length of about 852 feet. A contract 
for constructing the roadway was awarded to the Central 
Construction Company on October 9, 1916. Work was begun 
June 1, 1917, and completed July 7, 1917. The roadway is 
26 feet in width with second-hand granite block gutters, 23 feet 
in width laid on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
cement grout joints and sheet asphalt pavement laid on a 
A-inch Portland cement concrete base. The sheet asphalt 
pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
Granite blocks for brows were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Minton street, from Amory street to Brookside avenue, not 
started. 

Moraine street, from South Huntington avenue to Jamaica- 
way, is about 1,418 feet in length. The construction of this 
street is being done by the department forces. The work this 
year consisted of hauling and setting edgestone. 

Morton street, from Norfolk street to the easterly line of thé 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 466 
feet in length. A contract to furnish filling for this street was 
awarded to William J. Barry on September 12, 1916. Work 
was begun September 4, 1916, and completed April 11, 1917. 

Mt. Ida road, from Marvin street about 254 feet southerly, 
is a 40-foot street with a bituminous macadam roadway, 
granite edgestone and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial «stone sidewalks on this street 
was awarded to Michael DeRusso & Co. Work was begun 
October 1, 1917,and completed October 16, 1917. The con- 
tractor furnished all the materials for the work and laid the 
sidewalk under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Museum road, from Huntington avenue to the Fenway, is 
about 628 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Com- 
pany on October 5, 1917. Work was begun November 5, 
1917, and suspended December 10, 1917. It is a 50-foot street 
with granite edgestones, granite block gutters, 23 feet in width, 
laid on a 4-inch concrete base with cement grout joints, and 
is to.have a Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch concrete base 
and artificial stone sidewalks, 8 feet in width. The work this 
year consisted of setting and resetting edgestone, laying 
granite block gutters and laying concrete base and Topeka 
pavement for a distance of about 370 feet at the Huntington 
avenue end. The work will be resumed early in the spring. 
Straight edgestone and second-hand granite blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. Circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
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Norfolk street, from Blue Hill avenue to Corbet street, is 
about 3,780 feet in length. A contract for the construction 
of the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Con- 
struction Company. Work was begun July 31, 1917, and 
suspended December 12, 1917. When complete it is to be a 
60-foot street with a sheet asphalt roadway, on a 6-inch con- 
erete base, grouted granite block gutters, granite edgestone 
and 8-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The street has been 
rough graded and the edgestone has been set between Blue 
Hill avenue and Clarkwood street this year. 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to Market street, 
is about 3,260 feet in length. A contract for the construction 
of the surface of this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers 
on June 14, 1917. The street is to be 60 feet in width for most 
of its length, with 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The con- 


_ tractor started work late in the fall and set some of the edge- 


stone, but was obliged to suspend work on account of the 

severe weather. “Work will be resumed again early in the 

spring. The new roadway surface is to be asphalt laid on a 

6-inch Portland cement concrete base, with granite block 

gutters, laid on a concrete base with grout joints. The city 

aR the new straight edgestone at the South End Paving 
ard. 

Orchardfield street, from Dorchester avenue to Freeport 
street, is about 814 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company. Work was begun October 10, 1916, and sus- 
pended December 8, 1916. Work was resumed June 12, 1917, 
and completed June 15, 1917. It is a 20-foot street with a 
14-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete 
base, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, 3 feet in 
width. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The city furnished the 
circular edgestone on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Overland street, from Brookline avenue to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to the James J. Coughlan 
Company on October 16, 1917. Work was begun October 25 
and suspended November 30, 1917. This street as constructed 
is 40 feet wide with 6-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The con- 
tractor did the grading, set the edgestone, laid the 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base and paved a portion of the 
roadway with granite blocks. He also furnished and laid the 
artificial stone sidewalks. The contractor furnished all the 
materials necessary to build the street. Work will be resumed 
in the spring. 

Parkland street, from Winship street to Academy Hill road, 
is about 466 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to Coleman Brothers on June 14, 1917. Work was 
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begun August 23, 1917, and completed October 16,1917. This 
street is 20 feet in width, with 34-foot sidewalks. - The con- 
tractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, paved the granite 
block gutters, paved the roadway with asphalt on a 4-inch 
Portland cement concrete base and furnished and laid the 
artificial stone sidewalks. The city furnished the new straight 
edgestone and corners at the South End Yard and circular 
edgestones on the line of work; the other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. The side- 
walks and asphalt pavement were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The original surface of the street was 
gravel. 

Patten street, from Hyde Park avenue to Bourne street, is 
about 1,192 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo on 
October 14, 1916. ‘Work was begun November 28, 1916, and 
completed June 23, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with a 6-inch 
bituminous macadam roadway, granite edgestones, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid. under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The straight edgestone was furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The 
bituminous binder (Bermudez road asphalt) was furnished and 
applied by the city. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Perham street, from Vermont street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 2,616 feet in length. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the Central Construction Company on October 9, 
1916. Work was begun June 29, 1917,and completed October 
10, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with second-hand granite block 
gutters, 25 feet in width, laid on a 4-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks. 
The sheet asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
straight edgestone, corners and granite blocks for brows were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Pontiac street, from Tremont street to Hillside street, is 
about 936 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company on October 22, 1917. This street when constructed 
is to be 40 feet wide with 7-foot sidewalks. Two large retain- 
ing walls have been built and considerable rock and earth 
cutting has been done. The edgestones are to be hauled and 
set, artificial stone sidewalks are to be built, block gutters 
laid and the roadway is to be bituminous macadam. Fences 
are to be built on the walls and considerable more rock and 
earth cutting is yet to be done. 
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Radford lane, from Carruth street across Bushnell street, is 
about 432 feet in length. This street is being constructed by 
the department force. 

Ralston street, from Dorchester avenue to Old Colony avenue, 


- is about 1,127 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 


surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. 
on October 9, 1917. Work was begun October 18, 1917, and 
suspended December 15, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with 
granite edgestones, 5-inch crushed stone sidewalks, 7 feet in 
width, flaggitig crosswalks at Dorchester avenue, and i is to have 
a 6-inch bituminous macadam roadway. The work this year 
has consisted of grading, setting the edgestone and construct- 
ing crushed stone sidewalks. ‘Concrete retaining walls were 
constructed on each side for a short distance near Dorchester 
avenue. The work will be resumed early in the spring. The 
straight edgestone, second-hand granite blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestones were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Richwood street, from Centre street to Montview street, is 
about 1,267 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company on October 9, 1916. Work was begun July 16, 1917, 
and completed, with exception of a seal coat, December 1, 1917. 
It is a 40-foot street with second-hand granite block gutters, 
25 feet in width, laid on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base 
with cement grout joints, Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestones, and side- 
walks 7 to 13 feet in width, having artificial stone walks, 45 to 
55 feet in width, with loam spaces. The artificial stone sidewalks 
and Topeka pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Ripley road, from Harvard street to Vassar street, is about 
685 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
on July 28, 1916. Work was begun September 25, 1916, and 
suspended December 11, 1916. Work was resumed May 15, 
1917,and completed May 19,1917. It is a 40-foot street with 
a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight edgestone, 
flagging and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Rowell street, from Hancock street to Cushing avenue, is 
about 587 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
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surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 
14, 1916. Work was begun June 28, 1917, and completed 
September 20, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks and 26-foot asphalt macadam roadway. ‘The 
circular edgestone and asphalt road binder were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. ‘The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Rugby road, from Randolph road to Oakland street, is about 
552 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
on October 9, 1916. Work was begun June 8, 1917, and com- 
pleted September 3, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with second- 
hand granite block gutters, 2% feet in width, laid on a 4-inch 
Portland cement conérete base with cement erout joints, sheet 
asphalt pavement laid on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, granite edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in 
width. The sheet asphalt pavement and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone, corners and granite blocks for brows 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

St. Rose street, from South street about 416 feet westerly. 
A contract:for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Martino DeMatteo on October 14, 1916. Work was begun 
March 22, 1917, and completed June 30, 1917. It is a 40-foot 
street with a 6-inch bituminous macadam roadway, granite 
edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. The bituminous binder 
(Bermudez road asphalt) was furnished and applied by the 
city. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Santuit street, from Welles avenue to Roseland street, is about 
386 feet in length. It is a 40-foot street with a Topeka roadway 
on a 4-inch concrete base, grouted granite block gutters, granite 
edgestones and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. A contract 
for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Michael DeRusso & Co. on August 23, 1917. Work was begun 
August 28, 1917, and completed September 11, 1917. The 
contractor furnished all the materials for the work and laid 
the sidewalk under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Saville street, from Park street to Stratford street, is about 
314 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
October 9, 1916. Work was begun July 3, 1917, and completed 
October 10, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with second-hand 
granite block hip gutters, 35 feet in width, laid on 4-inch Port- | 
land cement concrete base with cement grout joints, a sheet 
asphalt pavement laid on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
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base, granite edgestones at street corners and sidewalks 7 feet in 
width, having artificial stone sidewalks, 45 feet in width, with 
loam spaces. The artificial stone sidewalks and sheet asphalt 
pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestones were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Seaver street, from Blue Hill avenue across Walnut avenue, is 
about 4,160 feet in length. A contract for reconstructing this 
street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company July 17, 
1917. Work was begun July 18, 1917, and completed Septem- 
ber 20, 1917. It is a 925-foot street with a 20-foot sidewalk, 
10 feet artificial stone and. 10-foot loam space on the north side, 
a 40-foot sheet asphalt on existing telford macadam base road- 
way, with grouted granite block gutters, granite edgestone on 
the south side only, and a street car reservation 323 feet in 
width on the south side next to the roadway. ‘The straight 
edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The roadway 
and sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

South street, from Chestnut Hill avenue to Commonwealth 
avenue, is about 616 feet in length. A contract to construct 
this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers on June 14, 1917. 
Work was started July 26, 1917, and completed November 17, 
1917. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks. The con- 
tractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, laid the granite 
block gutters on a concrete base with grout joints 24 feet wide, 
laid the asphalt pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, and furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks and 
driveways. The sidewalks and roadway are laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edge- 
stone and granite blocks for brows; the other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. The old 
roadway was macadam. 

Southwick street, from Neponset avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 359 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was started August 8, 1916, 
and suspended December 14, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with 
a 26-foot. roadway and 7-foot sidewalks. When completed 
this street will have a sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch con- 
crete base, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks. 
The work done this year consisted of setting the edgestone, 
fears the artificial stone sidewalk and placing the concrete 

ase. 

Temple street, from Spring street to Ivory street, is about 
1,091 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
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of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 18, 1916. Work was begun August 16, 1916, suspended 
December 15, 1916, resumed April 23, 1917, and completed 
June 25, 1917. The edgestone was set, a part of the grading 
was done, and a part of the concrete base for asphalt pavement 
was laid last season. ‘The work this year has consisted in 
completing the grading and concrete base for asphalt pavement, 
laying the sheet asphalt and constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks. The sheet asphalt pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
All materials were furnished by the contractor this season. 

Theodore street, from Morton street about 618 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to the Central Construction Company July 28, 1916. Work 
was begun November 11, 1916, and suspended December 15, 
1916. Work was resumed June 27, 1917, and completed 
September 6, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot asphalt 
roadway on a 4-inch concrete base, granite edgestone and 
artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight edge- 
stone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The roadway and sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Turner street, from Washington street to Faneuil street, is 
about 1,255 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 14, 1917. This is a 
40-foot street with sidewalks 7 feet in width. The contractor 
did the subgrading, set the edgestone, laid granite block gut- 
ters, 25 feet in width, on a concrete base with grout joints, 
laid the asphalt pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, and furnished and laid the artificial stone driveways 
and sidewalks. The roadway and sidewalks are laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
edgestone and granite blocks for brows; the other materials 
necessary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 
The former surface of the street was gravel. 

Upland avenue, from Park street to Melville avenue, is about 
748 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 9, 1916, and 
suspended December 15, 1916. Work was resumed May 18, 
1917, and completed June 2, 1917. It is a 60-foot street 
with a 30-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and sidewalks 15 
feet in width, consisting of a 5-foot artificial stone walk and a 
loam space. The straight edgestone and corners were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
. edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
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All other material was furnished by the contractor. The 
roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Vista street, from Augustus avenue to Malvern road, is 
about 399 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 14, 1916. Work was begun October 31, 1916, sus- 
pended December 1, 1916, resumed April 16, 1917, and com- 
pleted July 18, 1917. The work this year consisted of con- 
structing the 6-inch bituminous macadam roadway and artificial 
stone sidewalks. The artificial stone sidewalks were constructed 
part 7 feet in width and part 43 feet in width with seeded loam 
spaces. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The bituminous binder (Ber- 
mudez road asphalt) was furnished and applied by the city. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Waldo terrace, from Washington street to Henshaw street, 
is about 292 feet in length. A contract to construct the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 14, 
1917. Work was started July 14, 1917, and finished October 
16, 1917. The street is about 20 feet in width, with sidewalks 
3 feet in width for a portion of the street. Along city property 
the curbstone was set on the street line and the sidewalk on 
that side was built on the adjoining city property outside 
the street line. The contractor did the grading, paved granite 
block gutters 13 feet wide on concrete base with grout joints, 
laid the asphalt pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, and furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. 
The sidewalks, gutters and artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city fur- 
nished the edgestone, corners and granite blocks for brows 
and the contractor furnished all other materials necessary to 
do the work. The old surface of the street was gravel. 

Washington street, from Morton street to Asticou road, is 
about 510 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to James Doherty August 30, 1916. Work 
was begun September 11, 1916, suspended December 15, 
1916, resumed May 14, 1917, and completed May 17, 1917. 
With the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks this street 
was constructed last season. The artificial stone sidewalk 
was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The con- 
tractor furnished all the material. 

Wensley street, from Buckman street to Bickford street, is 
about 416 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo. 
Work was started May 9, 1917, and completed November 20, 
1917. It is a 40-foot street with an asphalt macadam road- 
way, granite edgestones, flagging crosswalks and 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and corners were 
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furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
_ circular edgestone and asphalt road binder were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The artificial stone was laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Westwood street, from Richfield street to Wales place, is 
about 607 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company October 9, 1916. Work was begun November 11, 
1916, and suspended December 14, 1916. Work was resumed 
April 28, 1917, and completed June 19, 1917. It is a 40-foot 
street with ‘a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging cross- 
walks and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width. The 
straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The road- 
way and sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Wordsworth street, from Horace street to Coleridge street, is 
about 662 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany October 9, 1916. Work was started June 28, 1917, and 
completed August 11, 1917. It is a 50-foot street with side- 
walks 8 feet wide. The contractor did the grading, set the 
edgestone, paved the granite block gutters, 25 feet wide, on 
concrete base, with grout joints, laid the asphalt pavement on 
a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base and furnished and laid 
the artificial stone sidewalks. They also furnished and built 
a wooden fence at the line of the railroad property. The 
sidewalks, gutters and asphalt pavement are laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edgestone 
and. granite blocks for brows and all the other materials neces- 
sary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. The 
original surface of the street was gravel. 

Wyoming street, from Humboldt avenue to Wabeno street, is 
about 200 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 
14, 1916. Work was begun September 10, 1917, and completed 
October 4,1917. Itis a 40-foot street with an asphalt macadam 
roadway, granite edgestones and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone and asphalt road 
binder were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 


ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Adams street, from King square to Ashmont street, is about 
3,450 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
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sidewalks, about 8 feet in width, on both sides of this street 
was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was 
begun August 7, 1917, and completed October 31, 1917. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Adams street, from Richmond street to Codman street, is 
about 2,580 feet in length. A contract for constructing an 8- 
foot artificial stone sidewalk with granite edgestone and 3-foot 
granite block gutters on the west side of this street was awarded 
to Warren Brothers Company July 3, 1917. Work was begun 
September 6, 1917, and completed November 12, 1917. The 
straight edgestone, corners, paving blocks and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the contrac- 
tor. The sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Ainsley street, from Rosemont street about 61 feet southerly 
on the west side. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on one side of this street was awarded 
to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was begun Septem- 
ber 10, 1917, and completed September 18, 1917. All the 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Amory street, from Boylston street to Green street, is about 
2,432 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to the Warren Brothers 
Company August 16, 1917. Work was begun September 24, 
1917, and completed November 15, 1917. Edgestone was reset 
in part, new circular edgestone was set and granite block 
gutters were laid on parts of the street. Artificial stone side- 
walks were constructed on the east side from Boylston street to 
Green street and on the west side from Boylston street about 
520 feet southerly. The new circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. The new paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Atlantic avenue (easterly side), from Summer street to 370 
feet north of Congress street, is about 950 feet in length. A 
contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks on this street 
was awarded to John Landis & Co. October 17, 1917. Work 
was started November 5, 1917, and suspended December 7, 
1917. The contractor has reset the edgestone, relaid some 
paving and has furnished and laid a part of the artificial stone 
walks, which are 12 feet wide. He was compelled to shut 
down the work on account of the severity of the weather and 
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the lateness of the season. The contract will be completed 
early in the sprmg. The sidewalk is laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Auckland street, from Belfort street about 51 feet south on 
the easterly side. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on one side of this street was awarded 
to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was begun Novem- 
ber 16, 1917, and completed November 17, 1917. The straight 
edgestones and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone was laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Belfort street, from Dorchester avenue to Sagamore street, is 
about 552 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on both sides of this street was 
awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was 
begun November 7, 1917, and completed November 17, 1917. 
The straight edgestone and paving blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Belvidere street, from Massachusetts avenue to Dalton street, 
is about 1,009 feet in length. A contract to construct the 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James 
Doherty August 19, 1916. The contractor did the excavating, 
reset. the edgestone and furnished all material to do the work. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Brookside avenue, from Boylston street to Green street, is 
about 2,041 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Warren 
Brothers August 16, 1917. Work was begun November 6, 
1917, and suspended December 11, 1917. Work this year has 
consisted of setting a greater part of the edgestone, laying 
granite block gutters, excavating and placing cinders for 
artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and corners 
and second-hand granite blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Brown avenue, from Poplar street to Blakemore street, is 
about 2,311 feet in length. A contract for constructing artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles J. 
Jacobs Company August 7, 1917. Work was begun August 15, 
1917, and suspended October 22, 1917. Edgestone was reset 
(a part on crushed stone and concrete foundation), granite 
block gutters were relaid, and artificial stone sidewalks of 
varying widths were constructed under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The edgestone was relocated between Allen and 
Rowe streets and several trees which interfered with the 
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proper construction of the sidewalks were removed. Straight 
edgestone and small corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. Circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The street was _ practically 
completed this season. 

Corbet street, from Norfolk street to Morton street, is about 
1,147 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty. Work 
was begun September 14, 1916, and suspended October 19, 
1916. Work was resumed May 30, 1917, and completed 
June 7, 1917. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks. 
The contractor furnished all the materials to lay the artificial 
stone. The sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Dix street, from Adams street about 120 feet west on the 
northerly side. A contract for constructing an artificial stone 
sidewalk, 7 feet in width, on one side of this street was awarded 
to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was begun October 
1, 1917, and completed October 9, 1917. All the materials 
for the work were furnished by the contractor and the side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue (west side), from Park street to Peabody 
square, is about 4,535 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing artificial stone sidewalk on the west side of this street was 
awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was 
begun September 17, 1917, and completed October 31, 1917. 
The straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue, from Freeport street to Park street, is 
about 3,260 feet in length. A contract for constructing artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks, 10 feet in width, on both sides of this 
street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company July 3, 
1917. Work was begun July 28, 1917, and completed Septem- 
ber 7, 1917. The straight edgestone and corners were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue, at Nos. 1542, 1544, 1582 and 1588. A 
contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks, 9 feet in 
width, was awarded to V. Grande November 23, 1916. Work 
was begun May 11, 1917, and completed May 28, 1917. The 
contractor furnished all material necessary to do the work. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Edison green, in front of No. 6. A contract for construct- 
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ing artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, in front of No. 6, 
was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. Work was completed 
November 16, 1917. All the materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The artificial stone was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Florence street, from Ashland street to Poplar street, is 
about 708 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty 
August 19, 1916. Work was begun June 29, 1917, and com- 
pleted July 18, 1917. The edgestone was reset in part and 
the new circular edgestone was set. The granite block gutters 
were relaid in part and artificial stone sidewalks, about 8 feet 
in width, were constructed under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Hanover street, from Court street to Commercial street, is 
about 3,309 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to V. 
Grande October 9, 1917. Work was begun October 16, 1917, 
and suspended December 14, 1917. A portion of the edgestone 
was reset and a small amount of granite block paving was 
relaid. Artificial stone sidewalks were constructed from Court 
street to Parmenter street and Richmond street, and from 
Prince street to about 240 feet east of Charter street on north- 
erly side and from Prince street to Battery street on the south- 
erly side, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. A small 
amount of straight and circular edgestone were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. Work will be resumed as early 
in the spring as weather conditions will permit. 

King street, from Neponset avenue to Adams street, is about 
1,376 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on both sides of the street was 
awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co July 19, 1917. Work was 
begun July 23, 1917, and completed September 7, 1917. The 
straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Lamartine street, from Boylston street to Green street, is 
about 2,350 feet in length. A contract for constructing artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to the Warren 
Brothers Company August 16, 1917. Work was begun 
September 15, 1917, and completed October 18, 1917. Straight 
edgestone was reset, new circular edgestone was set and artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks, from 6 to 8 feet in width, were constructed 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The

granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Neponset avenue (west side), from Boutwell street to King 
street, is about 1,200 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks, 10 feet in width, on the west side 
of this street was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. 
Work was begun July 23, 1917, and completed September 21, 
1917. The straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Norfolk avenue (west side), from Shirley street to Burrell 
street, is about 387 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
an artificial stone sidewalk on this street was awarded to V. 
Grande November 23, 1916. Work was started April 18, 
1917, and completed May 12, 1917. The contractor did the 
excavating, reset the edgestone, repaved the granite block 
gutter, laid the crosswalk and furnished all the materials and 
laid the artificial stone sidewalks under a five-year mainte- 
nance guaranty. The city furnished the necessary flagging at 
the South End paving yard. 

Park street (north side), from Adams street to Clayton 
street, is about 730 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks, 8 feet in width, on the north side of 
this street was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. 
Work was begun October 26, 1917, and completed November 10, 
1917. The straight edgestone, corners, paving blocks and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone was laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Paul Gore street (north side), from No. 12 to Chestnut avenue, 
is about 1,350 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to the 
Warren Brothers Company August 16, 1917. Work was begun 
October 18, 1917, and completed November 13, 1917. New 
granite edgestone was set and new granite block gutters were 
set from No. 12 about 900 feet easterly and edgestone was 
reset and gutter relaid from about 900 feet east of No. 12 to 
Chestnut avenue. Artificial stone sidewalk, 7 feet in width, 
was constructed under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The new straight edgestone and granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Richmond street (north side), from Dorchester avenue to 
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Adams street, 1s about 1,620 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on the 
north side of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers 
Company July 3, 1917. Work was begun August 27, 1917, 
and completed October 23, 1917. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Romsey street, from Dorchester avenue to Sydney street, is 
about 1,114 feet in length. A contract for constructing artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, in this street was awarded 
to William J. Rafferty & Co. Work was begun October 1, 
1917, and completed October 19, 1917. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The contractor furnished all material necessary to do the work. 

Ridge street, from Brown avenue to Sycamore street, 1s about 
740 feet in length. The contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles J. Jacobs 
August 7, 1917. Work was begun October 10, 1917, and sus- 
pended December 8, 1917. Edgestone was set, granite block 
gutters laid, and artificial stone sidewalks, 6 feet in width, were 
constructed on the north side except about 40 feet at Sycamore 
street. The straight edgestone, corners and second-hand 
granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. This work will be completed in the spring 
as early as practicable. 

Rosemont street, from Adams street to Gustine street, 1s about 
385 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, on both sides of the street was 
awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 19, 1917. Work was begun 
August 2, 1917, and completed September 12, 1917. The 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

St. Cecilia street, from Boylston street to Belvidere street, is 
about 450 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty 
August 19,1916. Work was begun July 26, 1917, and completed 
August 24, 1917. The contractor did the excavating, set the 
new circular edgestone, reset the old edgestone, repaved the 
gutters, furnished the materials, and laid the artificial stone 
sidewalks under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the new circular edgestone on the line of the work. 

Scotia street, from St. Cecilia street to Dalton street, is about 
658 feet in length. A contract to construct the artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty August 
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19, 1916. Work was begun July 20, 1917, and completed 
October 24, 1917. The contractor did the excavating, set and 
reset some edgestone, repaved the gutters and furnished the 
materials and laid the artificial stone sidewalks and driveways 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished 
the new straight edgestone at the South End Paving Yard and 
the circle edgestone on the line of the work. 

Seymour street, from Brown avenue to Canterbury street, is 
about 1,149 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to the Charles 
J. Jacobs Company August 7, 1917. Work was started August 
8, 1917, and completed September 21, 1917. The edgestone 
was reset in part and the granite block gutters relaid in part. 
Artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, were constructed under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished 
all the materials. 

Sherwood street, from Ashland street to Florence street, is 
about 1,561 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles 
J. Jacobs August 7, 1917. Work was begun August 30, 1917, 
and suspended October 18, 1917. Edgestone was set, granite 
block gutters laid, and artificial stone sidewalks, a part 5 feet 
and a part 6 feet in width, were constructed under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, corners and 
second-hand granite blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The street was practically 
completed this year. 

Shirley street (south side), from Clifton street to Norfolk 
avenue, is about 619 feet in length. A contract to construct 
the artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to V. 
Grande November 23, 1916. Work was started April 27, 
1917, and completed May 14, 1917. The contractor did the 
excavating, set the circle stones, reset the old edgestone, laid 
the crosswalks, repaved the gutter, furnished the materials, 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalk under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The city furnished the circle edgestone on 
the line of the work and the flagging at the South End Paving 
Yard. 

Stoughton street (southerly side), from 90 feet east of Columbia 
road to Stoughton place, is about 446 feet in length. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
was awarded to James Doherty August 16, 1916. Work was 
started July 21, 1917, and completed July 26, 1917. The con- 
tractor did the excavating, reset some edgestone, repaved some 
gutter, furnished the materials, and laid the artificial stone 
sidewalks under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Sycamore street, from Florence street to Ashland street, is 
about 1,263 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
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artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles 
J. Jacobs August 7, 1917. Work was begun October 19, 1917, 
and suspended December 8, 1917. Edgestone was set, granite 
block gutters were laid, and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in 
width, were practically all laid from Florence street to Prospect 
avenue under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone, corners and second-hand granite block gutters were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
Work will be resumed as early in the spring as practicable. 

Tower street, from Hyde Park avenue to Forest Hills Cemetery, 
is about 1,114 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to the 
Warren Brothers Company August 16, 1917. Work was begun 
September 138, 1917, and completed September 21, 1917. 
Granite edgestone was reset, granite block gutters were relaid, 
and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, were constructed 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty where sidewalks had 
not been previously constructed. The contractor furnished 
all the materials. . 

Walk Hull street (westerly side), from Hyde Park avenue to 
about 400 feet southerly. The contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to the Warren 
Brothers Company August 16, 1917. Work was begun August 
31, 1917, and completed September 10, 1917. A small amount 
of edgestone was reset, gutter relaid, and artificial stone side- 
walks, 8 feet in width, were constructed under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

West Selden street, from Crossman street to about 2,100 feet 
easterly. A contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks, 
8 feet in width, on both sides of this street was awarded to 
Warren Brothers Company July 3, 1917. Work was begun 
July 9, 1917, and completed August 1, 1917. The corner stones 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The arti- 
ficial stone was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

DEFECTS IN SIDEWALKS AND ROADWAYS. 


One hundred sixty-one notices were sent to property 
owners to make repairs to sidewalks for the maintenance 
of which they were responsible. These included steps, 
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portions of buildings encroaching on sidewalks, and 
defective bulkheads, areas, etc. 

Twenty-two thousand seven hundred twenty-one 
notices were sent to district foremen, contractors, public 
service corporations and others to make repairs in the 
streets where defects existed on account of work for 
which they were responsible. 

Permits have been issued for the placing of four 
hundred fifty-nine poles and the removal of three hun- 
dred ninety-five poles in accordance with plans filed in 
this office. Permits have also been issued for the re- 
setting of nine hundred eighty-one defective poles.

February 1, 1918. 
Mr. EK. F. Murpuxy, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Str,— I respectfully submit the following report 
of the income, expenditures and operation of the Sewer 
and Water Division for the year ending January 31, 
1918. 

The writer resumed his duties as division engineer 
of the Sewer and Water Division on December 1, 1917. 
Prior to this date the Sewer and Water Services were 
administered as part of the Highway Division, their 
operation being directed by the division engineer of 
that division. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


The following is a statement of the important items 
of work completed during the year 1917, or in progress 
at the present time: 


BRIGHTON. 


Pipe sewers have been built in Turner street, Breck 
avenue, Langley road, William Jackson avenue, Matchett 
street and Justin road. 

Sewers and surface drains have been built in North 
Beacon street, Academy Hill road, Parkman street, 
Chestnut Hill avenue, Griggs street, Parkvale avenue 
and Holden street. 

Work has been started on the reconstruction of 
Shepard brook to relieve a long-standing nuisance in 
Arden, Haskell, Franklin and other streets in this 
vicinity. 

East Boston. 

Sanitary sewers of pipe have been built in London, 
Saratoga and Shelby streets and Faywood avenue, and 
3-foot sewer (concrete) in Webster street. 
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CHARLESTOWN. 


Construction started on the rebuilding of the sewer in 
Rutherford avenue, between Baldwin and Allen streets; 
15-inch pipe sewer in Cambridge street, between existing 
sewer and Crescent street. 


West Roxpury. 


The principal item of construction in West Roxbury 
has been the rebuilding of the Roslindale brook, from 
Bellevue Station to Corey street. This is intended to 
take all the storm water from Centre street, between 
Beech and Corey streets, and all abutting streets. 

Elmwood Street brook at North avenue is intended to 
relieve the flooding of lowland between North avenue 
and Glendale road. . 

Pipe sewers have also been built in Hodgdon terrace, 
Florence and Wyvern streets, Alden road and other 
streets. 

Spring Street brook has been extended easterly and 
northerly to La Grange street to take the drainage from 
the La Grange Street Playground. 


DORCHESTER. 


Dorchester brook sewer in Dacia street, between 
Brookford and Quincy streets. This conduit is 6 feet 9 
inches by 6 feet 2 inches and is intended to relieve the 
flooded streets in the low lying valley of Dorchester 
brook within the above limits. 

Almont street outlet in private land, between Almont 
and Oakland streets, giving drainage to territory south 
of Walk Hill street, between Walk Hill street, Blue Hill 
avenue and Oakland street. 

Pipe sewers have also been built in Balsam street, 
Dunbar avenue, Annapolis and East Cottage streets, 
Foss road and other streets. 

An entirely new system of sewer has been started in 
Norfolk street, between Dorr’s Bridge and Walk Hill 
street. 

Davenport brook has been completed from Codman 
street to Washington street and has entirely abated the 
floodings of long standing between Dorchester avenue 
and Morton street. 

Hypr Park. 


Pipe sewers have been built in Child street, Gordon 
avenue, Hillside street and Church street. 
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Hyde Park avenue, from Clarendon Hills to Hyde 
Park square, has been laid out under the act, and new 
systems of surface drains and new sewers completed. 
The street floodings were frequent in time of storm 
at the three railroad stations in Hyde Park, namely, 
Fairmount Station, Hyde Park Station and Readville 
Station, and have been entirely abated by the installa- 
tion of new surface drainage systems. 

Surface drains have been built to relieve floodings in 
Water street at Williams avenue, Warren avenue at 
Neponset river and in Wolcott square and vicinity. 


ROXBURY. 


Tide-gate chamber built on Muddy river conduit in 
Deerfield street at Back street. 

New sanitary sewer in Brookline avenue, from Jersey 
street to Audubon road. Separate system of sewers in 
Overland street, Museum road and Moreland street. 

Pipe sewers have been built in Alleys 818 and 819, be- 
tween Batavia street and Westland avenue; Alleys 820 
and 821, between Huntington avenue and St. Botolph 
street. 


Crry PROPER. 


Nashua street, at Minot street, tide-gate chamber 
built to relieve overcharged sewers in this vicinity. 

Most of the work in the city proper this year has been 
locating and rebuilding outlets for existing basins,very 
many of these outlets having been found broken by 
excavations in the streets, thereby causing catch-basins 
to overflow in time of storm through the lack of sufficient 
outlets. 


Soutu Boston. 


Most of the sewer work in South Boston has been in 
connection with the new South Boston Tunnel, between 
Broadway and Andrew square. 

The three detached pumping stations located at 
Summer Street extension, Union Park street at Albany 
street, and Readville street, Hyde Park, have been 
operated continuously throughout the year and the 
station in Union Park street in particular has been the 
means of reducing the number of complaints from 
flooded cellars in the South End district so that at the 
present time, during heavy rainstorms, there is practi- 
cally no cause for complaint. 


_ 
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WATER SERVICE. 


During the year 6.7 miles of pipe, varying in size from 
4-inch to 30-inch, were laid. Owing to conditions result- 
ing from the war, only 28,154 linear feet of 4-inch to 
16-inch pipe were laid to meet petitions, etc., against 
54,814 linear feet of 4-inch to 12-inch pipé laid in 1916; 
6,056 linear feet pipe extension was made in the business 
section of the city for fire pipes and sprinkler connections 
from the high service. In continuation of the policy 
of relaying old and small mains, 3.3 miles of pipe from 
4 inches to 12 inches in diameter were replaced with 
larger sizes. 

There are now 870.62 miles of mains. from 4 inches 
to 48 inches in service. 

The 30-inch high service main begun in 1914 and con- 
tinued in 1915, 1916 and 1917, starting from the 36-inch 
high service main in Heath street, Roxbury, thence 
through Columbus avenue, Worcester street, Washington 
street, Perry street, Harrison avenue, Broadway, Curve 
street, Hudson street and Kneeland street, to Atlantic 
avenue, was completed by laying 900 linear feet 30-inch 
pipe in Harrison avenue, between Dover street and 
Broadway, with the exception of a connection on 
Harrison avenue, under the tracks of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The completion of 
this main will provide a much needed additional supply 
to the high service district of the city proper which, 
at the present time, is largely dependent on the 42-inch 
main in Huntington avenue, Clarendon street, New- 
bury street and Boston Common. A serious break in 
the 42-inch main would expose the business district to 
danger from lack of adequate supply for the sprinkler 
and fire pipe systems on this service. While there is a 
20-inch high service main in Huntington avenue, and 
a 16-inch high service main in Columbus avenue, both 
interconnected on the Common, they alone are unable 
to maintain an effective pressure as the consumption has 
increased far beyond their carrying capacity. Our 
dependence for several years past has been on the 42-inch 
high service line. 

The more important relaying work was the replace- 
ment of 2,700 linear feet 8-inch pipe with 16-inch pipe in 
River street, Hyde Park, between Huntington avenue 
and Fairmount avenue. This work completes the 


_ enlarging of the small pipe in River street between the 
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former Dorchester line and the center of Hyde Park, 
and furnishes to that district a second adequate supply 
in case the metropolitan 20-inch main is out of commis- 
sion. 

Ninety-one hydrants have been established, making 
a total of 9,619 available for use. 

The law relative to metering annually all new services 
installed after December 31, 1907, and 5 per cent of the 
services then unmetered, was changed on April 10 by 
a special act of the Legislature, waiving for one year 
the clause in the act providing for the metering of 5 per 
cent of existing services. Up to February 1, 1917, due 
to the operation of the act, 61,154 meters had been set 
on new and existing services or about 66 per cent of the 
total services were metered. Between February 1 and 
April 7, 838 meters were set on old services, and since 
that date, in compliance with the change in the law, 
only new service pipes to the number of 833 have been 
metered. ‘Total number of meters in service on J anuary, 
31 was 62,522. 

Service pipes, including new and enlarged sizes, 
to the number of 1,045 were installed during the year. 

Continued cold weather during the month of January, 
with the absence of snow, drove the frost to a dangerous 
depth that endangered service pipes. These condi- 
tions, aggravated by a lack of coal for heating, ete., 
resulted in an epidemic of frozen service pipes, and to 
date the Water Service has thawed by means of hot 
water, steam and electricity 327 pipes. 

The rebuilding of the Brookline Avenue Bridge over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad necessitated the reloca- 
tion of two 28-inch steel water pipes located on the 
bridge. The policy adopted in the past of carrying 
water pipes over bridges was successful previous to the 
advent of motor vehicles, but for the past few years pipes 
so located on the roadway floor and uncovered have 
been exposed to danger of damage from automobiles 
beyond control, etc. The war has also caused a reali- 
zation of the damage that could be done by an enemy 
to pipes so located. Under these conditions it was 
decided to carry a 42-inch steel pipe, embedded in con- 
crete, under the railroad tracks. A contract was 
awarded for furnishing and laying 42-inch steel pipe 
with wrought steel flanges, } inch thick, with longi- 
tudinal joint of double-riveted lap type seam calked. 
A lead gasket + inch thick, cut to project + inch, was 
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used between the flanges. The length between the 
center of the vertical legs on the base was 136.7 feet; 
the height of each leg behind the abutment was 24 feet. 
At the upper 90-degree bends a steel manhole pipe 24 
inches in diameter was attached to afford means of 
entrance. The pipe was protected after completion’ 
at the shop by thoroughly cleaning the inner and outer 
surfaces and applying one coat of paint to the outside 
and two coats of paint to the inside of the pipe. After 
placing in position the entire inner surface was given 
a third coat of paint. The pipes under the rails were . 
laid to have a 6-foot cover. The pipe on the base 
was surrounded by reinforced concrete mixed 1—2—4 for 
a thickness of 1 foot around the pipe. The vertical 
legs had a concrete covering 15 feet thick. ‘The com- 
pleted work upon test proved to be absolutely tight. 

During the coming year the existing 24-inch low service 
steel pipe on the Massachusetts Avenue Bridge over 
the New York, New Haven «& Hartford Railroad, in- 
stalled in 1883 and now in poor condition, should be 
replaced with a steel pipe carried under the railroad 
tracks in a concrete envelope. At the same time, and 
as a part of the same construction, a second 24-inch 
steel pipe should be laid to connect the present dead 
ends of the 24-inch high service main in Massachusetts 
avenue.

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ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $2,065.66 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
section 10. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $1,671.22 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates under chapter 456 of 1889, and other acts, which 
have been connected during the year with the sewers for 
which they were assessed. 

Two thousand and thirty-nine (2,039) permits have 
been issued, viz., 507 to district foremen, 475 to con- 
tractors and 1 057 to licensed drainlayers, for repairing 
or laying house drains. The work done under these 
permits has been inspected and a record of the same 
made on the plans of the Sewer Service, in accordance 
with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer construc- 
tion have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 71,949.54 feet of sewers and appurtenances, 
costing $421,719.73.

Lowry hydrants are set on the main pipe — the barrel comes to within five inches of the 
road surface, inclosed in a box whose frame and cover are flush with road surface. To use 
this style of hydrant a chuck having either one 24-inch outlet or two 2}-inch outlets and 
pps 4 panals outlet, each controlled by an independent valve, is connected to Lowry hydrant 

arrel, 

Boston Lowry hydrants are set in the sidewalk; in all other respects they are similar to 
the Lowry hydrants. } 

Boston » ost hydrants are designed and made in the Water Service machine shop, are 
set in the sidewalk and have two 44-inch and one 24-inch outlets controlled by independent 
valves in addition to a main valve. 

Ordinary post hydrants are set in the sidewalk and have one 43-inch and two 2}-inch 
outlets without Ladarakaens valves, the only valve in hydrant being the main valve. 

Boston hydrants are the original hydrants used in Boston and consist of a 2} inch pine 
coming to within five inches of street surface controlled by a valve. The number now in 
service are located in alleys, etc., and are used only for blow-off purposes. 

Chapman, Coffin, Ludlow and Mitthews post hydrants are commercial hydrants set in 
Hyde Park and acquired by the Water Service in the annexation of the town of Hyde 
Park to Boston.

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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE.

Dear Srr,—I respectfully submit the following 
report of the operations of the High Pressure Fire Serv- 
ice for year ending January 31, 1918: 

Pipe laying continued in Bromfield street, Merchants 
row, South Market street, Traverse street, Washing- 
‘ton Street North, Commercial street, Blackstone street, 
North street, Richmond street and Hanover street. A 
total length of 4,387 linear feet of mains, principally 
20-inch, were laid and twenty-one hydrants were estab- 
lished. With the exception of the first named streets, 
the mains laid were feeders from the pumping station 
proposed to be located in the North End. The laying 
contract comprised 7,100 linear feet of mains and was not 
finished .due to delay in starting, labor shortage and 
early winter weather. 7 

Testing of lines with joints exposed was successfully 
continued and on the feeder lines, wherever practicable, 
the hydrants were tied to the mains with two 1-inch 
rods, and where not practicable the 8-inch gates on 
hydrant branches were tied to the main in similar man- 
ner. 

The existing pipe system comprises a total of about 
7% miles of mains with 209 hydrants, all available for 
fire service either with direct hose lines or engine lines. 
The system has a 16-inch connection in Tremont street, 
near West street, with the domestic high service supply 
at about 90 pounds pressure. At the Sears street fire 
of December 27, a very cold morning, three high pres- 
sure hydrants were in active service and a tourth was 
connected to an engine ready for service. At the 
Bigelow-Dowse fire on January 8, one hydrant was 
in commission, from which a large capacity steamer 
was drawing water and a direct hose line from the 
hydrant with approximately 300 feet of hose. was 
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delivering an efficient stream into the sixth floor of the 
building. Less conspicuous service was rendered at 
other fires during the year. 

Studies were made for a 12,000-gallon station in the - 
North End paving yard, with an equipment of six 
pumps operated exclusively by Boston Elevated Rail- 
way current, for which arrangements had been made 
with that company. A change in management, how- 
ever, required that we should provide Edison Company 
stand-by equipments, which meant a more expensive 
layout. About this time the City Planning Board and 
the late Park and Recreation Commissioner, Mr. Pea- 
body, recommended that consideration be given to a 
location in the parkway, under Copp’s Hill Terrace, 
which would provide for the roof of the pumping station 
forming an extension of the existing elevated playground. 
Plans for equipment of a station comprising four Boston 
Elevated Railway current pumps of 2,000-gallon capac- 
ity each, and two Edison Electric and Illuminating 
Company current pumps of 2,500 gallons each, were 
prepared for this location and submitted to the West- 
inghouse Company with general specifications. 

The Law Department finally decided that there might 
be legal objection to occupying this site, and the paving 
yard was again chosen for the site of a station with the 
same equipment in a different layout, and on January 
29, 1917, the sum of $222,216 was tendered by the 
Westinghouse Company for the six-pump equipment 
complete and an alternative sum of $179,656 for the 
four direct current motor pumps with auxiliaries and 
piping. 

Negotiations for electric current and power extended 
through quite a period and finally resulted in verbal 
agreement among the parties concerned to have the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company install the neces- 
sary ducts and cables from Lincoln Wharf power station, 
lease them to the city and the latter would then buy 
current direct from the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. Independent ducts and cables’: would be 
installed by the Edison Electric and Illuminating Com- 
pany from their Salem street substation, which would 
also be leased to the city. 

Under the tentative proposal for power current from 
these two corporations, the cost per year per kilowatt 
of capacity of station will be very reasonable.

REPORT OF THE BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Boston, February 1, 1918. 
To the Honorable the Mayor: 


Str,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the 
year ending January 31, 1918. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, and the 
other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Har- 
vard, Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, 1918, 
was $21,587.66. 

Besides the usual necessary patching and small 
repairs required on these bridges during the year the 
following work was done: 


RIVER STREET AND WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGES. 


The sheathing of these bridges has been repaired 
from time to time during the past year, and some of 
’ the deck has been replaced by new material. The piers 
will need considerable attention during the coming year. 


BROOKLINE AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The sidewalk on this bridge has been repaired in 
several places, and will need further attention from time 
to time. 
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HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The roadway has required almost constant repairing 
on account of the bad condition of the under deck. 
_ Arrangements are under way for a complete rebuild- 
ing of the roadway and sidewalks of the bridge, and 
this will probably be completed during the coming year. 
The fences on the bridge are in poor condition and 
have been repaired in numerous places. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 

The lamp-posts on this bridge have been a constant 
cause of trouble, many of them having been broken off 
by contact with passing teams. 

The paving has been repaired in a few places and is 
now in good condition. 


PrIson Point BRIDGE. 


The bridge has been practically rebuilt during the 
past year, new floor beams and new fences being put in. 
With the exception of the surface planking, no extensive 
repairs should be needed during the coming year.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOLHOUSE DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1918. 


Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear S1r,— In accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of School- 
house Commissioners submits herewith its sixteenth 
annual report, covering the period from February 1, 
1917, to February 1, 1918. 


I. 
GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The Board is pleased to report that among the build- 
ings completed last year was the Boston Trade School, 
which was completed June 1, 1917. 

The Board has adopted the policy during the present 
year of making syitable provision for play yard space 
for the pupils. In schools already built we have tried 
to secure the appropriations necessary to extend the 
existing play yards so as to conform with the above 
policy. In this connection we give below a copy of an 
order passed at a meeting of the School Committee 
held on Thursday, May 10, 1917. 


Ordered, That the School Committee desires to commend the 
present practice of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
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making the provision of space to be used by the children for 
play and physical exercise the first, consideration in laying out 
of open space around the schools and of restricting ornamenta- 
tion to methods that will encroach upon such space as little as 
possible. 


One of the most difficult problems the Board has had 
to contend with is the securing of suitable sites in the 
city proper so as to provide sufficient play yard space. 
On account of the high value of the land in this section 
it is not possible to obtain large enough area to equal the 
standard space required, which is easily obtained in the 
outlying districts. The Board has overcome this diffi- 
culty on new schools by erecting roof play yards over 
the assembly halls of such schools, and communication 
between the roof play yards and ground play yards is 
made easy for either upper or lower grade pupils by means 
of broad stairways. Another good feature of these roof 
play yards is that the children obtain the benefits of 
more pure air and sunshine than they do in the inclosed 
ground play yards of these sites.

The situation regarding accommodations in the schools 
of Boston is being relieved in the Henry L. Pierce, Mary 
Hemenway, Robert G. Shaw, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
George Putnam and Roger Wolcott Districts by the 
construction of new school buildings in progress or 
finished at this date. Plans are being drawn to relieve 
the John Cheverus and Dearborn Districts. Further 
relief is also in progress for the Roger Wolcott District. 

The high school situation has been improved because 
of the adoption of the junior high school system. 

The situation is still acute in the elementary school 
districts, such as the Roger Wolcott and Samuel Adams 
Districts, and is likely to become suddenly acute in the 
South Boston districts, the Lawrence, Bigelow, John A. 
Andrew, Frederic W. Lincoln, Gaston and Oliver Hazard 
Perry Districts, owing to the construction of the docks 
for the United States Government. Also in the Mather, 
Mary Hemenway and Minot Districts, owing to the 
construction of the plant at Squantum of the Fore River 
Company. 


(3.) Fire PROTECTION. 


The Board has continued its work along the line of 
fire protection. It has erected fire escapes on. the 
Bennett, Damon and Horace Mann Schools. The 
Board is pleased to report that every main school build- 
ing in Boston has now a direct connection with fire 
headquarters. 


TT. 
THE POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


In these times of higher prices for labor and mate- 
rials the Board is making strenuous efforts to eliminate 
from the interior and exterior of the buildings all items 
of cost which will not impair the utility of the building. 
The Board continues its policy of first-class construc- 
tion for all school buildings.

APPENDIX «VI: 
INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building, 
is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: 

Section 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof: 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering. 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the. 
sewer, water, gas and electric service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of 
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cost therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis 
of working drawings and specifications; he shall submit the 
- preliminary studies to the Board not later than fifteen (15) 

days after the receipt by him of the plan of the site on which 
the building is to be’ erected; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at a scale of 
one-eighth of an inch to the foot, plumbing drawings and such 
detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary to explain 
the specifications; he shall submit the complete, finished 
drawings and specifications not later than ninety (90) days 
after the acceptance of the preliminary study by the Board; 

(c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 
tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct the printer’s proofs when 
required; 

(d.) Isto cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be liable 
in damages for any failure so to do. 

(e.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(f.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(g.) He shall have the certification of a ‘Construction 
Engineer approved by the Board for the construction plans and 
details; and then shall make application for a building permit 
to the Building Department on a form signed by the chairman 
of the Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets 
of such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to. the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is, upon the signing of the construction contract, to 
deliver to the Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth 
blueprints taken from the said set of working drawings, a 
perspective drawing of the exterior of the building and such 
floor plans as the Board may request suitable for reproduction, 
and at the conclusion of the work a-complete set of working 
drawings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or 
a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction; 

(i.) Isto have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render

the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work; he shall personally visit the work at least twice in each 
week, and shall render a weekly report on the form furnished 
by the Board; 

(j.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board; 

(k.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

Sect. 3.—(a.) The City, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 2? per cent upon the 
cost of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 
per cent upon the cost of all other work; 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 22 per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as specified in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the making of the estimate, until the full 
payment aforesaid is made, and if any thereof remains unpaid 
at the completion and final acceptance of the work, it is then to 
be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, the value 
of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth 
of the estimated total commission; when working drawings and 
specifications are ready for contract, if for any reason the 
signing of contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date 
shall be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance 
for building given by the Board to the Architect. If the Board 
discontinue the services of the Architect at any intermediate 
stage the value of his services shall be reckoned proportionately. 
Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, exclusive of 
plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be paid to Archi- 
tects on all changes and alterations made within or to existing 
buildings. Additions and extensions made outside ‘of such 
buildings to be regarded as new work and the commission to be 
reckoned on that basis. 

Srecr. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (f.) above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications for the same school build- 
ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding twice the actual cost of draughting, and the 
new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as stated in 
section 3, above. Payments for all work thus set aside under 
this section shall be made at the discretion of the Board. 
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Sect. 5.— In the above agreement the term “‘building”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in 
connection with it committed to the Architect by the order of 
the Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decora- 
tive painting and sculptural decoration. 

The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school buildings and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect will not order any variations or extras without 
the sanction of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 

No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be binding on the party of the first part. 

In witness whereof, the said hereunto set 
their hand and seal, and the City of Boston has caused these 
presents to be signed by the chairman of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, hereunto duly authorized, the day and 
year as above written.

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APPENDIX VII. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sioners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates.— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks. Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.—— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 

’ trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
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fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. 

(10.) Flagstaff.— Provide a flagstaff 20 feet 
long extended from a wall of the building with 
halliards, truck, ete., complete. 

Norer.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I. and II. and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks and Grade III. is to have 
13-inch by 21-inch desks. The buildings for 
the lower grades are to have besides the class- 
rooms required, rooms for teachers, nurse, 
book storage and emergency closets. Sufficient 
storage room for supplies, ete., shall be pro- 
vided in the basement. The upper elementary 
buildings are to contain Grades IV. to IX., 
inclusive, and are to have besides the class- 
rooms required an assembly hall and rooms for 
master, teachers, nurse, book storage and 
emergency closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 28-inch desks. 

Junior High School rooms are to have 
20-inch by 26-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either ‘‘ Lower Elemen- 
tary,” “‘Upper Elementary” or ‘“‘Upper Ele- 
mentary and Junior High,’ as above men- 
tioned. This will be determined by the 
commissioners, who will act as an interme- 
diary heewend architects and the school 
authorities and committee. Relations between 
commissioners, architects and contractors to 
be as defined by a contract. Commissioners 
are to determine the type of construction of 
the building, and shall furnish all necessary. 


, information to the Architect. 


Orientation.— It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive - 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
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rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 

Fireproofing.— Doors for boiler-room and 
coal-pocket to be metal covered. Boiler-room 
doors to be self-closing. Closets should be 
provided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switch boards, etc. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 

; nection with the boiler room as directed. 

Bulletin boards should be included in general 


contract. 
LOWER ELEMEN— ‘This type of building, in addition to the fore- 
TARY. going requirements, is to have kindergarten 


room where so directed by commissioners. 

UPPER ELEMEN— ‘This type of building, in addition to the 

TARY. requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting room, 
if so directed. Rooms for. cooking, manual 

- training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. . | 

JUNIOR HIGH This type of building includes rooms for 

SCHOOL. first year high school and upper elementary 
schools, and except for certain large class-rooms 
is practically the same as upper elementary 
building. 

SCHOOL-ROOMS.  (1.) Size will be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 
elementary grades, 26 by 32 for junior high 
and not less than 12 feet high in clear. Modi- 
fication allowable only after consultation with 
the Board. Desks should be laid out on the 
preliminary plans. (See drawing.) Every 
class-room shall be consecutively numbered on 
the plans to designate it. These numbers to 
be for the doors, as noted below, and for the 
annunciator. Other rooms that appear on the 
annunciator to be named on the plans, as 
assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s room, 
cooking room, manual training room. The 
kindergarten shall be counted as a class-room. 
In high schools, both class and recitation rooms 
to be numbered, other rooms named. 

{2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
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floor area; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
required, the head square and close to the 
ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be a plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(3.) Doors—One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to- open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, marble 
flush thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
enameled bracketed number plates, card- 
holders, 35 inches by 5 inches, and hooks to 
hold open. 

(4:) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water-color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grade V. to VIII.; behind the teacher’s desk 
and on the long side. These will be of best 
black slate + inch thick. At end, in place of 
blackboard, soft wood sheathing with cork 
carpet securely attached to it for a tack board, 
to extend from base line of chalk trough to the 
moulding at top of blackboards, to have wood 
strips to cover tacks. In lower grades a card 
rack is required above the blackboard only. 
A picture moulding at top of burlap and also 
near ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted a 
light cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Light—— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches, 
and one cord drop over teacher’s desk. No 
gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 
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(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 

* and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have 
knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookcase; all bookcase locks master keyed. 
(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desk free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet.— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 6 

- hooks and one shelf. 

FRESH—AIR The School Committee is responding to the 
ROOM. more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
: children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. | 
WARDROBES. (a.) (1.) Size— Wardrobes will adjoin 
school-rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 
5 feet wide in the clear; 6 feet where com- 
partments are used. The Board is to be 
consulted as to the type of wardrobe, as in 
certain cases they may prefer the approved 
standard type of Chicago wardrobe. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from 
vent. 

(4.) Floors— Maple. For all cases, to 
have a drip gutter for umbrellas, lined with 
heavy zine, all joints soldered and tight. 

(5.) Walls.— Painted burlap to a height of

7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number;

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) Artificial Light— One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilating— Heating 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 12 square feet 
area cross section. 

(1.) Size— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 
Where necessary provide windows through 
class room walls over the blackboard moulding. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the depart- 
ment but set by the contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Other 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only. Other 
hardware as above. All outside doors to be 
2+ inches thick, and to be made solid, no 
veneer. 

(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo divided into areas 


‘not to exceed 80 square feet, by set joints, 


and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and_ base 
second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light, 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick, to’ have smoothly 
struck joints and painted; if walls of plaster, 
to have burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put 
picture moulding at ceiling in corridors if 
plastered. 
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 (7.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent electric 
fixtures, 40 or 60 watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairway, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

 (9.) Sinks and Closets —On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 4 
fountains and 1 faucet. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide 
or less than 4 feet wide in the clear. 

(2.) Material The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithiec surface for first-class con- 
struction. Rails of a simple pattern, easily 
cleaned; wall rails are desired. 

(3.). Steps.— Rise about 6% or 7 inches, 
treads about 10% inches. Rail not less 
than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 38 feet on 
landings. _ 

(4.) Hzaits.— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. | 

(1.) Size-—— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 1% 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e., $ boys 
and 1% for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(3.) Doors.— The doors arranged ‘‘in”’ and 
“out,’? with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor washes. 

(5.) Walls.—Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted and enameled. 
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(6.) Cetling.— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction gh should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Gating or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation — Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are wash down 
closets; siphon action; upper classes, 165 
inches high; lower classes, 134 inches high. 
Teachers’ same with raised rear vent 164 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions.— To be ¢-inch slate, sup- 
ported at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet 
high, tied together and to the wall, to which 
doors are hung. Back partition of water- 
closets to be slate. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals— The urinals will be of slate 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom: into space 
behind. (See drawing.) | 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for janitor 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Prping.—(a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, ‘red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere - 
polished brass; nickel plate where desired. 
Hot water for janitor’s use in basement, 
cooking-room, pupils’ sinks, and for master’s, 
nurses’, and teacher’s rooms. Supply from 
boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or from 
an independent hot water heater. No aux- 
iliary supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines.— In building three stories 
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high or over, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

PLA Y—ROOMS. All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to have 
dust proof, salt-glazed brick to a height of 7 
feet and of selected hard brick above painted 
with cold water paint, granolithic floors, plaster 
ceilings or whitewashed concrete. Basement 
doors and windows to have wire guards in 
channel iron frames; guards to be hinged 
and padlocked. Doors are desired from the 
play-rooms to the play-yards. Areas at doors 
are not desired. 


MASTER’S AND (1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
TEACHERS’ room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
ROOMS. with a water-closet and bowl and a_ book- 


closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
‘“‘Master”’ or ‘‘ Teachers” in painted letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, provide a separate room with toilet 
accommodations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


ASSEMBLY Assembly halls should accommodate from 
HALLS. 400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms. 
The windows to be fitted with rebated mould- 
ings to take opaque shades, and so designed 
as to make the operation of shades practical 
and simple. (See department standard detail.) 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two 
stories in height. Anterooms near the plat- 
form are desirable. <A dignified architectural 
treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme for walls and ceiling shall be submitted 
to the Board for approval. The lighting, 
acoustics and exits should be such as belong 
to a small lecture hall. Artificial lighting to 
be under control,from at least two points, 
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one of which must be near an exit. Electric 
outlet for 30-ampere projection lantern, 25 feet 
from curtain. Provide recess in ceiling over 
platform for spring-rolled curtain 13 feet long. 
For assembly hall an allowance in cubing is 
made by the Board of two class-rooms for 
schools of medium size, that is, about sixteen 
class-rooms, and four class-rooms for schools 
of larger size, 7. e., sixteen class-rooms, to 
represent the added area for this purpose. 

(1.) -Size-— Room, generally located in 
basement, if floor can be above grading, should 
be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 
erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Light The windows should be as 


’ near full length as possible and on two sides. 


Artificial light in stiff pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(3. ) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room aa be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls painted with cold water paint. If 
above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. 

(7.) Fittings—.(a.) Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular. Eighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 


‘coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 


(c.) Teachers’ Closets.— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelf and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 
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(g.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated, of cork carpet 
over soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding 
around. 

(h.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. ; 

(2.) Furniture.— (Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table, 4 
feet by 25 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to be set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(7.) Blackboards.— Provide about 15 linear 
feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(k.) Glue Pot.— Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

COOKING-ROOM. (1.) Size—Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations. If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Light.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- - 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room shall have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors.— The floor to be wood, except 
space occupied by ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Cetlings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.) W ardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etec., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
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form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.—In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. | 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided ~ 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(i.) Outlet for electric cooking apparatus. 

(7.) Refrigerator.— Location to be shown. 
Furnished under another contract. 

The following is a list of standard equipment 
adopted by the School Committee. 

(Not to be included in the general contract 
for building.)

(1.). Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, asmall room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 20-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with-at least 4 feet all round it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Inght.— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood, with painted lines 
as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Totlet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with two low-down seats and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades.—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors.—QOne door to corridor, as in 
class-room, marked ‘‘ Nurse’s Room.” 

(5.) Walls Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
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light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 

(6.) Floor.— Terrazzo or ceramic tile for 
first-class construction. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent, 100- 
watt electric fixture with special shade. Wall 
receptacle for hand portable. 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bath Tub.— Five-foot porcelain 
enameled iron, hot and cold water, where so 
directed by the Board. 

(11.) Bowl.— Vitreous ware, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove.-— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fittings.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet.— Oak finish medical. cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool.— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) -Table— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 
20, rubber crutch tips. (d.) Fling Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide cards. (e.) 
Writing Table-— Oak finish with drawer and 
lock; size, 20 by 30. (f.) Chatr.— Oak to 
match table. (g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, 
canvas adjustable top. (h.) Murror.— Size, 
23 by 3, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 43 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as _ 
in a lecture-room, or with, double desks, such 
as. are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans. | 
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CHEMISTRY. 


CHEMICAL 
LABORATORY. 


For a high school would not differ materially 
from that already described for elementary 
schools, except that provision shall be made for 
a motion picture booth. 

For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers which might well be concentrated in the 
neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required— Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administration pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemical 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
feet. 

(1.) Size-— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light— On two sides artificial light 
as in a class-room. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be. provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Ceilings.— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— May be of hardwood in nar- 
row strips, filled in by asphalt; should slope 
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very slightly between desks, interspaces again 
trending to common corner, which may be 
drained. 

(6.) Equipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the pen, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, + inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 1§ inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, ete. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 


* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthen jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads ‘along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two $-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two }-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
.of these’ outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery }-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be of heavy cast iron; may be supported 
on brackets against wall and left open, or cov- 
ered and.provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- ° 
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nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sinks. 

(10.) ‘Electricity — Current of electricity on 
section desks need not exceed ten volts, may 
be supplied from source common to physical 
and chemical side. Plugs between each work- 
ing space placed under desk top on frame. 

(1.) Size— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes 
and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light. As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified for Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from top, controlled at point 
convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) -Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, flue 
and draught actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) . Equipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 


in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 


to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
3-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
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Behind lecture table provide sliding black- 
boards of not less than 50 square feet, and 
canvas curtain on heavy spring roller for attach- 
ing charts. Drawers and fireproofed closets 
for lesser lecture apparatus and chemicals 
in body of table, wall on either side provided 
with shelves for reagent bottles under glass, 
and side wall provided with cabinets for larger 
pieces of permanent apparatus, if there is no 
special room for this. Lifting seats with 
desk for taking notes arranged on platforms, 
so that the successive tiers will rise one above 
the other to insure an unobstructed view of 
demonstration table. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Electricity.— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring in- 
struments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and-any or all circuits to table. Terminate 
table circuit in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of screen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lensés used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 


FACILITIES. 


ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in ‘dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.—This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
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sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

(1.) Size.— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light. The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified for Assembly 
Halls (page 45). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) HEquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one-to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted. with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number 
of tablet arm chairs to accommodate the 
entire division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be 
laid out on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Hlectricity— Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
‘direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
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alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. ¢c. and one d. c., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. c., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 
ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or wall benches. Terminate 
demonstration table circuits in four 50-ampere, 
d. p. s. t. knife switches on a slate panel under 
table, and the other circuits in special polarized 
receptacles, or multiple series connection boards 
at each pupil’s station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with cork carpet, 
secured at edges, glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards— As much _ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Size—One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) KEquipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high;- cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be in 
the laboratory if there is sufficient wall space. 
A small sink and hood should be provided. 

A small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Light. Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.— (a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
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tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
, ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
* bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high,. with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, 72 inches long, 27 inches wide 
and 36 inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ments, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4. ) Furniture. — Forty-two adj wetable 
screw revolving chairs, not in building con- 
tract. 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 


AND DRILL HALL. exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 


the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
firststory. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Lnght.— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Artificial light from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation— The former 
sufhicient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
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occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. | 

(5.) Hquipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

'(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
gun carried by the cadets should be provided 
on walls. These racks should be protected by 
lockéd doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
shall be placed in a central locker-room, each 
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unit being numbered, and all being under the 
control of the attendant in charge. Dressing- 
rooms shall be provided in number equivalent 
to the number of a class. 

(b.) Lockers.— The locker-room shall con- 
tain a pigeonhole case, 10-inch cube, one for 
each pupil in the school, and a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing. Adjoining this 
provide a dry-room, capable of being heated 
to a high temperature and thoroughly venti- 
lated. This shall be fitted with hooks and 
wire clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The. dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. Partitions 
shall stop 2 inches from the floor for ventila- 
tion. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are to 
be 3 feet square, divided by slate or marble 
partitions, similar to those for water-closets, 
each having a bar at the front, over which a 
cotton sheet can be dropped. Each compart- 
ment to have two sprays in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Scze-— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Light— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— Asin a manual training-room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training- 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation Same as in 
manual training-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets.— Asin manual train- 
ing-room. 

(9.) Futtings.— (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.— For work in process, extra 


_ tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 


finished drawings, etc. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings. ) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 
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(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide for at least 25 oak drawing 
tables of approved type to be used by boys 
and girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix XII. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide for at least 20 
cabinet benches of approved type with quick 
action, iron vises. Provide glue pot with 
electric or gas connections as_ directed. 
Machinery if directed. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 iron vises, 34-inch 
jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 tool holders; one 32-inch gas 
hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, | large, 1 small; metal- 
covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle 
furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grindstone; 
pair bench shears. Machinery if directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Light, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 

the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. .The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
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ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.—(a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for 
dishes. | 

(b.) Range— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. . 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under 
the counter or near any place where food 
is kept. , 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

A space equivalent to a small class-room is 
ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The library is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for girls and one for boys — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Light.—The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— The poles, hooks, ete., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal tockers are used. 
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ELECTRIC (1.) Service.— This should enter basement 

WORK. underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a_ fireproof 
closet opening if possible into the basement 
corridor. 

(2.) Condwits— All wires to be run in 
wrought iron or steel conduit concealed, except 
basement runs larger than 1 inch, I. P. S. 
All joints to be made with standard couplings, 
using red or white lead. Each conduit run to 
terminate in a suitable iron or steel outlet or 
junction box. 

(3.) Wire Slot.— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets All cabinets to be of steel 
and shall be furnished and set in place by wir- 
ing contractor but the general contractor will 
provide and install doors and trim. 

(5.) Cutting.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets — Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches, and one cord drop over 
teacher’s desk. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lghted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. 

(7.) Frxtures.— Fixtures in elasecroomns to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Projection Lantern. All grammar 
schools and high schools to be provided with 
an electric projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment, and high schools shall in addition 
to above be provided with a motion picture 
projector enclosed in a suitable booth. 

(9.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks 
according to prearranged program. 
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(10.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room, nurse’s room, 
and boiler-room to be connected to master’s 
office or to room occupied by the first assistant 
by a telephone system. 

(11.) Gas and Air.— Gas outlets to be pro- 
vided in all corridors, vestibules, stairways, 
boiler-room and assembly hall exits; all to be 
wall outlets. High schools shall in addition 
to above have laboratory tables piped with 
systems of gas and compressed air. Gas- 
piping to be included in the electrical engineer’s 
work. 

(12.) Vacuum Cleaner System.— All schools 
to be provided with a vacuum cleaner machine 
connected by means of suitable piping to 
various inlet valves distributed throughout the 
building. 
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APPENDIX VIII. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


Item 2.— Lewis District Elementary School, Lower 
Grades. This two-story addition is being erected on the 
William Lloyd Garrison School lot. The basement contains 
boys’ toilet, manual training-room and electrical-room. The 
first floor contains four class-rooms 23 feet by 29 feet. The 
second floor contains four class-rooms 23 feet by 29 feet. 

Electrical System.— The addition is wired and equipped for 
electric lighting, electric power, intercommunicating telephones, 
electric clock and bell systems and a combined local and 
auxiliary fire alarm system. The corridors and stairways 
have gas brackets for emergency lighting. The addition is 
also equipped with a system of piping for vacuum cleaning. 

This building contains a gravity system of ventilation. The 
air is heated in individual chambers by means of stacks of 
indirect radiators to a temperature maintained by hand con- 
trolled mixing dampers which can be operated from each class- 
room. The corridors and small rooms are heated by direct 
radiation. 

The ventilation ducts from all rooms are connected into 
main ducts and carried to the top of the main ventilator on the 
roof. The ventilation is assisted by aspirating coils placed in 
each individual flue. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet-rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation which are brought together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and connected to separate flues run- 
ning to the top of the main ventilator.

Item 3.— Eliot=Hancock Districts Elementary School, 
Lower Grades and Special Class=-rooms. This unit is being 
built on Charter street, corner of Phipps place, on a lot con- 
taining 21,021 square feet. The basement contains boys’ and 
girls’ toilet-rooms, girls’ play-room, manual training-room, 
assembly hall 45 feet by 56 feet 6 inches, boiler, coal, fan 
and janitor’s rooms, men’s and women’s toilets and three store- 
rooms. ‘The first floor contains one regular class-room 23 feet 
by 29 feet, six ungraded class-rooms, two kindergarten-rooms, 
one teachers’ room, one housekeeping suite, containing kitchen, 
pantry, living and bedroom. There is also a roof playground 
for the kindergarten children. 

Electrical System.— The building is wired and equipped for 
electric lighting, electric power, intercommunicating  tele- 
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phones, electric clocks, an automatic program bell system 
and a combined local and auxiliary fire alarm system. The 
corridors, stairways, boiler-room and assembly hall have gas 
brackets for emergency lighting. The building is also equipped 
with a system of piping for vacuum cleaning. 

This building contains a plenum system of ventilation. 
Two horizontal return tubular boilers supply steam to the 
heating system at a pressure of from 1 to 5 pounds, the water 
of condensation returning to the boiler by gravity. 

The fan, belt-driven by an electric motor, furnishes air for 
ventilation. The air is heated through a primary stack of 
indirect radiators, temperature being maintained at 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit by mixing dampers controlled automatically by a 
thermostat with graduated action and located in the fresh-air 
duct. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in 
class-rooms are the wall pattern, placed under the windows 
and automatically controlled by positive thermostats. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet-rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation which are brought together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and are connected to the suction 
side of electric fan. These fans discharge the air through 
separate galvanized-iron flues to the top of the main ventilator. 
Connection is also made to the space back of the urinal. 


Item 8.— Upper and Lower Elementary School, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes District. This two-story building is being 
erected on a lot purchased by the city, situated on Glenway, 
Harvard and Greenwood streets. The area of the lot is 53,409 
square feet. The building covers 20,584 square feet. 

The basement contains three manual training-rooms, one 
domestic science-room, one housekeeping suite composed of a 
kitchen, dining-room, chamber and bath-room, one printing- 
room, one kindergarten, one manual training tool-room, one 
printing tool-room, one manual training stock-room, one 
domestic science stock-room, one printing stock-room, boys’ 
and girls’ toilet-rooms, one boiler-room, one fan-room, one 
electrical-room, one janitor’s room, one janitor’s store-room 
and four store-rooms. 

The first floor contains twelve class-rooms 23 feet by 29 
feet, one assembly hall 54 feet by 60 feet, and two ante-rooms. 

The second floor contains twelve class-rooms 23 feet by 
29 feet, one master’s office and one master’s private office, 
one nurse’s room and one nurse’s office, one men teachers’ 
room, one women teachers’ room, two emergency toilet-rooms, 
one storage-room and one book storage-room. 

The building is constructed of brick with limestone trim- 
mings, and is first-class construction throughout. 

Electrical System.— The building is wired and equipped for 
electric lighting, intercommunicating telephones, electric clocks, 
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an automatic program system and a combined local and 
auxiliary fire alarm system. It is also equipped with a system 
of piping for vacuum cleaning. | 

Heating and Ventilating System.— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. Two horizontal return tubular 
boilers supply steam to the heating system at a pressure of 
from one to five pounds, the water of condensation returning 
to the boilers by gravity.

YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1918. 


Boston, March 1, 1918. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— As required by chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1918. 


DUTIES. 

Up to April, 1917, the principal duties of this depart- 
ment were to receive applications for state aid, military 
aid and soldiers’ relief from soldiers of the Civil, Spanish 
and Philippine Wars, and certain of their dependents, 
take their statements under oath, investigate each case, 
ascertain the legal settlements, and, if deemed needy and 
eligible, make suitable recommendations to the State 
Aid Commissioner for state aid and military aid, and to 
the Committee on Soldiers’ Relief of the City Council 
for soldiers’ relief. 
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Beneficiaries are paid monthly at this office. 

The increase in deaths among Civil War soldiers and 
the enlarged United States pensions of those living result 
in a lesser sum required each year for their assistance, 
but the saving here made is largely offset by the increase 
in applications from the younger soldiers of the Spanish 
and Philippine Wars, and their dependents, there being 
many children under sixteen years of age. 

Only soldiers who served to the credit of Massachu- 
setts are entitled to state and military aid, and soldiers’ 
relief can be paid only to those having legal settlements 
in Boston. 

Where it is found that applicants for soldiers’ relief, 
who are residents of Boston, have legal settlements in 
other cities or towns in the state, they are referred to 
said cities and towns, and every assistance is rendered 
by this department to secure the relief they seek. 

- On account of physical conditions many applicants 
are unable to come to this office, and our visitors are 
sent to their homes, where sworn statements are taken 
and their signatures secured. 

Where soldiers of the later wars apply for relief and it 
is found that they are able to work, it is our earnest 
endeavor to secure employment for them, and thus save 
expense to the city by keeping their names off the pay 
roll. Our efforts in this direction have been ably | 
seconded by the Industrial Aid Society and State Em- 
ployment Bureau, to whom much credit is due for their 
courtesy and help. 

My predecessor, Reuben Peterson, served thirty- 
eight years at the head of this department, and, at his 
death in April, 1901, I was appointed by Mayor Hart 
to succeed him. During all the years of his experience 
and mine, no change in labor or expense has occurred 
in this department to compare with the remarkable 
addition of beneficiaries and increase. of appropriations 
made necessary by the passage of chapter 179, Acts of 
1917, granting state aid to the needy dependents of 
soldiers of the present war. 

The following tables show the total number of appli- 
cations received during the year, and the action taken on 
them:

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VISITATIONS. 


Because of the extra work required in the office by the 
influx of German War dependents it was found neces- 
sary to call in the women visitors, with the result that only 
661 visits were made during the year in order to keep 
in touch with the physical, financial and moral condi- 
tions of the beneficiaries. As a result of these visits, 
12 have been dropped from our pay roll or reduced in 
amounts. 

In addition to the above, 1,020 visits have been made 
for necessary information, 92 visits to infirm beneficiaries 
for the purpose of paying them at their homes, and 
222 visits to applicants unable to call here personally 
for the purpose of filling out official blanks with sworn 
statements. 


STATE AID, CIVIL AND SPANISH WARs.

Relief under these laws is unlimited and can be given 
only to soldiers of the Civil, Spanish and Philippine 
Wars, and their dependents, who are legally settled in 
Boston. Allowances are governed by the needs of the 
beneficiaries. 

Payments under these laws are at the expense of the 
city, and are granted by the Soldiers’ Relief Committee 
of the City Council.

SOLDIERS’ HomMEs. 


This department has a two-fold object in urging and 
assisting homeless veterans to enter the National and 
State Soldiers’ Homes, first, for their own benefit 
because they are saved from,the trials and temptations 
of the outside world, and supported in comfortable 
homes without expense to themselves, and, second, 
by securing their entrance into such homes, this depart- 
ment is enabled to keep their names off the pay roll, 
thereby saving to the city a very large expenditure of 
~money. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT. ji! 


During the year eighty-four veterans have been 
sent to the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Me., 
at the expense of this department, and twenty-four to 
the State Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, twenty of whom 
were conveyed in ambulances kindly furnished by the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


In former years, when veterans and dependents 
applied for temporary relief, their names were placed 
on the pay roll and, once they were on the roll, it was 
difficult to get them off. The City Council has very 
wisely saved the city from such an unknown expense 
by providing the department with an Emergency 
Fund from which fares are paid to the Soldiers’ Homes, 
as recited in the preceding paragraph, and temporary 
aid furnished to 165 veterans and thirty-four depend- 
ents, thereby keeping their names off the pay roll. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


During the past year the members of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Committee of the City Council were Councilors 
Walter Ballantyne, Walter L. Collins, Francis J. W. 
' Ford, James A. Watson and Alfred E. Wellington. 

Meetings were held every month to act upon the 
recommendations of the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner. 
All applicants who appeared at those meetings received 
fair and impartial treatment, and the courtesy extended 
by the committee to the officials. of this department is 
gratefully acknowledged and appreciated. 

Both the city and this department are under obliga- 
tions to the Superintendent of Public Buildings for his 
readiness in furnishing ambulances for the transporta- 
tion of helpless veterans to the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea and to other hospitals, thereby saving to the 
city the cost of transportation.

STATISTICS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1917-18. 


Boston, March 1, 1918. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1918: 

At a meeting of the Board held on May 31, 1917, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing year, 
or until the choice of their successors. 

On April 14, 1917, the Mayor appointed Mr. James 
D. Henderson a member of the Board and he was duly 
confirmed as such in May. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last four financial years, the two serial 
publications, viz., ‘‘Monthly Bulletin”? and “ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’’ were not pub- 
lished during the period 1914-17. They had been 
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published regularly since 1898 and distributed widely 
among municipal officials and public and college libraries 
in the United States and Europe, ranking among the 
leading statistical publications. 


COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 
The financial tables for 1916 in the annual series of 


‘Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue ’”’ were 
prepared as usual, and exist in manuscript in the office 
of this department. They contain information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1916-17 
amounted to $44,576,151, a decrease of $598,496 from 
the previous year’s total. This decrease was due to 
the reduction in the loans issued, as compared with the 
year 1915-16. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary). 
in 1916-17 amounted to $43,131,434, or $1,869,745 less 
than in the year preceding. The total balance (unex- 
pended) from 1915-16 was $6,017,554, while the balance 
carried forward to 1917 was $7,647,874. 

In the ten-year period 1906-15, the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$32,893,734 (the lowest total) in 1907-08 and $45,174,647 
(the highest total) in 1915-16, showing a yearly average 
of $38,056,477, or $6,519,674 less than the amount of 
such receipts in the fiscal year following said period. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1916-17 (7. e., $48,131,484) exceeded the yearly average 
of $37,934,443 for the preceding decade by $5,196,991, 
and the average for the preceding five years (7. e., 
$41,883,817) by $1,247,617. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1916-17 
was $37,592,068 against $36,681,533 in 1915-16, an 
increase of $910,535 or 2.48 per cent. 

In the ten-year period 1906-15, ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $26,774,753 in 1907 (the lowest 
total) and $36,681,533 in 1915 (the highest total), their 
yearly average for the ten-year period being $31,348, 187 
and for the last five years $34,034,778. 
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Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $26,688,362 in 1906 (the lowest total) and 
$36,422,064 in 1915 (the highest total), showing a 
yearly average for the decade of $31,379,393 and for 
the last five years of $34,449,612. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years 1906-15, viz., $146,257,325, was 46.61 
per cent. of the aggregate ordinary expenditure for that 
period. 

Comparing the average yearly expenditure for these 
objects in the decade and the latter half of it, with the 
single year 1916-17, the increase appears as follows:

Nors.—It should be noticed that the expenditure for Public Works in the year 
1916-17 was $157,089 less than the yearly average, 1911 to 1915, while for Debt Require- 
ments $120,425 more, and for Schools $443,792 more. 

In the totals of Streets (now Public Works) are included those of the Engineering 
Department, Street Laying-Out Department and of the former Lamp Department. 
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In the five-year period 1912-16, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $175,942,240, an increase of $27,870,694, 
or 18.82 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (7. e., 1907-11), while extraordinary receipts 
(7. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1912-16 amounted to $40,084,543, or $13,413,930 
more than in the five years preceding (7. e., 1907-11), 
an increase of 50.29 per cent. | 

Taking the loans only for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1912-16 was $33,126,650, or $10,235,367 more 
than in the earlier period, an increase of 44.71 per cent. 
Of the loans 1912-16, those contracted for the con- 
struction of new subways and tunnels (involving no 
charge upon the tax levy, etc., for either sinking funds 
or interest) amounted to $15,340,000, or 46.31 per cent., 
while the total loans in the earlier period 1907-11 
included but $6,420,000, for rapid transit purposes, or 
28.05 per cent. 

The total of loans in the later period for other than 
rapid transit purposes (7. e., $17,786,650) was $1,315,367 
more than in the earlier. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1912-16 was $177,050,072, 
an increase of $31,576,845, or 21.71 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1907-11, while 
extraordinary expenditures increased from $24,673,222 
in the five years 1907-11 to $40,796,845 in the five 
years 1912-16, or 65.35 per cent.

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The foregoing comparison shows an increase in aver- 
age yearly expenditures from the earlier to the later 
period of 8.24 per cent. for Debt Requirements, 43.31 
per cent. for Schools, 15.82 per cent. for Streets, Etc. and 
21.71 per cent. for the three objects combined. If the 
expenditure on account of special appropriations for 
Schools (7. e., for new schoolhouses, etc.) is not included, 
the yearly average for Schools is $417,492 less than that 
above shown for the period 1912-16, and the per cent. 
increase is 33.56 instead of 43.31. 


Maximum INCREASE IN DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES, 
1916 to 1917. 


Department expenditures in the fiscal year 1916-17 
amounted to $22,573,285. Inthe following year, 1917-18, 
the total for same was $24,260,692, an increase of 
$1,687,407, the largest annual increase in the 15-year 
period 1903-1917 inclusive. The average yearly increase 
for the period 1903-1916 was $521,610. 

Of the department increases in 1917, the Public Works 
Dept. showed $324,519, or 19.23 per cent.; the School 
Depts., $314,895, or 18.66 per cent.; Soldiers’ Relief 
Dept., $230,814, or 13.68 per cent.; Fire Dept., $133,651, 
or 7.92 per cent.; Park and Recreation Dept., $129,530, 
or 7.68 per cent.; Police Dept., $100,407, or 5.95 per cent: ; 
City Hospital, $67,062, or 3.97 per cent.; County of 
Suffolk, $54,246, or 3.21 per cent.; Infirmary Dept., 
$53,188, or 3.15 per cent. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM Tax LEVY, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1913-17 the Ordinary expenditures for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 

(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $5,855,475 
(of. which total $477,023 was transferred from the 
Parkman Fund income). That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
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class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
serious curtailment of needed department appropria- 
tions. But it has resulted in a reduction of the loan 
account, the total of loans for other than rapid transit 
purposes in the five-year period 1913-17 being 
$15,785,850, or $6,541,950 less than in the period 1904—08. 
Such expenditures for public improvements, 7. e., from 
Ordinary receipts instead of Extraordinary, are here 
shown by years.

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables it appears that in 1912 
the total miscellaneous Ordinary income, 7. e., exclusive 
of City and State taxes and water rates, was $3,058,139 
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net, and in 1917 it had increased to $3,260,285 net, a 
gain of only 6.61 per cent., while the net receipts from 
all taxes increased in the same period $4,387,820, or 
16.54 per cent. The income of the Water Service 
decreased from $2,977,810 in 1912 to $2,952,092 in 1917. 
The sources of income showing increases are: Miscel- 
laneous Licenses (exclusive of Liquor), from $120,602 in 
1912 to $148,362 in 1917, a gain of 23.02 per cent.; 
Interest, from $297,000 in 1912 to $338,748 in 1917, 
a gain of 14.05 per cent.; Schools, from $98,427 in 1912 
to $160,378 in 1917, a gain of 62.94 per cent.; Institu- 
tions, Htc. (for board, care and relief), from $153,063 in 
1912 to $427,301 in 1917, a gain of 179 per cent. (62 per 
cent. being due to receipts from State and cities in 1917 
for their share of new Mothers’ Aid Law payments); 
Collecting Dept. Fees, from $28,722 in 1912 to $34,517 
in 1917, a gain of 20.18 per cent.; Printing Dept., from 
$214,020 in 1912 to $229,665 in 1917, a gain of 7.31 per 
cent. 

‘The noteworthy decreases of income from 1912 to 
1917 are:— County of Suffolk, from $213,821 in 1912 
to $206,685 in 1917, a loss of 3.33 per cent.; Ferry Tolls, 
from $104,528 in 1912 to $91,198 in 1917, a loss of 12.75 
per cent.; Permit Fees, Public Works Dept., from $36,384 
in 1912 to $20,464 in 1917, a loss of 43.75 per cent.; 
Collection of Commercial Waste, from $64,312 in 1912 to 
_ $57,578 in 1917, a loss of 10.47 per cent; Liquor Licenses, 
from $1,069,386 in 1912 to $1,047,804 in 1917, a loss of 
2.02 per cent.; Institutions Industries, from $36,070 in 
1912 to $23,483 in 1917, a loss of 35.03 per cent.; The 
City Record, from $10,004 in 1912 to $7,895 in 1917, a 
loss of 21.08 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1911-17 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
Transfers, most of which are made at or near the close 
of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable to note 
what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively have 
been used to square up the department deficits and 
piece out, or provide for new, special appropriations, | 
those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from the 
tax levy, etc. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last seven years 
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was $3,045,402, of which $2,322,572, or 76.26 per cent, 
was transferred. In the preceding seven years, 1904-10, 
their total was only $1,522,139, or about one-half as 
much, of which $902,436, or 59.29 per cent, was trans- 
ferred. The following table shows the disposition of 
the Transfers, 1911-17.

BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1917 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the twenty- 
two regular monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin 
were continued in manuscript during the year 1917. In 
summarizing the record, the following facts appear, Viz.: 

The total number of permits issued by the Building 
Department in 1917 was 16,095, or 5,712 less than in 
1916; for new buildings alone, 1,194, or 1,121 less than in 
1916. Of this number, 587 were for brick or other first 
class buildings and 607 for wooden. Alteration (of 
building) permits numbered 4,514, while 1916 showed 
843 more. There were also 9,583 permits for gasfitting 
and plumbing and 804 for installing engines, boilers, etc. 

The total number of ‘‘Immigrant Aliens” arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic (7. e. Mediterranean) ports 
during the year 1917 was 6,526 (7. e., 3,289 males and 
3,237 females), or 8,771 less than in 1916. Those re- 
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porting their destination to be Massachusetts numbered 
2,514 or 38.52 per cent. Immigrants from South Italy 
made up the largest part of the total, viz., 2,909, or 44.57 
per cent. Greeks were next in number, 7. @., 1,595, or 
24.44 per cent.; Portuguese, third, 7. e., 1,510, or 23.14 
per cent. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munici- 
pal institutions in 1917 was 71,5938, or 22,608 in City 
Hospital and its branches; 3,673 in Consumptives’ 
Hospital; 1,671 children; 2,368 in Infirmary; 4,417 
Soldiers or families of same; 36,856 by Overseers of 
Poor, including 4,075 families, of which 1,420 widows’ 
families were given $307 each (average) in the year, 
under Mothers’ Aid Law; persons confined in House of 
Correction, 5,390, or 2,128 less than in 1916; in County » 
Jail, 12,286. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 4,778 alarms in the year 1917 (247 more than 
in 1916) of which 2;607 were for fires in buildings and 
1,180 outside. Losses, $3,981,228 on buildings and 
contents or $1,608,739 more than in 1916, said total 
including $262,078 losses not insured. 

The Public Library issued to borrowers in 1917 a 
total of 2,068,492 volumes; total volumes added during 
the year, 16,767; total volumes belonging to library, . 
February 1, 1918, 1,157,326, or, 874,468 in Central 
’ Library and 282,858 in 14 branch libraries. 

The real estate transfers in 1917 numbered 9,250 
(997 less than in 1916), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 8,594 (2,579 less than in 1916), but the 
aggregate value was, $130,584,013, or 57.64 per cent. 
increase over 1916 total. 

The records of the Police Department show a total of 
107,980 arrests in the calendar year 1917, or 10,748 more 
than in 1916; drunkenness the cause of 72,861 arrests 
or 67.48 per cent. of total number; 48.79 per cent. of 
all persons arrested were not residents of Boston. 
Foreign-born persons arrested, 45,214; boys under 15 
years of age, 2,298; women and girls, all ages, 9,400. 
Arrests for homicide, 108, or 21 more than in 1916. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1917, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $12,664,- 
248,399, an increase of 17.74 per cent. over 1916 and 
53.38 per cent. over 1915. OnSeptember 11, 1917, the 
13 national banks in Boston had $370,091,355 deposits 
and $42,862,061 surplus. 
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According to the figures furnished by the Boston Cus- 
tom House the total value of imports in calendar year 
1917 was $229,241,331, or $26,211,148 (7. e., 12.91 per 
cent.) more than in 1916; of exports $208,967,837, or 
$28,019,053 (2. e., 15.48 per cent.) more than in 1916; 
total foreign commerce in 1917, $438,209,168, an increase 
of $54,230,201 or 14.12 per cent. over that of 1916. 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 98,154,629 pounds 
(2. e., 100,009 pounds less than in 1916), the value of 
same being $5,122,568 (wholesale) or $1,426,574 more 
than the previous year’s larger total yielded. 

The figures compiled by the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce show total receipts of coal in Boston in calendar 
year 1917 were 6,154,958 tons, or 987,405 tons less than 
in 1916, a decrease of 13.82 per cent. Of said total, 
there were 4,548,880 tons of bituminous and-1,606,078 
tons of anthracite coal. The total retained for local 
consumption was 3,460,651 tons of bituminous and > 
1,605,258 tons of anthracite. 

Receipts of flour, 2,104,778 barrels (7. e., 4,559 more 
than in 1916), of which, 986,754 barrels were exported 
and 1,118,024 barrels were retained for local consump- 
tion. 


PARAGRAPH STATISTIcs, 1917. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,” issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been’ brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improvements, industrial activities, . 
etc., also information regarding ‘‘Greater Boston’’ and 
important lines of public business other than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 62 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1917 the required space in the City Council’s docu- 
ment had increased to 38 pages with 92 paragraphs or 
summaries, some of them one-half page to more than a 
page in length. This department issued in 1917 a book- 
let of 59 pages containing these statistics, together with 
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20 pages of historical items concerning memorable sites 
and buildings in Boston, also public memorials. These 
were circulated largely in the public schools. 


THE MUNICIPAL REGISTER FOR 1917. 


This department by vote of the City Council on 
February 5, 1917, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1917. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition. 

It contained besides the customary official matter, a 
survey of the departments, commissions, etc., 80 pages 
of population, financial and election tables, the full text 
of the City Ordinances enacted in 1913, 1914, 1915, 
1916 and to August 1, 1917, the new ward and new 
precinct boundaries, occupying 56 pages, also ten pages 
of Additions and Corrections, the whole book contain- 
ing 351 pages. Copies were ready for distribution 
October 15. 

Persistent effort has been made to improve the 
Municipal Register from year to year, especially by 
including more and more of the latest obtainable infor- 
mation regarding the City’s business, current history, 
etc. 


Ciry RECORD SUBSCRIPTION BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list, 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
Record the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915, when the business was in other hands. 

In the year 1917 the receipts for subscriptions 
amounted to $714, about 225 old subscribers not caring 
to renew, many of them complaining of delay in mail 
delivery of the paper. 


INFORMATION AND PuBuiciry WORK, ETC. 


In 1917, the department answered a large number of 
letters of inquiry on various subjects referred to it by the 
Mayor’s Office and a considerable number that came 
direct to its office, much time being required for the 
investigations, tabular work, etc., involved. 
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Information, pertaining mostly to financial and popula- 
tion statistics, has frequently been supplied to depart- 
ment officials and to the public by letter and by 
telephone. 

Considerable material has been prepared for the pro- 
posed Municipal Year Book, which will be completed and 
printed when the necessary appropriation is provided.

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 2, 1918. 





Boston, February 4, 1918. 


Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending February 2, 1918. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 299,207 square feet was taken for street pur- 
poses. Streets having a total length of 4.30 miles were 
made public ways. 

Under authority of the acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefit derived by it from 
the laying out and construction of highways there has 
been assessed on streets a total of $133,070.90. For bene- 
fits of sewerage works, assessments to the amount of 
$111,359.80 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $244,430.70. 
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The Board issued seventy-eight orders of notice to 
lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets, calling for public hearings. In the 
settlement of damages for taking of land, etc., for 
various changes in the city’s streets, 163 cases were 
acted on, including claims for damages for sewers and 
surface drains ordered. 

Under the provisions of the act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, ninety- 


one orders were passed.

TAKING OF LAND FOR PUBLIC PURPOSES. 


Chapter 486 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1909 
provides that all takings of land for public purposes shall 
be made by the Board of Street Commissioners. The 
said Board is to take such land as the various depart- 
ments, with the approval of the Mayor, request and 
designate. Under this act the Board has taken land for 
the following purposes, indicated on the following pages: 
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ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division for the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grade of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Twenty-eight hundred seventy orders were attended 
to for the Public Works Department; these consisted 
of staking out of new streets for construction, giving 
lines and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old 
streets, testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon the. 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

Seven petitions requesting that catch- basins should 
be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Service. 

One hundred fifty-eight plans of streets showing pro- 
posed locations for future catch-basins were furnished 
to Sewer Service. 

Four hundred eighteen catch-basins were staked out 
on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches 
were furnished showing the locations of spikes, ties, ete. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments 
on ninety-one streets. 

Three hundred six plans of proposed underground 
conduits, pipes, ete., were examined for the Sewer 
Service, and when necessary, locations for proposed 
future catch- basins were marked on plans. 

Two hundred twenty-eight notices of contracts to 
lay artificial stone sidewalks on two hundred forty-ei ht 
streets were received, lines and grades marked, the work 
measured when completed and reported upon to the 
Paving Service. In one hundred thirteen cases the 
Paving Service was notified that the existing edgestone 
should be reset to line and grade preparatory to the 
laying of artificial stone, and on completion of the work 
edgestones were tested and reported upon. 

Three hundred twenty-nine notices of completion of 
repairs to artificial stone sidewalks were received, the 
work measured and reported upon to Central Office, 
Public Works Department. 

Ninety-nine requests for edgestone on one hundred 
three streets were received, line and grade was marked 
and measurement of the amount of edgestone required 
was reported upon to the Paving Service. 
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Twenty-four notices requesting lines and grades for 
artificial stone sidewalks were received from the Park 
Department and acted upon. Sketches showing lines 
and grades were furnished. In thirteen cases lines and 
grades were furnished for setting of edgestones, and 
measurement of the amount of edgestone required was 
reported to Park Department. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and quantities to be assessed 
upon twenty-five streets. 

Twenty-one petitions for permission to make sidewalk 
openings for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received, line 
and grade of sidewalks were tested and reported upon to 
Paving Service. 

Sidewalk grades were furnished to engineers and archi- 
tects for plans of new buildings on forty-one streets. 

Fourteen miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Public Works Department. 

The lines and grades of sixteen streets, for which the 
Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority to 
open as private ways, were examined and reported upon. 

Estimates of grade damages and cost of construction 
on three streets were furnished the Street Commissioners. 

Sixty-five estimates of the amounts of damage caused 
by changes made during the construction of streets 
were made for the Street Commissioners. ,

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Surveys and plans have been made for the taking of 
land for schoolhouse purposes on Avenue Louis Pasteur, 
for an addition to the High School of Commerce, of 
land on Avenue Louis Pasteur purchased for a site for a 
new English High School, on Dearborn street, for an 
addition to the yard of the Dearborn School, on School 
street and Athelwold street, for an addition to the yard 
of the Oliver Wendell Holmes School, and on Harvard 
street, for a site for a new elementary school in the 
Roger Wolcott District. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the Public 
Buildings Department on Arch street for a site for a 
new police station, on Washington street and Tower 
street of a site for a new court house, and on Washington 
street and Metropolitan avenue of a site for a new 
police station. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the Park and 
Recreation Department on Morton street and Stillman 
street of land taken for a playground, on Saratoga street 
and Bennington street of land taken for a playground, 
on Mozart street and Bolster street of land taken for a 
playground, and on Belgrade avenue of land taken 
for an entrance to the Roslindale Playground. 
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A survey and plan has been made for the Fire Depart- 
ment of land on Marion street for a site for a fire station. 

A survey and plan has been made for the Public 
Works Department of land on Brookline avenue to be 
used for the purpose of laying water pipes across the 
location of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Surveys and plans have been made of land belonging to 
the City of Boston for the purpose of sales on Sturtevant 
street and on Chestnut Hill avenue and Wallingford road. 

A plan was also made of the Great Brewster Island 
for conveyance to the United States Government. 

Sixty-six plans of streets to be laid out, widened or 
altered and thirty estimated benefit plans have been 
made for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Among the more important plans made for the Street 
Laying-Out Department may be mentioned the widen- 
ing of Albany street, from Troy street to Lehigh street; 
Charles street widening at the corner of Beacon street 
and from Revere street to Cambridge street; Clarendon 
street extension, from Stuart street to Columbus avenue 
and Stuart street, from Berkeley street to Columbus 
avenue, Boston proper; the widening of Chelsea street, 
from Foss street to Adams street, Charlestown; the 
laying-out of Alger street, from Dorchester avenue 
to the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad; 
the widening of Mi£§ll street, from Neponset avenue 
to Preston street; the widening of Preston street and its 
extension to the Victory Bridge; and the widening of 
Norfolk street, from Walk Hill street to Blue Hill 
avenue, Dorchester. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
Boston is an interested party. These cases are examined 
by the Law Department and the Engineering Division 
of the Street Laying-Out Department for the purpose 
of protecting the city’s interests. During the year 
eighty-three such cases have been investigated. 

There were 181 accident and other plans made for 
the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 5,463 titles examined, 4,723 deeds and 821) 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Six thousand two hundred twelve blueprints have 
been made during the year. 

Fourteen plans of easement to be taken for sewerage 
works have been made during the year.

Sir,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 
1914, chapter 35, I herewith submit to you the report 
of the Supply Department for the year ending January 31, 
1918. 

This department was created by ordinance in February, 
1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and the Ferry Division. 
In June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1914, CHAPTER 35, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
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such department, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed 
statement of the purchases made for each department during 
the preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words ‘“‘the Superintendent of Streets,” 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect.6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by 
inserting after: the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.”

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— I respectfully submit to you the annual report 
of the Weights and Measures Department for the year 
1917-18, in accordance, with the provisions of the 
Revised Ordinances, chapter 3, section 24. 

The conditions existing in the City of Boston today, 
as regards measuring devices used in the buying, selling 
or exchanging of commodities, are extremely creditable 
owing to the unremitting efforts on the part of the officials 
of the department, the codperation of the business men 
and those operating measuring devices and the increased 
interest on the part of the public, who have from year 
to year become more thoroughly acquainted with our 
work in their behalf and have taken up the issue in order 
to help protect themselves. So with these combined 
efforts we can justly claim that Boston is in a very good 
condition in so far as the honesty of its business men 
and the accuracy of the measuring devices that they 
use in their transactions are concerned. Unusual high 
prices, scarcity of household necessities and the general 
restless state of the business world today have com- 
bined to add to our duties an enormous amount of 
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increased labor in the line of inspections, general reweigh- 
ings and the settlement of misunderstandings between 
dealers and customers. ‘The weights and measures laws 
are generally complied with by the merchants who now 
feel that the sealers are protectors rather than, as some 
presumed in the past, prosecutors. The codperation 
displayed, as related, does not mean that our work is 
ever finished, however, because cautious and vigilant 
work must be continuous lest the few now and then who 
prize ill-gained profits higher than honesty would 
disturb the general stable conditions. The laws relating 
to the annual sealing of measuring devices must be 
enforced and the hundreds of complaints must be investi- 
gated and settled. The local department working in 
conjunction with the state and national bureaus of 
weights and measures has accomplished a great deal 
toward making business men strictly honest, customers 
confident in their dealers and a general feeling of secure- 
ness in the business atmosphere of Boston. If the off- 
cials connected with this department display the 
same amount of energy, earnestness and interest in 
their work in the future as they have in the past year 
the purchasing public may well feel secure in their 
financial transactions and the dealers may rest assured 
that our work is being done as an insurance to them 
against loss as well as a protection to their customers.

ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The headquarters of the department is at City Hall 
Annex, Rooms 105-107, where the standards used by 
the city are kept and the test rooms are located. The 
force consists, as in previous years, of the sealer and ten 
assistants, termed deputy sealers, a chief clerk and a 
mechanician. The work of the department is divided 
into three sections: 

1. General inspections, re-examinations of devices, 
reweighings of commodities, the following up of com- 
plaints and the necessary court work connected with the 
prosecution of violators of the laws. 

2. Testing and sealing of all measuring devices, 
annually, at the various places. of business throughout 
the city. 

3. Testing and sealing of all devices brought to the 
test rooms at headquarters. 


INCOME TO THE DEPARTMENT. 


The work at the office is done without charge, but a 
fee is charged for all sealing and adjusting done at the 
places of business. A regular schedule of prices has been 
in existence for many years and while only nominal for 
the amount of labor required in sealing a device, is the 
basis upon which our income is derived. For many 
years attempts have been made in the Massachusetts 
Legislature to have the fee system abolished by a few 
dissatisfied citizens of other communities outside of 
Boston, whose claim is that it is double taxation in 
levying this fee. On the other hand, the thousands of 
merchants in this city make no complaint whatever and 
feel that the amount charged and the work accom- 
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plished is a very cheap insurance toward protecting them 
from heavy annual losses. ‘To abolish fees would not 
only deprive this city of an average of $9,000 annu- 
ally but would break up a system of sealing that has 
developed into a state that is hardly possible to justly 
criticise unfavorably. During the last few years, how- 
ever, the laws have been so amended through the 
influence of these same critics that our income has 
suffered, but notwithstanding these reductions our 
total income has increased over that of last year. This 
year the total amount of charges made for sealing and 
adjusting was $8,742.95 against that of $8,187.63 of the 
year previous. ‘The following table shows the charges 
made for work done and the amount of cash collected 
and turned over to the City Collector:

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The past year has been one that will long be remem- 
bered because of the efforts that we have used to help 
the people combat the terrors wrought by shortage of 
production and the incidental high prices. So rapidly 
have the prices increased on the necessities of the house- 
hold that it has had an influence on the minds of the 
people, making them more skeptical in regards to what 
the merchants were giving them in weight, and hundreds 
of complaints have been made and investigated, only 
to find that there was no foundation for their fears. On 
the other hand, hundreds were found to be legitimate 
and not only have these complainants been benefited 
by our actions but the community at large has been 
protected from future violations from the hands of those 
detected. To show in a concrete way the work accom- 
plished during the year the following table is given:

COOPERATION WITH FUEL AND Foop ADMINISTRATORS. 


The acute situation in fuel and food brought upon us 
by the war has added a great amount of investigation 
work to our duties. We have been in close touch with 
the officials of the Fuel and also of the Food Adminis- 
trator’s office and have worked with them in regulating 
the weight of bread, distribution of sugar and sale of 
coal. Our investigations along these lines have been 
such that tabulation of cases and weighings have been 
increased greatly over those of previous years but the 
work necessitated and accomplished cannot be shown 
by figures. It is sufficient to say, however, that the 
duties performed in these cases have been continuous 
and manifold. During the year we have investigated 
and made the following inspections:

_Each season has its particular commodity about which 
people complain of getting short weight when buying. 
The summer season of the past year was one in which 
all communities were exasperated over the ice supply 
and the prices charged for it. While those communities 
lying adjacent to Boston were continually irritated over 
the short weight given by the ice company employees, 
Boston people happily enjoyed the fruits of our past 
endeavors with the ice company officials and the cases 
of short weight found here were surprisingly small in 
numbers. Our dealings have been with the officers of 
the company when cases of fraud have been discovered 
and they in turn have codperated to such an extent 
that during the past summer we were free from the 
notorious short-weight ice man, while all over the state 
the wrath of the people was greatly increased because 
of the defiant manner in which the ice dealers were 
short-weighting on this summer necessity. During the 
summer season we had but 14 cases in court for short 
weight on ice, a surprisingly small number, and we antici- 
pate that during the coming summer we will be able to 
show a smaller number of violations caused, as I have 
stated, by our past efforts in dealing with and having 
the codperation of the officers of the ice companies. 


COAL. 


To describe the numerous complaints, investigations, 
sufferings and other results of the coal famine in this 
city during the past season would be impossible. It is 
sufficient to say that never in the history of this depart- 
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ment have we been called upon so much to pacify a 
suffering people as during the past few months. We 
have worked incessantly with the coal administrators 
and other United States Government officials trying to 
alleviate the hardships that have been brought upon 
the people of our city. We have also kept a watchful 
eye on the ever-present iniquitous dealer,— he who ekes 
out his fortune by making his fellow-being suffer,— the 
dealer of small lots of coal who short-weights his cus- 
tomer. During the past crisis these dealers who sell in 
small quantities have not been able to get a supply of 
coal to sell and this, in a great measure, has kept many 
people from being defrauded during the coal shortage. 
We have watched and investigated thoroughly and fre- 
quently all dealers selling coal in any quantity, and have 
summoned into court during the past year thirty-five 
dealers of coal and coke, convicting thirty-three. 


BreEAD, SuGAR, BEANS, FLOUR AND CEREALS. 


What has been said of coal can truthfully be said of 
all other commodities used by the average housewife. 
The surprisingly high prices have caused the packers of 
cereals and other package goods to cut down on the 
quantity of goods rather than raise the price, especially 
on widely advertised articles. ‘This has been a source 
of many complaints from the people who have used these. 
goods regularly and we have been tireless in our efforts 
to keep the merchants and the purchasers on pleasant 
terms. The bakers were caught in the high prices of 
flour, sugar, shortening, etc., that go to make up their 
product, and after many meetings between the bakers 
and the sealers, decisions were arrived at on the weight 
of the bread and the size of the wrapper that could be 
legally used. Many manufacturers of bread who supply 
the local grocers with their product were caught with 
many thousands of printed wrappers with the net weight 
stamped thereon, and when the price of raw materials 
advanced and they were forced to raise the price or 
reduce the quantity of their product they decided to do 
the latter. They then continued to use the old wrappers 
with the net weight formerly given stamped thereon. 
This action brought forth hundreds of complaints from 
people who rightfully claimed that they were being short- 
weighted on bread. The matter was finally righted, 
however, after many hearings between the bakers, food 
administrators and sealers. We are continually investi- 
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gating the bakers, however, acquainting them with the 
conditions under which they may sell bread and rolls. 


Court PROSECUTIONS. 


After our investigations we summoned into court 
those offenders of the weights and measures laws whose 
violations showed signs of criminal intent. These 
charges varied in nature and a list of cases is given below:

Net Weicut Laws. 


For the past year and a half the net weight laws 
have been in effect and have been generally lived up 
to by the many packers of foodstuffs. The food package 
has many advantages as well as many disadvantages. 
The food is kept in a sanitary state, the buyer can tell 
just how much he is getting for his expenditure by the 
mark on the package, and the merchant is protected 
by not leaving himself lable in having clerks who 
will short-weight on the commodity or waste it during a 
sale. The disadvantages to the customer are that on 
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some occasions they buy package goods expecting the 
old-time weight, while they are getting much less in 
some cases, although if they closely looked they would 
find the weight stamped on the package. Then again, 
the package costs money to make and the consumer 
pays the price. The ‘‘net weight’’ law not only affects 
articles sold over the counter to the housewife but is 
applicable to cases of foods, bags of potatoes, onions, 
barrels of apples, and all other products in the package 
whether it be of large or small size. 


Fruits, Nuts AND VEGETABLES. 


We cannot impress the law pertaining to the sale of 
fruits, nuts and vegetables too strongly on the minds 
of the people. Chapter 57, section 21, of the Revised 
Laws, amended by chapter 246, Acts of 1912, and chapter 
713 of the Acts of 1913, relates to the selling of these 
products and establishes a weight equal to the old-time 
bushel, peck and quart. It is a rare thing today to 
see the local provision dealer or street peddler measur- 
ing out a peck of apples or potatoes. The law says 
that he must weigh them and so he weighs out twelve or 
fifteen pounds, respectively. It has required much time 
on our part to make the dealers conversant with this 
law, but the matter is well regulated today and the 
dry measure has become almost extinct as far as selling 
produce is concerned. The sale by weight is a mutual 
benefit to both consumer and dealer. We have had 
a supply of cards printed giving the established legal 
weight per bushel, peck and quart for all fruits, nuts 
and vegetables and it is our earnest hope that all per- 
sons buying these articles will procure one of these 
‘“‘weight cards’? and make sure that they are getting 
all the weight that the law establishes as correct. A 
copy of these weights is appended below:

GASOLENE Pumps. 


After years of much trouble on gasolene pumps we 
have at last a condition in which little annoyance is 
encountered. The fire laws were instrumental in 
eliminating the five-gallon. gasolene can and _ intro- 
ducing the notch pump, and until we had many 
meetings with the pump manufacturers and garage 
keepers the gasolene pump was a continual short 
measure violator. During the past year we have sealed 
880 pumps, having 1,809 measures therein. Gasolene 
today, with its high price and great demand, is a com-— 
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modity that with an imperfect pump much fraud can 
be practised and much money lost in a day’s business. 
We feel sure, however, that with the improved nozzles 
and with each notch tested carefully, the consumer 
and dealer are mutually satisfied that the problem has 
been solved and that efficiency and accuracy is being 
maintained instead of the conditions that existed but a 
few years ago. 


TAXICAB METERS SEALED. 


Since our last annual report, by new legislation the 
duties of testing and sealing of meters used on the 
public taxicabs have come under our supervision. ‘The 
sealing of a meter takes a great deal of time. ‘The first 
tests are made after many examinations and adjust- 
ments and then a road test must be given in order that 
the sealer may see that the attachments are working 
correctly while the car is in motion. -During the year 
we made 523 first tests and sealed 363 meters as cor- 
rect. The taxicab business in Boston has developed 
into a gigantic business proposition and with the use of 
inaccurate meters much fraud could be perpetrated on 
the unthinking public. We have in our work the con- 
tinuous help of the taxicab owners, who willingly approve 
and accept any suggestions that we offer and they are 
without the least doubt conducting their business in 
a manner free from all unfavorable criticism. While 
this cannot be said about the business in some of the 
other large municipalities, we feel proud of the excellent 
conditions here. 


Heavy TEAM AND RaArLROAD TRACK SCALES. 


As in the past, two of our men were kept constantly 
busy testing and sealing the large team scales and rail- 
road track scales used by the railroads, manufacturing 
plants, coal dealers and wholesalers. During the year 
795 of these large scales have been sealed. The capacity 
of these scales varies from 1 to 150 tons and in many 
cases it is necessary for two men to spend an entire day 
testing these scales sufficiently to satisfy themselves 
that they are free from all defects and ready for the 
seal. Many of these scales are located at the various 
institutions and at the several city department head- 
quarters. The track scales also take a great deal of 
time and energy to test and seal. These scales are 
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built in sections and each section must be tested and 
passed upon separately before the seal is applied. Much 
care must be constantly given these large scales as the 
least inaccuracy means a matter of thousands of pounds 
difference in the business of a day’s transactions. 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


As in past years, the hawkers and peddlers going 
about the streets selling fruit, vegetables, fish, coal and 
ice are under our general supervision in connection 
with a representative of the Health Department. All 
scales used by these hawkers are sealed when found 
correct and a certificate of approval is given to each 
applicant in order that he may procure a license from 
the Health Commissioner. It is well for all persons 
dealing with these hawkers to remember that all com- 
modities sold by them must be sold by weight and not 
by the dry measure. During the past year 932 applicants 
were approved and licenses granted to them. 


MATERIAL BENEFITS DERIVED FROM HAVING A WEIGHTS 
AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT IN A COMMUNITY. 


All large communities must have their various depart- 
ments under whose supervision work which is in a sense 
specialized must be taken care of in an efficient and 
effective manner. As police, fire, hospital and school 
departments are a necessity to all communities for the 
special service that they render to that community, so 
also is a department of weights and measures, their 
special duties being to protect the financial interests of 
a trading public in their daily negotiations and to aid 
them to help themselves. Conditions have so shaped 
themselves that in the past few years the people, as a 
whole, have more fully realized that our department is 
a clearing house for all their business misunderstandings, 
and we have been called upon to exercise our authority 
in almost every known class of business affairs from 
reweighing coal and sugar to counting the number of 
brick delivered to a building contractor or reweighing 
piping over which questions of inaccuracy have arisen. 
But circumstances have so altered the departmental 
affairs of this branch of the public service that while in 
the past we were called upon to only test and seal 
devices used in business, today this forms but one of 
the many branches of our duties. We are not only 
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sealers of weights and measures, but in reality super- 
visors of business transactions and inspectors of food 
values. The wholesalers, marketmen, farmers, railroads, 
merchants of all types as well as the countless thousands 
of consumers all demand our service and there is not 
a business man of any type who is not constantly under 
our scrutinizing eye to see that their acts are fair. to 
themselves as well as to the second party. We prose- 
cute when the violation is one that points to infamous 
and shameful dishonesty. We explain and interpret the 
laws when the violation is found to be an act free from 
criminal intent and is done in ignorance of the law. 
We are working constantly for the protection of the 
people’s interests and the idea of keeping Boston free 
from all unscrupulous and defrauding dealers and mak- 
ing her a city in which strangers as well as citizens may 
have full confidence that they are being treated in a fair 
and courteous manner in all their business dealings. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


As in reports of the past few years, I have suggested 
and strongly recommended that, because of the great 
increase in the amount of work necessitated by growing 
conditions generally and also of the conditions brought 
upon us by the present world crisis, we have additional 
help in our department. We should have several 
additional deputy sealers, because the work demands it 
and in justice to the public and in order to keep up the 
reputation that the department holds both in the city 
itself and in all parts of the country. Recommenda- 
tions of former years also include the establishment of 
public scales in the various outlying sections of the city 
similar to the one in use at the present time at Hay- 
market square. These scales should be installed and a 
public weigher appointed in charge of each, under the 
supervision of this department. These scales are a 
public necessity and the absence of them in the different 
districts is daily felt by hundreds of merchants who 
must depend on privately owned scales of small capacity. 
To the public in general I recommend that they keep 
in close touch with the affairs of this office, because we 
want their undivided codperation and absolute confi- 
dence. We desire that they send to us any information, 
no matter how unimportant it may seem in their own 
case, if it is at all tainted with fraud. I suggest that all 
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persons in their business transactions remember our 
slogan, ‘‘Watch the Scales,’’ and report any inaccurate 
proceedings that may occur. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing, I wish to thank all those who have in any 
way contributed toward making the past year one of 
the most successful since the establishment of this 
department. First to my assistants for their untiring 
efforts and successful labors. I share with them the 
success attained. ‘To the Press of Boston — always 
willing to devote space in the interests of helping our 
campaigns against fraud. ‘To those who during the 
year have brought to our attention confidential knowl- 
edge that has resulted in further protection for their 
fellow citizens, and to the ever-increasing honest and 
efficient Boston merchants who have willingly and con- 
sistently worked with us to drive from our midst the 
transient business marauder who from experience has 
found business life for his type of short duration in 
Boston. To these allies, therefore, I am indebted for 
the excellent condition that is to be found in Boston 
today as regards weights and measures.

Sir,— I herewith submit report showing the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department and 
the work performed from February 1, 1917, to January 
31, 1918, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1918 has been prescribed 
as provided for in chapter 196 of the Special Acts of 
1916, the main streets, avenues and highways or parts 
thereof being as follows: 


RoxBuRY. 


Dudley street, from Washington street to John Eliot square. 

John Eliot square, from Dudley street to Centre street. 

Centre street, from John Eliot square to a point within 207 
feet of Cedar street. 


West RoxBury. 


Washington street, from Walk Hill street (old) to Corinth 
street. 
Centre street, from South street to Spring street. 
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DORCHESTER. 
River street, from Blue Hill avenue to Edgewater drive. 


Making a total distance of three miles, as provided 
by law.

It is a pleasure to be able to report that the insurance 
losses for fires during the year, due directly or indirectly 
to electrical causes, were remarkably small, the total 
insurance loss reported being but $3,671.33. 

The electrical equipments of theaters, hotels, depart- 
ment stores and other buildings where the life hazard 
must be given that consideration that it deserves have 
received particular attention during the year. 

The violations of the law relating to the notification 
to and the obtaining of a permit from this department 
in connection with the installation of electrical appara- 
tus and wiring within buildings have been very few, and 
it has not been necessary to have any prosecutions 
made under said law. .

Attached to these poles were five hundred eighteen thousand 
five hundred (518,500) feet of overhead wires owned by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, Boston Fire Department (Fire 
Alarm Branch) and Boston Police Department (Police Signal 
Service). 

Norfolk street, from Blue Hill avenue to a point 171 feet 
beyond Walk Hill street, twenty-eight (28) poles, of which 
twenty-five (25) were owned by the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and three (3) by the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company. 

Attached to these poles were two hundred ninety-three 
thousand three hundred (293,300) feet of overhead wires 
owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, Edison Electric Lluminating Company, Boston Fire 
Department (Fire Alarm Branch) and Boston Police Depart- 
ment (Police Signal Service). 


Brighton. 


South street, from Commonwealth avenue to Chestnut 
Hill avenue, six (6) poles owned by the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, to which were attached twenty- 
one thousand eight hundred (21,800) feet of overhead wires 
owned by the same company. 


Two terminal pole locations have been granted during 
the year as prescribed in chapter 347, Acts of 1908. 
One terminal pole location was granted to the New 
England Telephone and ‘Telegraph Company for a 
terminal pole on Ingleside street easterly from Blue Hill 
avenue, Roxbury, and one terminal pole location to 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company on Park 
street easterly from Washington street, Dorchester. 

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various com- 
panies for the purpose of passing on such locations. 
Sketches are made of the locations agreed upon, which 
are kept on file for comparison with plans filed later 
when application is made to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, or in the case of terminal poles to the Com- 
missioner of Wires, for permission to set the poles. 

The work of restenciling all poles standing in the 
- streets of the city is now in progress. All poles standing 
in the city are inspected and tested yearly by the 
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inspectors of this division and at the same time a gen- 
eral inspection is made of all overhead construction. 
Such defects as are found are reported to the companies 
responsible. 

Poles found to be leaning or in process of decay are 
reported to the companies owning same, and where 
conditions warrant it poles are condemned. 

This work, of course, is in addition to the regular 
inspection work necessary on account of new con- 
struction. 

During the past year the inspectors of this division 
reported one hundred eighty-three (183) poles decayed 
at base and ninety-nine (99) poles leaning, or a total of 
two hundred eighty-two (282) poles, which were replaced 
by new poles or reset by the various companies at the 
request of the Wire Department. 

Nineteen (19) abandoned poles were also reported by 
the inspectors of this division which were removed by 
the various companies at the request of this department.

This special construction is only approved in 
side or residential streets, the copper conductors to be 
not larger than No. 4-0 B. & 8. gauge and voltage not to 
exceed 250. The total amount of ‘Split Fibre Solid 
Main System” laid during the year comprised four 
thousand four hundred thirty-seven (4,437) feet of 
trench, eight thousand five hundred thirteen (8,513) 
feet of duct and fifty-one (51) service boxes.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


During the year several additions and changes to 
generating and distributing systems of public service 
corporations supplying electricity from power stations 
in this city have been made. Following are noted 
the most important changes or additions referred to: 

The Edison Electric Uluminating Company have 
completed their substation No. 48, located at Central 
avenue and River street, Dorchester, and have also 
completed their forty-ninth station, located at 693 
Beacon street, city proper. ‘They have also installed 
a new substation known as No. 51 on Damrell street, 
South Boston, for the supply of current to the 8. A. 
Woods Company plant and immediate district sur- 
rounding that location. ‘This new station has a capac- 
ity of two 500-k. v. a. transformers, and is connected 
by a 13,800-volt transmission line underground from 
their fourth station on L street, also by a similar trans- 
mission line underground from their ninth station, 
located on Harrison avenue and Zeigler street, Roxbury. 
A new station known as No. 52 has been installed on 
Hampshire street for the purpose of supplying current 
for the Roxbury Carpet plant and the Boston Belting 
Company plant. This station has a capacity of two 
300-k. v. a. transformers, and is supplied by two 13,800- 
volt transmission lines from the ninth station, Harrison 
avenue and Zeigler street, Roxbury. 

At the service buildings of the company on Massa- 
chusetts avenue a new 500-k. v. a. transformer has been 
installed, receiving current from a transmission line 
of 13,800 volts, this transformer to be used at present 
in supplying current for the service buildings property 
of the company. Later it is proposed to have a dis- 
tributing substation located at this place for supplying 
the district in the vicinity. 

The Pittsburgh street station at 20 Pittsburgh street, 
South Boston, formerly known as 6-1, has been dis- 
mantled and abandoned. At each of the following 
stations, namely, Ninth station, Harrison avenue and 
Zeigler street, Roxbury; thirteenth station, South 
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street, Roslindale, and thirty-sixth station, Common- 
wealth avenue and Linden street, Allston, a new 1,750- 
k. v. a., 3-phase, 13,800-2,300-—4,000-volt transformer 
has been added to the equipment previously installed. 
The following new transmission lines have been installed, 
all of them, of course, being underground: 

No. 4/0 3-conductor, 15,000-volt transmission cables 
from fourth station, L street, South Boston, to fifty-first 
station, S. A. Woods Company, South Boston; from 
fourth station to forty-third station, Central avenue and 
River street, Dorchester; from fifty-first station to 
fifty-seventh station (service buildings substation), and 
from fifty-seventh station to ninth station, Harrison 
avenue and Zeigler street, Roxbury. 

A new 6,900-volt cable has been run from the twelfth 
station on Chatham street, and to the eighth station, 
Central square, East Boston. 

During the year the potential of 6,900-volt transmis- 
sion lines supplying East Boston, Boston & Albany 
docks, Chatham street, and the Salem street stations 
has been raised to 13,800 volts operating pressure. 

During the year one 15,000-k. v. a. unit at the fourth 
station of the company, South Boston, was rewound, 
changing potential of said machine to 138,800 volts, 
thereby eliminating the necessity of using compensators 
formerly used for raising pressure to that potential. 
During the year the company started the installation 
of a new 30,000-k. v. a. turbo generator with the neces- 
sary boilers, but this installation has not been completed 
as yet, and is not expected to be ready for operation 
until the coming summer. 

During the year the company have removed from their 
third station, 516 Atlantic avenue, four 650 horse power 
triple expansion engines, each direct connected to two 
200-kilowatt, 150-volt Edison generators. These were 
part of the original direct connected equipment installed 
at this station, and have been removed preparatory to 
the installation of additional apparatus of modern 
design which will increase the capacity of this station. 

Chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904 relating to the 
inspection of theatres and halls has been complied with, 
careful inspections having been made of the electrical 
equipments of theatres and halls, and records of same 
kept on file at this office. In carrying out the provisions 
of this law inspections to the number of 1,257 have been 
made during the year. At the time these inspections 
were made tests were also made to ascertain the insula- 
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tion resistance from ground of the installations and 
where such test showed conditions less than those 
required in the interests of safety, further tests were 
made for the purpose of locating faults, and when 
located defective portions of installation were ordered 
out of service until necessary repairs had been made. 

In addition to the inspections referred to above, 
weekly inspections were made of the electrical equipments 
of traveling theatrical companies and shows fulfilling 
engagements at the various theatres and places of 
amusement, also of such temporary work as had been 
installed by or under the authority of the proprietors 
or managers of the premises. 

Inspections of old electrical equipments have been 
carried on in so far as practicable with the limited force 
of inspectors available for that purpose, the equipments 
of hotels, department stores, ete., where life hazard 
existed in connection with possible fires being given 
preference. 

During the year ending January 31, 1917, 9,122 
permits were issued granting the right to turn current 
on new interior wiring or apparatus for light, heat or 
power purposes, and under authority of chapter 571 of 
the Acts of 1910 a charge of fifty cents was made for 
each permit, fees collected in connection with these 
permits amounting to $4,561. Permits to install wiring 
or electrical apparatus within buildings were granted to 
the number of 14,678. In connection with the granting 
of these permits, and as authorized by chapter 262 of the 
Special Acts of 1915, fees were collected amounting to 
$24,930.20, making a total of $29,491.20 collected on 
account of permits granted by this department during 
the fiscal year. 

During the year all fires and accidents supposed to be 
due to electrical causes were carefully investigated and 
reported upon by the department. ‘The record for the 
year of fires and accidents to property due to electricity 
shows sixty-three in number. The number of accidents 
to persons, both fatal and nonfatal, was twenty-seven, 
of which number three had fatal results. One of the 
victims of the fatal accidents was a lineman who came 
in contact with a wire carrying high potential current, 
he being on a pole at work at the time; one of the victims 
was a cleaner and washer in a cleansing establishment 
who received shocks from a 116-volt A. C. circuit, 
and the third victim was a laborer in a mill who made 
simultaneous contacts with fuse clip and bus bar on 
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panel ‘board, receiving thereby shocks at a potential of 
approximately 570 volts. Of the twenty-four nonfatal 
accidents, nine occurred within electric power stations; 
five occurred in manholes or in connection with under- 
eround work; two were in connection with third rail 
accidents; three were to children aged seven, nine and 
eleven years, respectively, two of the children climbing 
up to and taking hold of live wires, and in the other 
case the child took hold of a live trolley wire which had 
fallen to ground; one was to a boy who received slight 
shocks when making simultaneous contacts with water 
and gas systems between which a slight difference of 
electrical potential existed; one was to a fireman while 
performing duty at a fire, and was result of street 
lighting circuit charging:front of building; one was to an 
infant who was burned by hot pieces of glass from an 
exploded incandescent lamp; one was to a party in bath- 
tub taking hold of a wall bracket, the wiring of which 
was in electrical connection with same owing to a break- 
down of the insulation of fixture wire; and one was to a 
lineman on a pole who was testing wires at the time. 

Of the fires and accidents within buildings, the causes 
of which were investigated by this department, there 
were twenty-seven that were determined to be wholly 
or in part due to electrical causes. Of this number 
there were eleven in connection with which insurance 
losses were caused, said losses ranging from $1,800.38 
to $10. 

The total insurance losses as a result of fires determined 
to be due to electrical causes were but $3,671.33, the 
smallest insurance loss due to electrical fires in any year 
during the past eight. 

There were but five fires which caused insurance 
losses in excess of $100 each. Of these fires one causing 
an insurance loss of $1,800.38 was due to current of a 
series are lighting street circuit taking path to ground 
through metal work of building, fire being started at 
points of high resistance of passage of current to ground. 
A large proportion of this insurance loss was due to water 
damage, sprinkler system being set in operation. 

The next largest insurance loss of $870 was due to a 
fire in moving picture booth, metal box containing 2,000 
feet of moving picture film coming in contact with live 
terminals of rheostat of stereopticon machine, short 
circuit thereby caused melting holes in box and igniting 
film. | 
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The next largest insurance loss, $390 in amount, was 
due to some unauthorized and incompetent person 
removing a B. X. cable from an outlet box in baseboard 
sufficiently to permit conductors to rest on edge of box, 
then inserting two wires into this same hole and making 
connections in outlet box and running over to a new 
outlet box installed several feet away. Breakdown of 
insulation occurred where wires rested on edge of outlet 
box, short circuit resulting thereby, causing fire. 

The next largest amount of insurance loss, $206.50, 
was due to an attempt to remove a gasolene pump 
without first disconnecting wires feeding incandescent 
lamp in lettered globes on pump, short circuit igniting 
gasolene. 

The fifth fire, same causing an insurance loss of $105, 
was due to breakdown in insulation of a branch circuit 
wire back of insulator on wall bracket, breakdown occur- 
ring during severe thunder storm and being probably 
due to a lightning discharge. Small hole was melted in 
gas pipe and gas ignited. 

There were six other fires which caused insurance 
losses, as follows: $94.70, $85, $59.75, $25, $25 and $10.

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FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC— 
TRICITY, FEBRUARY 1, 1917, To JANUARY 31, 1918. 


February 2, 7.36 a. m., 183 Essex street. Engine 
7 and Ladder 17 called on still alarm. Breakdown of 
insulation of wires of branch circuit at point where they 
issued from 4-inch conduit at meter board resulted in 
arcing between wires and pipe, insulation on wires being 
ignited and fire being communicated to meter board, 
burning and charring same for several inches. This was 
an old installation, installed at the time when bushings 
were not required on the end of conduits. No damage 
other than as stated. 

February 3, 10.30 a. m., 11 Ashburton place. Chemi- 
eal 1 called on still alarm. Arcing and heating at 
defective jackknife switch, setting fire to neighboring 
woodwork. Damage small. 

February 13, 4.80 p. m.,} 327 Blue Hill avenue. 
Engine 24 called on still alarm. Burn-out occurred in 
armature of 1.5-ampere, 110-volt A. C. motor. No dam- 
age except to armature of motor. 

February 13, 9.45 p. m., 5 Dillaway street, Box 1481. 
Burn-out occurred in 100,000 c. m. underground service 
cable at point just outside of building wall where service 
entered basement. Flames entered basement, igniting 
wooden wainscoting in immediate vicinity of where 
cable entered. Insurance loss, $85. 

As a matter of general interest would note the follow- 
ing manhole explosions, neither of which could be 
attributed to electrical causes: 

February 19, shortly before 12 m. Explosions 
occurred in two manholes of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company located on Harrison avenue, 
one opposite Hunneman street and the other opposite 
997 Harrison avenue, both covers being blown violently 
into the air. Explosions were evidently illuminating gas 
from a leaking’ gas pipe nearby ignited in some manner 
unknown. 

February 21, in the neighborhood of 1.30 a. m. 
Explosion occurred in manhole of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company located opposite 
71 Berkeley street. Cover was blown violently into the 
air. Pane of glass on first floor of building 71 Berkeley 
street broken. Explosion was evidently illuminating 
gas from leaking gas pipe nearby ignited in some manner 
unknown. 
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March 1, 8.52 p. m., 84 Bowdoin street. Chemical 
1 called on still alarm on account of breakdown of 
insulation of OOOO, three-wire service cable entering 
building, breakdown occurring just outside of foundation 
wall. No fire within building. 

March 5, 7.05 p. m. Fire at base of street arc lamp 
pole, due to breakdown in insulation of cables feeding 
lamp on said pole, these cables feeding from underground. 

March 5, 3.45 p. m., Box 1383, 9 Brimmer street. 
Unauthorized and improper wiring connected to existing 
wiring in concealed space. Existing B. X. cable was 
pulled out of outlet box, permitting the conductors to 
rest on edge of box. Two wires without protection were 
then pulled into this same hole and run to another wall 
receptacle. Breakdown of insulation occurred where 
wires rested on edge of outlet box, and fire resulted. 
Insurance, loss, $870. 

March 6, 3.55 p. m., junction of State and Devonshire 
streets. Explosion in two manholes of New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

March 6, 8.40 p. m., 1106 Boylston street. Fire 
Department called on still alarm on account of slight 
fire due to an electric heater installed beneath hood of 
an automobile. 

March 8, 12.20 p. m., 326 Beacon street. Fire Depart- 
ment called on still alarm. Breakdown in insulation 
of branch circuit wires at an unused wall outlet, due 
to vibration of gas pipe wearing through insulation, 
resulting in grounding on gas pipe, insulation of wires 
igniting as a result of short circuit thereby caused, and 
fire communicated to laths. Insurance loss, $25. 

March 11, Auburn and Vernon streets. Breakdown 
in insulation of 150-light transformer on pole. Damage 
confined to transformer and a few feet of wire. 

March 11, 8.07 p. m., Box 1468, 619 Washington 
street. Metal box containing 2,000 feet moving picture 
film came in contact with live terminals of rheostat of 
stereopticon machine, short circuit thereby caused 
melting two holes in box and. igniting film. Fire was 
communicated to two other films, each 1,000 feet in 
length. Damage confined to films and scorching and 
burning of paint within booth. Insurance loss, $390. 

March 11, 3.04 a. m., rear of building 275 and 277 Con- 
gress street. Breakdown in insulation of wires feeding

Fire destroyed bedding, ignited 
neighboring woodwork, and injured occupant of bed 
sufficiently to necessitate her removal to hospital;

Muller was connected to and 
fed from a pull chain socket above bed, a piece of ribbon 
being attached to pull chain so that muller could be 
operated by occupant of bed. During the night, tem- 
perature of room was so warm that the occupant of bed 
pushed the bed clothes off of her, and, in doing so, 
accidentally pulled the ribbon that was fastened to the 
chain pull, turning current on, electric muller becoming 
overheated and igniting bed clothes with which it was 
in contact. Insurance loss, $59.75. 

April 23, 12.30 p. m., 67 Chestnut street. Engine 10 
called on still alarm. Breakdown occurred in under- 
ground service cable entering building, beneath side- 
walk, near building line. Damage confined to cable. 

April 28,. 7.24 p. m., 565 Boylston street, Box 1535. 
5.5 ampere electric iron left in circuit and resting on 
cloth-covered wooden table. Iron became overheated, 
ignited cloth and woodwork, and fire was communicated 
to merchandise in the vicinity. Damage heavy. 

May 4, 7.32 a. m., 160 Norfolk street, Roxbury, 
Box 319 Slight fire caused by flash from a jackknife 
switch when opened by workman, igniting dust, fire 
being communicated to a “‘sugar cyclone”’ nearby. 

May 5, 4.32 p. m., 12 and 14 Columbia street, Box 1482. 
Burn out of underground electric service cable entering 
building. Damage confined to cable and slight charring 
of woodwork nearby. Insurance loss, $10. 

May 10, 7.59 p. m., 968 Massachusetts avenue, Box 
314. Gasolene pump in front of premises was being 
removed to make way for a new pump. Pilot or adver- 
tising lights inclosed in lettered globes on pump were 
controlled by a single pole switch within office building. 
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Instead of removing fuses from cutout, single pole switch 
was thrown, and as this switch was cut in on the neutral 
wire, current was still up to lights referred to. In taking 
down pump, live wire was broken and grounded on 
pump, and flash ignited gasolene. Fire extinguished 
by employee on premises, about 10 gallons of gasolene 
(estimated) being destroyed. Insurance loss, $206.50. 

May 20, 5.04 a. m., elevated structure City square, 
Charlestown. Breakdown of insulated third rail. Hole 
melted in third rail. Insulation of two feed cables 
nearby burned, and nearby signal cable.of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company burned off.

Breakdown 
occurred in insulation of splices in a junction box. , No 
damage except to wires and’ melting of a small hole in 
junction box.

6-way catch box at location referred to. No damage 
except to cables and box. 

June 16, 6.25 a. m., 1350 Washington street, Box

it passed through foundation wall of building. No 
damage except to cable and to adjacent wood sheathing, 
which was pulled down in getting at source of trouble.

July 29, 6.52 a.«m., 53 Chestnut street. Breakdown 
of insulation and burn-out of underground service cable 
in foundation wali, fire being communicated to-wod- 
work in basement. Insurance loss, $94.70. 

July 31, about 2.17 p. m., street in front of building 
No. 121 Congress street electrically charged, horses 
being thrown down as a result of shocks received there- 
from. Source of current from underground conductor, 
insulation of which had broken down. 

August 8, 6.35 a. m., 105 Eliot street. Members of 
Fire Department called on still alarm on account of 
smoke entering basement of building; same _ being 
result of breakdown in underground service cable 
entering basement; burn-out in said cable occurring 
in foundation wall of building. No damage except 
to cable. 

August 10, 9.10 a. m., Prescott street at Hampden 
street, Roxbury. Burn-out occurred in 10 k. v. a. trans- 
former located in manhole. Cover of manhole was 
blown off. No damage except to transformer. 

August 16, about 8.30 p. m., Shawmut avenue and 
Castle street. Burn-out occurred in 750,000 c. m. and 
200,000 ce. m. main in solid tube system, followed by 
explosion in manhole at location given above. A few 
panes of glass broken in nearby building, otherwise no 
damage except to main and feeder referred to.

August 29, about 8 p. m., corner of Dorchester and 
West Sixth streets, South Boston. Burn-out in under- 
ground cables of extra high potential circuit resulted in 
explosion in manhole sufficient to slightly raise cover of 
same.

Engine 1 and Ladder 1 called on still alarm. During 
rainstorm, water leaked through metal box inclosing 
outline wiring, box having corroded from age and service, 
water dripping on lamp receptacle, causing ground and 
slight smoking.

Burn- 
out of 5-kilowatt transformer located on pole. No 
damage except to transformer. 

Fire 
Department called on still alarm. Resistance coils on 
starter for 2 horse power motor became broken, with 
consequent arcing. No fire. 

November 1, 5.28 a. m., Chelsea street, North Bridge, 
East Boston. Engine 11 and Ladder 21 called on 
account of burn-out in feeder of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, burn-out. being the result of shovel 
of a dredger getting caught on submarine feed cable 
Oe channel at said bridge. Damage confined to 
cable. 

November 4, 11.20 p. m., corner Hudson and Curve 
streets, city proper. Ladder 17 called on still alarm. 
Burn-out in cables feeding street arc lamp on pole at 
location referred to. Damage confined to wires and 
poles. 

November 7, 5.12 p. m., 6 Beacon street. Chemical 1 
called on still alarm. Breakdown of insulation on 
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branch circuit resulted in arcing between wire and 
cutout box in which it was inclosed, insulation on wire 
being ignited. Damage slight. 

November 11, 10.05 p. m., corner Beverly and Traverse 
streets. When policeman pulled signal box, explosion 
of gas occurred in said box and in 2 manholes nearby, 
police box being blown off and covers of manholes lifted 
into the air. Later leak was found in gas main in street 
near one of manholes referred to. 

November 12, 5.25 p. m., Humboldt avenue, near 
Homestead street, Box 279. Cross between street 
lighting are circuit and secondary wires resulted in 
arcing and flashing and burning of tree. No other 
damage. 

November 14, 9 p. m., manhole corner of Exeter and 
Boylston streets. Engine 33 and Ladder 15 called on 
still alarm on account of burn-out in 1,000,000 c. m. 
feeder in manhole in question. No damage except to 
feeder. 

December 4, 3.20 a. m., Box 1364, 145 Joy street. 
Breakdown occurred in insulation of light and power 
underground service cable where it passed through 
foundation wall of building, fire being communicated to 
surrounding woodwork and building contents. Esti- 
mated damage, $400. 

December 4, 5.24 p. m., Box 1211, 181 Washington 
Street North. Breakdown in insulation of 2-wire cir- 
cuit in molding installed on plastered wall. Insula- 
tion on wires, and molding ignited. Damage slight. 

December 5, 2.05 p. m., 2227 Washington street, 
Eagle Theatre Hall. While moving picture machine 
was in operation, film broke, end caught fire and fire 
was communicated to film within upper magazine. 
Damage confined to about 200 feet of film, which was 
destroyed, and scorching and smoking of paint within 
booth, and burn sustained by operator. Fire extin- 
guished by operator. 

December 5, about 6.50 p. m., opposite 78 Prince 
street. Burn-outs in 3-conductor 13,200-volt trans- 
mission cable and in 1,000,000 c. m. capacity 220-volt 
D. C. feeder cable, caused an explosion in manhole 
sufficient to lift cover off of same. Damage confined to 
cables. | 

December 20, 6.45 p. m., Box 1624, 310 and 312 
Harrison avenue. Breakdown occurred in insulation of 
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underground service cable entering building, breakdown 
occurring where cable passed through foundation wall. 
Damage confined to cable and slight burning of adjacent 
woodwork. 

December 29, 7.08 a. m., corner Schirmer road and 
Theodore Parker road, West Roxbury. Engine 30 
and Ladder 25 called on still alarm on account of break- 
down of insulation on wires feeding city incandescent 
lamp on pole at above location. Damage confined to 
wires and pole. 

January 2, 1918, 1 p. m., 912 Tremont street. Mem- 
bers of Fire Department called on still alarm as result 
of break in No. 14 B. & S. gauge conductor. Are 
between the two ends of broken wire heated and 
insulation covering fracture was ignited. No damage 
except to wire. | 

January 12, 9.02 a. m., Box 212, elevated railway 
structure at Washington and Hunneman streets, Rox- 
bury. Breakdown occurred in insulation of 500,000 
ec. m. feed cable with consequent grounding or short 
circuiting of same. No material damage except to 
cable. 

January 12, 9.21 a. m., Columbia road and Bruns- 
wick street, Dorchester. Breakdown occurred in 
insulation of primary wires attached to pole on private 
property. No damage except to wires and _ slight 
charring of wood cross-arm to which transformer was 
attached. 

January 13, 11.02 p. m., Fire Department called on 
still alarm 17 and 19 Haymarket square. Insulation of 
underground service cable broke down just outside of 
building which it entered. Flames extended through 
service pipe, scorching and slightly burning woodwork 
in the near vicinity of end of pipe. Damage slight. 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 1, about 1.03 p. m., George Sterling, employed 
by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company as an 
operator at their eleventh station, while removing a 
defective carbon brush from No. 1 generator, dropped 
brush on commutator, flash as a result of short circuit 
thereby resulting, causing injuries to Sterling’s eyes. 

March 6, about 3.27 p. m., Joseph Cogliano, an 
employee of James Sugden Company, while at work in 
manholes of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
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on East Broadway, opposite Lincoln School, received 
burns to second, third and fourth fingers and back of 
left hand. He was inside of manhole, drilling holes in 
wall of manhole preparatory to installing cable rack. 
Drill was driven through manhole and into a duct con- 
taining a live 13,800-volt circuit, causing short circuit, 
with consequent damage to cable and burns to Cogliano 
as above noted. 

March 11, about 3 a. m., Daniel Crowley, member of 
Ladder 8, Boston Fire Department, while performing 
duty at fire in rear portion of the Dockey Building, 375- 
385 Congress street, received an electric shock and fell 
off of ladder to ground. Besides severe shaking up Mr. 
Crowley received a fractured heel. Mr. Crowley at the 
time was approximately 18 or 20 feet above the ground. 
Source of current was grounded series arc light circuit 
which fed street lighting lamp suspended by means of 
iron bracket and gooseneck, which bracket was attached 
to building. 

March 14, at about 9.12 a. m., William Degman, a 

cable splicer in the employ of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, while at work in manhole on 
Berkeley street received severe burns to palm and 
knuckles of right hand. Degman at the time was saw- 
ing through a 3-wire so-called 125-250 volt cable, he 
supposing at the time that he was working on a dead 
cable. When saw blade reached conductors, short cir- 
cult occurred, with resulting damage to cable and 
injuries to Degman. 
* April 13, about 4.42 p. m., Allan J. Harris, an employee 
of the Condit Electric Company, while at work in the 
forty-ninth station of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, saw a hammer so placed that it was liable 
to come in contact with D. C. low potential bus bars. 
He attempted to remove hammer and same came in 
contact with buses referred to. Short circuit resulting 
caused severe burn to thumb of right hand. 

April 20, about 9.15 a. m., John A. Mackay, an 
employee of the Condit Electric Company, while at 
work in the old forty-third station of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, River street and Central ave- 
nue, Dorchester, he with others being at work dis- 
mantling said station, came in contact with 13,800-volt 
circuit. Mackay received severe burns to both hands 
and to his left foot. | 

May 2, 9.15 a. m., Frank Huber, an employee in the 
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battery division of the generating department of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, received slight 
burns to right side of face and neck as a result of short 
circuit caused by new tank being installed at the third 
station of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, 
being permitted to make simultaneous contact with 
poles of opposite polarity. Injuries dressed at station 
and he resumed work. 

May 30, about 3.30 p. m., on pole opposite 3 Marion 
street, East Boston, Thomas H. McCallom, nine years 
of age, living at 2 Bennett place, East Boston, climbed 
up on pole and took hold of a wire carrying a so-called 
2,300-volt A. C. current. He received shock which 
threw him to the ground, and burns of the second and 
third degrees on the little finger and thumb of left 
hand, and a second degree burn covering an area of 
about 2 inches on the calf of the left leg. 

June 9, about 5.380 p. m., Martin Connolley, a boy 
seven years of age, living at 5 West Fifth Street place, 
South Boston, received an electric shock and was said 
to have been rendered unconscious. Wiring involved 
was temporary secondary wiring used jn: connection 
with subway construction. Boy stated that he was 
able to reach the wiring while standing on wheel of 
wagon. Wire which he was: said to have come in con- 
tact with carried a potential of approximately 113 volts. 

June 12, about 7.30 p. m., Helen G. Kenney, eleven 
years of age, living at 20 Kent street, Roxbury, received 
an electric shock and was burned by trolley span wire 
which broke and fell to the ground opposite car barn 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 211 Roxbury 
street. After trolley wire fell to the ground the Kenney 
girl, who was passing, caught hold of the wire with both 
hands and was unable to let go. She was finally 
released by a passerby who went to her rescue. 

June 28, about 4 p. m., Mrs. Agnes Sloan, residing at 
Suite 3, 4 Summer street, Hyde Park, while about to 
take a bath, one foot being in bathtub containing water, 
the other foot being on the floor, reached across a set 
bowl for the purpose of getting a piece of soap, and in 
drawing back either took hold of fixture or her hand 
came in contact with fixture, same being a one-light 
combination gas and electric wall bracket on side wall 
which was electrically charged, insulation of conductors 
in same having broken down. She received a shock 
and a slight burn to forefinger of right hand, and she 
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was thrown or fell to the floor, receiving injuries to the 
right arm and to right side and leg. Potential of circuit, 
113 volts. 

July 15, about 7 or 7.15 a. m., infant son of Mr. 
Donald Kidd, residing at 71 Willowwood street, Dor- 
chester, received burns of first degree to his back while 
lying in crib such as is commonly used in maternity 
hospitals. Burns made by hot pieces of glass or burn- 
ing fragments of blanket falling upon the child, blanket 
being ignited by an incandescent lamp which was in 
contact with same and lamp having exploded. 

July 21, about 3.05 p. m., Napoleon J. Stone, line- 
man, while at work on pole corner of Norfolk and Eliza- 
beth streets, Dorchester, came in contact with high 
potential primary wire, receiving electric shocks resulting 
in his death. 

August 1, a boy, son of Mr. J. Lavezzo, of 1054 Ben- 
nington street, East Boston, received slight electric 
shocks by making simultaneous contact with gas range 
and coal range. Boy who had just come in from bath 
tilted back in chair, with feet on coal range which was 
not in use. Being requested to shut the gas off of gas 
range, he reached over for that purpose and received 
slight shock. On investigation it was found that insula- 
tion of fixture wire in a wall bracket had broken down, 
and that since bracket was originally installed a gas 
connection had been made, this gas pipe being in con- 
tact with canopy of bracket. Dzjfference of potential 
between gas pipe and water pipe, which was connected 
to coal range, resulted in shocks referred to. 

August 1, William Meeker, employed as a cleaner and 
washer at workshop, 103 Kemble street, Roxbury, met 
his death. He was using at the time a machine con- 
sisting of a rotary brush operated by % horse power, 
110-volt A. C. motor. Death reported by medical 
examiner as due to electric shock. <A test and then 
examination of apparatus showed handle and frame of 
cleaner when device was connected to circuit to be elec- 
trically charged, it being possible to obtain full voltage 
of secondary circuit, to which it was attached, between 
said handle and frame and the ground. Conditions 
of system normal and secondary properly grounded. 

August 6, John J. Dolan, an employee at the chocolate 
mills, Pierce square, Dorchester, while attempting to 
brush the walls in back of a tablet board, took hold of 
the upper edge of said board with his left hand to steady 
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himself, his hand coming in contact with upper clip of 
cartridge fuse cut-out, his right hand in back of board 
coming in contact with bus bar of opposite polarity, 
circuit being of a potential of approximately 570 volts 
A. C. Results fatal. 

September 5, William Polanda, laborer, employed in 
the maintenance department of the Edison Electric 
Uluminating Company, while at work on service cable 
at 155 Columbus avenue, received burns to right shoulder 
and forearm as a result of short circuit on conductors 
while he was pushing same through foundation wall of 
building. ) 

September 7, Owen Bonner, of the maintenance de- 
partment of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
while making tests at catch-box, ‘corner Washington 
and Essex streets, accidentally caused short circuit, 
flash of same burning skin on front of face. He resumed 
work. 

September 13, Dennis Toland, employed in the main- 
tenance department of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, received burns on left side of face and left 
forearm as a result of short circuit on service cable upon 
which he was at work at the time at 93 Central street, 
city. ; 
October 5, about 3.35 p. m., W. J. Mulqueeney, an 
employee of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
while at work in Charlestown power station of said 
company received a burn to index finger of his right 
hand, due to breakdown in insulation of conductor 
where it entered a weatherproof socket which he was 
holding in his hand at the time, said socket being one 
of five in series feeding from 500-volt system. 

October 16, 5.40 a. m., Dorchester avenue and Old 
Colony avenue, South Boston. Street electrically 
charged, slight shocks received by a few horses that were 
passing and their drivers while assisting horses. Source 
of current, temporary feed wires of street railway com- 
pany which had been run temporarily crossing an exca- 
vation, which excavation was filled in before wires were 
taken care of. | 

October 18, Charles F. Burchstead, of 157 River 
street, Mattapan, while at work in the thirteenth station 
of the Edison Electric Uluminating Company, South 
street, Roslindale, received serious burns to right hand, 
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also burns on chest and on right side of abdomen, the 
right hand coming in contact with bus bar of 4,000 volts 
potential, his body being in contact with grounded 
metal work. 

November 2, 9.56 a. m., Harry M. Myers, of 11 Park- 
man street, an employee of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company, while engaged in oiling a machine 
in the Edison substation No. 11 in sub-basement 55 
Tremont street, attempted to stop a commutator brush 
from sparking; oil can which he had in his hand made 
short circuit between commutator brush and frame of 
dynamo. Index and middle finger of right hand slightly 
burned. 

November 2, L. P. Harding, an employee of the 
generating department, twelfth station of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, Chatham street, who 
had just removed his shirt preparatory to washing up, 
received burns (not serious) as a result of hot particles 
of metal from switch, due to short circuit inadvertently 
made. 

November 19, Charles Flagg, an employee of the 
James Sugden Company, while at work on wires of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company on pole at corner 
Bennington street and Neptune road, wires at time hav- 
ing testing current on same at a voltage of 350 volts, 
took hold of these wires, receiving shocks and being 
unable to release himself until current was cut off. 
He received burns to hands and wrists and was treated 
by a local doctor, then went to his home. 

_ November 27, Edward Monteath, an employee of the 

Carletown-Mace Company, while at work doing con- 
struction work at the twelfth station of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, Chatham street, at 
about 8.30 a. m., received severe burns to back of fingers, 
thumb and right forearm as a result of short circuit 
caused by a file which he had in his hand making simul- 
taneous contact with live metal and grounded metal at 
switch board. 

December 3, 3.35 p. m., John J. Hennessey, employed 
as a water inspector by the City of Boston, while inspect- 
ing water pipes between tracks 17 and 18 in the Beacham 
street yard of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
Charlestown, received severe burns to face and hands 
as a result of short circuit between contact shoe on a car 
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and a grounded portion of the car which was in the 
immediate vicinity of valve which Mr. Hennessey was 
examining at the time. 

January 24, 1918, at about 4.12 p. m., Andrew Mona- 
han, 56 Hanson street, Somerville, received third degree 
burns to his right elbow and right knee as result of 
wrench with which he was working making simultaneous 
contact between live third rail and car rail, with conse- 
quent short circuit. 

As a matter of general information would say that at 
about 4.52 p. m., January 29, explosion occurred in 
manhole of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, opposite 992 Columbus avenue, manhole cover 
being blown violently into air and being broken into 
pieces. Force of explosion was sufficient to break lights 
of glass in several of the premises nearby. ‘There was 
no burn-out in the electric cables of this manhole and 
no trace of any electrical trouble whatever. Explosion 
appeared to be of illuminating gas ignited from some 
cause unknown.
